theLine of Seth paſſeth onely upon the manifeſtation in the fleſh, 'in 
which line, the Wordin the Covenant, would externally manifeſt it 
ſelte in the fleſh - but the Spirit proceeding from the Centre in the Co- 
venant, falls as we/lupon Cains line as upon Abels, yet in Gains [| line } 
inthe $p#rir, and in Seths1n the externall mouth or peaticn } VIz. 
in the formed and conceived Word, that is, in the office and miniſtry of 
Teaching and Preaching : for Seth was ſprung forth according to the 
Spirit, our of the Covenant, where the Spirit moved it ſelfe in the in- 
corporated Word in the Covenant; and Cain was comprehended un- 
der the Spirit of nature. - ; |

66, That 15, like as the Sun ſhineth all the day long, and giveth it 
ſclfe unto every Eflence which will but receive its power; ſo likewiſe 
the yoyce of God ſfoundeth through all men, to recall [ and reclains | 
them, the whole time of their life ; ſo ſoon as the Seed 1s ſown in the 
wombe, the voyce of God is ſounding [| or working therein to a good 
fruit 3 but on the contrary alſo the voyce of Gods Anger ſounderh in 


the Eſlence of mans Selfehood ; there is a continuall combate betwixt 


them; as with heat, and cold; that which gets vi&ory , of that is the 
fruit z, this ſtrike continueth 2s long as man liveth in this world. 

67. Theretore we declare with good ground; that men ought not to 
make concluſions concerning the children of Gods Saints ; as if God 
had ſo out of his purpoſe begotten one to condewnation, and hardned him 
that he cold not come to the Adoption z and choſen in himſelfe another 
that he could not be Joſt; It 1s a meer groundleſlefiFion; [ There is no 
footing or foundation at all for it, ether in the-book of Nature or in the 
holy Scripture, it proceeds from the Abyſs and bottomleſs ſmoaky pit, of 
darkneſs and el rouge 

68, By the * Tribes of the Saints ( in whom the divine Covenant 
hath opened it ſelte, viz. by the Patriarchs, as Adam, Noah, Abraham, 

1/2ac, and Jacob )there are alwayes two figures repreſented, viz. Chriſt 
and 4dam, agood,and an evill man. 

69. CaingHam, Iſmael, and Eſau, were types of the corrupt man, and 
eAbel, Sem, Iſaac, and Jacob, were types of Chriſt, who opened bimſclfe in 
this line, and ſet himſelfe forth before the corrupt children of Adam as 
a light, and Preacher to convert them. 

70. For * God hath not fe ent his Son to condemn the world, viz. the poor 
corrupt man, but he hath therefore ſent him into the world among the 
Godleſs crew of evill men, to teach and call them; and thoſe who have a 
willing deſire to bear be will ſaye, even thoſe that have but a ſparkle of 
the divine Exs,which 1s capable of hearing,in them. The quickning and 
renewing voyceof Chriſt doth cry and call im that little ſpark which is in 
all thci:, that 18, 1t bloweth up that little ſpark that it may become a di- 
vine fice. | 

71. And that wemay open wide the eyes of the blind Selfe- named 
Ckriſtendome, and alſo of the Jewes 1n their boaſting, that they may not 
ſo brag, and ſtand 44 their knowledge, as if they onely were the chil- 
dren of God, becaule they kxzowthe Name of God,and flatter themſelves 
with the knowing it, and condemne other people, who are deprived of 
knowiog as they know, and have introduced another knowledge, as 
they alas ! Jo moſt blindly ; tn ſo much, that one Nation and people 
doth ex«<xci:<[ or ev:/{y extreat Janother, know ; that Cain, Ham, 1/mael, 
and Eſau, arethe types of the Turkes, and Heathen, whom God bleſſed in 
Iſ: mael ; and gave them to poſleſle the Princely Dominions 1n his King- 
dome of this world, and caſt them out in their own contrived know- 
ledge from rhe 4nowledge of the * Adoption of Chriſt ; as he caſt our 1/- 
acl; but recal's them 1n the'# ombe by the Angel of the great Counlcll, 
18:0 the tree; viz, to Gods goods, that they ſhould retzrne to him. 

72. Ferthey lye ſhut up under the vail of Chriſt, as Chriſt did under 
the Leviticall Pricfthood under Aoſes; and as the Children of 1/rael un.

41. For theſe Angels did eat of Lotts food as if they had eaten of his 
Body and Spirit , which was therein apprehended, in manner as tt is to

ven forced and compelled to the Judgement. | 

' 44. For'the zea/of the Lord, which longed after them, drew them. 
tot ſelfe; it hungered earneſtly todevourthcir vanity ; therefore they 
run altogether young, and old, and Would knoiy the X2urb which hun- 
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gered after them, for they in their |blindnefs' know not what 'they did ; 
thus the Anger drew them toi ſelfe. wrt x] 
45: eAnd Lot went out unto them at the door,and 


and ſaid 5, ah\ I pray dear brethren do not ſo wickedly ,” I have two daughters 
which have never knowr. man, let me. T pray you bring them out unto you, and 
oo with them what ſeems good in your eyes ;, but nuts theſe men do nothing, for 
therefore came they under the ſhadow of my roof 3, but they ſaid'; Come hither, 
thou art the oncly ſtranger among us ; and thou wilt rule, well, we'will deal worſe

46. Here the ground of their Sin is finely deciphered and laid ont iri 

its colonrs ; wherein their cry was come before God 3 as namely, Un- 
cleannels, Laſciviouſheſs, Tyranny, Self. willed perverſneſs ; and the 
' greateſt of all was, the Contempt of God ; for Lot had told them'of the 
puniſhment, which God would bring upon them ; and then they ſaid, 
1þhou art #be onely Stranger among ws , and wilt go about to rule and judge 
ys. we will yet plague thee worſe then thoſe; to ſignifie , that God had before 
tent them warning by the Meſſengers of his mouth, and that they had 
onely plagued, and contemned them, therefore they ſaid alſo ro Lot, 
wilt thou govern us with thy Threatnings,and contem and nullifie our 
workes, we will ſerve thee worſe then them. | 

47. For when they underſtand, that Men of God were come in unto 
Lott, who threatned them with ruin and deſtruGtion ; they made an up- 
roar againſt them, and would kill them ; as the mad blind world hath 
alwayes don, when God hath ſent them Meſſengers, who have rebuked 
and reprovedthem ; then the Babylonicall Whore hath cryed out, run, 
run, there is a new Hereſfe, which would teach us other Do@rine, and 
reprove:our way which we goin. 

+48. Thus it was here ; the ſelfcfull rebellions Devills-will, in his 
Serpents Ens would be uncontroulable, unreprovable ; and Being theſe 
men were.come.they cryed out * Mordio ; and ſaid there werefalſe Pro-

And alchough be knows no other ground vr-reaſon inthe world, 
m at nought ; yet he is very raging wad, and ſuffers a falſe 
wind ( viz. theſpirit of the Babyloniſh whore ) to drive him,and raveth 
in miſunderſtanding, as here the Sodomritesr did, who(both young & old, 
{mal and Great )do force upon Lot, and the two men which were come 
In unto him ; that they might kzow them ; That they might plague 
them, ſcorn, revile, and reproach them ; for thus the Anger of God doth 
drive it ſelfe into a fire, for its own exkindling ; And thus mad alſo muſt 
the people be, when the prniſhment ſhall come, that they muſt all -rake 
up the meaſure of their iniquities. 

52, And we will not hide from thee, thou unclean, laſcivious, rebel.

Gods truth 
and judgement, are come z##o thee; and declare unto thee, now at the 
end of Enochs Seal, which was hidden ( but at preſent is opened in its 
ſound and yoice )) thy deſtruftion and overthrow ; for the Time of thy 
Judgement js at hand ; and behold thy ſelfe aright ; and obſerve it very 
narrowly; thou haſt at preſent caſt ſcorn, reproach and contempt up- 
on Lot, and the two Angels, as the Sodowites did; and therefore thy pu- 
niſhment hangeth over thee 3 and obſerve it z when the two Angels ſhall 
carry forth Lot under the opened Seal from thee ; then the Day of thy 
deſtruction is at hand , which now thou wilt by no means beleeve, but 
mult be forced to finde it ſo by ſad and wofull experience, faith the ſpirit 
of wonders.

forth this, another that ; one ſaith he is honeſt, another reviles him and

thought, all 1s 1n peace and quiet ; there is no danger; The Angels com- 
manded Lot to make haſt, and ſaid ; Ariſe take thy wife, and thy two daughters 
which are here, leaſt thou alſo periſh in the iniquitie of this Citiez, and while Lot 
lingered ; the men took hime, and his wife, and his two daughters by the hand 
(the Lord being merciful! to him) and they brought him forth , and ſet him 
without the Citie. 

2. The internall figure ſtands thus : the Spirit in Moſes ſetteth the 
figure (o clearly , that a man may eaſily take it ; for he ſaith ;when the 
morning came,and the Sun was riſen ; they took him by the hand, and brought 
him and his wife , and his two daughters forth out of the Citie, And now as 
the figure was externally, in the ariſen light of the day and the Sun ; ſo it 
was alſo internally 1n Gods Truth and Judgement. 

3- Namely, 1n the truth the figure was internally thus : In Lott, and

21. Therefore the Lord ſaid to Ler; I cannot dp any thing ; wntill thou 
be con out, and he ſpared alſo the little Citie'called Pella, or Zoar,'( viz. a 
diverſion or turningaway ofthe Anger) for Lots ſake; for when he came 
thither, the Twrba muſt be extinguiſhed, as the Name, in the uncom.

23. This is now the figure of the kingdome of C:riſt , who had OPe- 
ned himſelfe to Abraham in;the Lovezihow: he would fit in udgement 
over the world ; and how the Might and Dominion 1s given unto him | 
of God, that ke ſhould Adcftroy the Devulls Kingdome upon the earth, and 
give all wicked men unto:the Anger of God to be devoured : .for when 
he had manifeſted himſelfeto Abraham; and confirgged the Covenagt of 
Righteouſneſs, he then ſent theſe,two 4rgels, viz.Gods truth and judge. 
ment to Sodewe. to blott out and deſtroy the children of Haze, viz. the 
maliciews,vile, rebel|igus, halfe-Devilts, men; that ſo the Devi!ls King- * 
dome,might be /:/ed, and not. grow fo great upon the earth, and hinder 
his Kipgdome. Ts 


The inward Figure ſtands thus. 


24. It rained brimſtone and fire from the Lord from Heaven , ſaith Moſes : 
This was #ot the inward helliih fire, which at the Ed of dayes ſhall 
purge the Floar ;, otherwile the foure Elements would haye been chan- 
ged: it was onelya figure of thefuture : The Originall of the brimſtone, 
and fire was generated 77 Turba magna in the third Principle: it was one- 
ly a Sword of vengeance : The inward fire conſumes earth, and ſtones, 
and all Elements : but this was onely a fire, as is generated in the 
* TempeSt in Turba magna1n the * Egeſt, which the Conſtellation caſteth 
forth from it ſelfe, which is a ateria thereunto; although it beno pal- 
pable matteror ſubſtance; yet 1t 18a ſpiritual ſubſtance, in whigh Mer- 
curizs doth enkindle it ſelfe in the Salniter, viz. in the fire-crack, where 
then alſo the flagratt or fire-crack doth fix it ſelte into a Subſtance or 
Eſſence, which is Brimſtone. fit 

25. Forthe Three firſt properties ] viz. S*Iphur, Mercarizs, and the 
Salt.ſharpnefle are in the Originall ( as they are yet a ſpirit ) onely on: 
Thiog 3 but when Aercarizs, viz. the Sound of thg formed word, doth 
move it ſelfe1n the Principle,viz.in its firſt Originall by an Oppoſition 
or Contrary 4fpet ; then he 1s terrified in himſelfe : that is, the motion 
ſtirreth the Or1igioall of the heat and cold ; viz. the Originall of the firſt 
Principle according to the cold and hott fire; which is the beginning of 
the Contrariety and horror ; from whence the fire-flaſh or Salnitrall 
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gr; 040 ariſe z where alſo the Three fi (ſt'4 viz. the heat , the cold 
and the Sound, do each imprefle and. int i ſelfe into a peculiar 
ſubſtance 1n the Flagrat, viz. theeat into Brimſtone , and the co/d into 
a faltiſh property, and Mercurivs into a watry y property 3 and yet they 
were not wholly ſeparated, and each of them bf another or undry ſub. 
ſtance by it ſelfe, but fx? together according to one property. 
26. 'Thelike alſo we are here to underſtand concerning the Brim- 
flone-fife: the wrath of the firſt Principle, viz. Gods Anger according to 
the eternall nature , did behold the outward nature in the third Princi- 
ple with an *Aſpeft, ich is called Turba magna , being a Turba in the * Or, Dating 
Soul! of the outward world in the ſpirit of nature, whence the outward + 
nature doth enflame and enkindle it ſelfe; and the * three firſt [ pro- * The prime 
perties ]do-fix themſelves into a Swhfance, viz. into Brimftone, Salt, 797 of 
and into a Mercuriall poyſonfull water, in which the flagrat or flaſhof $2 
the fire did enkindle and impreſs it ſelfe; and ſo being enkindled did 
rain wpon Sodom, and Gomorrah, and upon the Plain of the Countrey, and de- 
 ſtroyedall; this is it which is faid, The Lord rained brimſtone and firs 
from the Lord out of Heaven, 
27. Not that this matter of the Brimſtone and firecame from the i= 
ward heaven ; but the wrath came forth from the inward into the out- 
ward [| Principle ] fo that the outward in the Might of the inward did 
impreſs and exkindle it ſelfe out of the properties of the inward; and 
this is a reall Type of the inward dark world ; if the ſame nature doth 
move it ſelfe, then its even ſo in ſpirituall property,which God calleth 
his wrath, and Anger, anda conſuming fire; for if this inward ſpirituall 
dark World did move 1t ſelfe, the outward World with the four Ele- 
ments would forthwith be ſwallowed up in this ſame ſpirit-fire ; which 
ſha!l come to paſle at.the Exd of Dayes. Fo 
28. And here we have a figure of this in Lots wife, who was turned to 4 
Pillar of Salt : that the three Firſt [ properties ]had moved themſelves ; 
for ſhe, after that ſhe had looked back into the Twrba was apprehended 
or taken in the Salts-ſpirit 1n its Impreſſion ; which denoteth, that ſhe | 
was * moſt of that very property, viz.

ge” Andthough the Angel had defended her from the fire-wrath, 
yet ſhe was taker: 1n the wrath of nature of her own peculiar property ; 
viz. the Twhba magna laid hold of the Body, viz. the ſubſtance of the 
third Principle, and changed it into its own peculiar property,z4s. into 
the 2vight of the firſt, which was chiefly predominant in her Body, accor- 
ding to which property alſo ſhe was apprehended in the Turba. 

30. And we ought not to account this a ſtrange thing; for we have 
very much hereof 1n the Scripture : Let us look upon Vzz4 , who was 
apprehended and ſmitten by the Ark of the Covenazt , when he did onel 
touch the ſame, when the wrath of God was moved but in the * Sond * That i9,aw'4.

33: As the preſent Babylonicall Chriſtendome doth, which alſo with 
Lots wife receryeth the grace onely externally [ of by a ſtrange Imagina- 
ry Imputation} and comforts it felfe with the grace, but remaineth in 
the heart in ſelfchood and the luſt of rhe fleſh, wwconverted,and hath tur- 
ned its eyes onely towards Soda, but with the mouth it is gon out of 
$0dom, and the body is yer at Sodorw, and looketh with Lots wife onely 
upon Covetoulſnefs, and temporall pleaſure, and will zot go with the 
heart'out of Sodam. Sy, . > 

24. T herefore the Angel of the wanders ſaith ; Thou art ſifted, and 
* apprehended in the Tarba, thow att guilty, and capable of the Brim- 
ſtone- fire ; thy verball hypocrifie, m that thou fayt, that thou art goers 
out of Eabel, and Sodom doth xot at all avail thee ; thou art wholly capri- 
vated with Eots wite tn the three Firſt 5 being thoyg hungereſt onely af- 
ter the three firſt; and uſeſt the Spirit of Chriſt onely for an externall 
covering, and wilt rot. hear-im thee what now the Lord ſpeakeths bur 
heareſt onely what the Antichriſt ſpeaketh in his pride, covetouſneſs, 
envy, and Ariger, how thou mailt pleaſe thy Earthly mortal 1doll Mas- 
zim,and Mammon, viz. Selfe-Love, Selte-Will, Selfe-Sence. . 

. 35- Thou feekeſt and honoureſt onely the externall Idoll.God, viz. 

Stlver, and Gold,Copper.and the fullneſs of the Belly tothy Luxurious 
ſumptuous, and Stately Sodbmiricall plcaſare - and this Idoll is alfo fit- 
ted for thy lake, and ts made pigh and far off unto thee, andthou un- 
derſtandeſt not; what it meanes: thou faiſt; there is no danger, and it 
may well be helped and amended ; we way covtrive it well enough toa 
good ule; but thou knoweſt not what is thereby Signed, and fignificd. 


The moſt inward figure of Lots wife being turned to a pillar 
of Salt is this, 


36. When theſe two Angels came from 4braharr, viz. from the Spi- 
rit of Chriſt, unto Sodom to Lot, and he bowed himſelfe before the Lord 
unto the earth, and entreated theſe Angels to turn in untohim ; they 
entered according tothe divine property Eſſentially m unto him,in man- 

ner, 
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ner-as they came in wato Abraham with the'Fry of faith ; even (0:it was 
here; for it was but one Covenant ; but in Abrabam the Seed to Chiilts 
perſon was named, and wot in Lot 3 as Moſer declareth very ſufficiently. 

37. Lots faith took the Es from the: Angel, who brought the fame 
to him from Abrahams faiths-Prs ;for of one, (viz.of him,who did tnoye 
and maniteſt himſelfe in.Abrebaw ) they muſtall'be fanQtified ; now Lot 
by the. Adminiſtration of. the Angel ({ underſtand formed Angels ſent 
out of the divine property, out of Chriſts-Ens and word) was lanCtified 
as a * proxime line, or-branch on the Es of Abraham. 

38. And being Lots daughters were capableof this Sanctification, and 
not the mother, the mather muſt go again into the firſt matter; and Lot 
muſt copulate with his-two:.daughters in the bleſſed Seed;for they were 
capable of 1t, and none elle in the world ; for two Potent Generations 
were to ariſe from thence, viz. the Moabites, and the Ammonites, A Great 
people, as the Spirit nn Moſes doth alſo ſpeak yery covertly and hidden- 
ly concerning £ots daughters ; that the one ſaid unto theother; Lo / 
there is not a man on the earth to come in wnto ws after the manner of men ; 
come let us give our father ſweet wine to drink, and then we will lye with him ;, 
that ſo he may not know it, and we may preſerve Seed of our father : for the 
mother was not capable of this holy Seed, being ſhe was captivated and 
taken.in the * Probation in the Turba. 

39. Now Reaſon would obje&, and ſay 3 wherefore did not the 
daughters of Lot marry with Abrahams Generation ;why would they lye 
with their Father, Contrary to the Right, and Law of Nature, and all 
Nations? Anſwer; This might not be, for the Seed of Chriſt was called 
in Abraham; but now there lay two other lines in the Seed of Chriſt; 
as neere afhnities z which ſhould be bora of Abrahams faith; viz. of 
Chriſt : As Abrahams faith was born out of JEHOYVA, out of the Name 
Teſus, ſo theſe two lines of Afﬀinity were in the Tree of Wonders, which 
thould ſpring forth from Gods Truth, & Righteouſneſs, and bebrought 
into the Love of Jeſ#s; this manifeſtation the Angels brought unto and 
into Lot, which opening and manifeſtation did ſpring forth in Lots 
Seed. 

40. But being his two daughters did alfo ſtand in this judgement, and 
were apprehended in the {ame Spirit which opened it ſelfe-1n Lot, and 
received alſo the ſame properties as their father, it muſt be fo, andit was 
ſo permitted of God, that theſe two ſons, 4#2mon,and Moab,mult be born 
of two Siſters of One Seed, for they were to be two Nations proceeding 
from two Lines of nature, yet from oxe root. 

4.1. But in that the Spirit in Moſes doth ſo cover it and ſaith, The two 
daughters cauſed their father to drink ſweet wine, that he did not know what 
he did,and fo were gotten with child of their father in the fathers drun- 
kenneſs, ( which yet ſeems to be wonderfully ſtrange without Gods 
work ) The ſame is thus to be underſtood ; Not that it did not ſo come 
to paſſe; it did ſo come to paſle, as the Text in Moſes declareth ; but this 
was a work of the Spirit of God, and hereby alſo he covereth the exter- 
nall ſhame, | 
} 42. Forthe outward work is onely a ſhame in Gods ſight, and alfo in 
the ſight of all People, but the inward work in its figure, mult be ſo, 
and it is the true figure, that the 2r Chriſt, viz. Gods Son ae: be 
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born through a ſhame; whichalſo was a ſhame before God ;' but' ſo /þ, 
took cnr ſhame, and reproach upon himſelte, and hung 1t as a curſe upon 
the Tree of the Crofle,and offered it 'up unto the righteouſneſs 6f God ; 
ſo likewiſe both theſe lines muſt be covered with a' Shame ; "that the 

both might be ſanQified onely and 'alone under Chriſts ſhame 'on the 
Croſs 3nd they ſhould #ot dere toſay, that they were pure before Gog, 
and nature for the Scripture' ſaith ; * He hath ſhutt them up all under Sin,

that be might have Mercy npon all.'' 7, 2 
. 43- And that this was truly and certainly a work of God, appeares 
30 this ; that on the ſame day the mother was turned to a pillar of Sal: 
and Sodom deſtroyed doubtlefs with all theirhouſholdſtuffe and Goods, 
that yet they that ſame night they ſet about this work, whereas they con- 
tinued all night in a Cave of the Mountain by Zoar[ſothat wemay well 
thinke ] no naturall fleſbly wr ws ney did provoke them thereunto. 

44. Bur it wt be, that the father ſhould be drunk, that the hunrane 
wnderſtanding might not do it ; but that 1t rhijgtit be Gods work ; alſo 
that the Soul of Lot might not be-Turbated tn the TinFure of the Seed 
with the ſhame of the daughters; 1t muſt be don therefore asit were in 
mans drunkenneſs,and m7/underſtanding,leaſt the Nations ſhould make 
a Right or Cuſtome thereof; tor the daughters of Lot were alſo as t'were 
drunk in the ſpirit, ſo that the ſpirit might do what he would, and they 
onely were an inſtrument. ' *' 

45. And that they did underſtand that the father was ſan&ified, and 
they willingly would conceive ofthe holy Seed, appeares, in that they 
ſaid z There was not a man upon'the earth who could come in unto them after the 


manner of mankinde :, and therefore they would lye with their father, that they 


might preſerve Seed: there were indeed many upon the earth, but none 
was-capable of this Seed, butthele his daughters, this the ſpirit in them 
gave them to underſtand. / '' © 

46. Therefore we ought narrowly to obſerve what it means, when 
the ſpirit in 2oſes draweth a vail before his face,that it doth nor appeare 
wholly pure before God, and yer for the unavoidableneſs ſake, it muſt 
be ſo. 

47. And we ought notalſo to judge in the deeds of God according 
to Reaſon; for Reaſon looketh onely upon the oxtward : and under- 
ſtands nothing of the izward: it knowes nothing of the Root of this 
tree; andof its Boughes and Branches, from whence each Branch or 
People muſt take its waveidable riſe and Original). . 
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How God lead i Abraham Very wonderfully z and how he al-- 
wayes ſtood by him in Temptation, and defended bim ; 
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what wee are to underſtand hereby, ax 
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. Eraþam muſt be onely gs a Pilgrim upon the earth, and travail from 
A one place unto another, and dwell 1n Texts; and was every where 
Tryed, and Tempteds: his wife Sar was: twice taken from him ; but 
wondertully proteced,.and.,preſerved; of God; as once by Pharaoh in 
Feypt, and then by. 4bzmilech King of Gerar but both times protected by 
God, #033 BUR Jo 4 4 1 04 | Y | 
2, And now that Abrahemm, viz. the Stock, and beginning of the con- 
ceived Ens of faith, in which Chriſt was underſtood , muſt thus wander 
trom one place to anpther, and could have: no abiding place upon the 
carth, and moreover:mulſt ſtand in fear and Temptation ; the fame is the 
true Type of Chriſtendome upon the earth 5 how the ſame ſhould 
not be bound unto any certeine place ; Not unto any People that God 
did choote thereto 1n a- peculiar manner ; but: that Chriſt was given, 
with bis Goſpel of the Kingdome of God, to all Nations. | 

3. And how he would wander with his knowledge from one people 
to another ; and have no whereany corftast abiding place with a peo- 
ple, but be among the Nations with his children upon the earth, onely 
as a Sojourner or Stranger z and how they would continually try to 
deſtroy * Chriſtendome among the Nations, and caſt reproach upon it, 
as they would (infuily reproach Sarah Abrahams wife. | 

4. And how the Chriſtians ſhould be continually tempted and exer- 
ciſed of the Nattons,and plagued with Contention and warre : atſo how 
* Chriſt would goe with his Goſpel from one people to another, when 
they ſhould be weary and glutted with the ſame, and hold it onely for 
a Cuſtome and a common ordinary thing z and ſo they would grow 
wholly blind in 1t, and make onely a * fine devout lip-labour thereof, 
and {uppoſe to finde out Chriſt by their accute diſputations and Argu- 
ments. | 

5. And then he would depart with the underſtanding and ſpirit from 
tLcm, and come unto another People, which allo would be onely fleſs- 
l;, and account, and look upon Chriſt externally as a weer Man as Pha- 
roah and this King Abimilech looked upon Abraham, and his wife 3 arid 
deſired to have carnall knowledge of Sarah, by reaſon of her beauty; 
which dia fignifie and denote, that they would put on:Chriſt- in the 
fleſh io an outward beaſtiall manner, but xzot.in power, and ſpirit. -, 

6. As it is heretobe ſeen in 4bimilech, and alſoin Pharosh,that when: 
they deſired to know Sarah carnally,that the Lord came in among them 
with puniſhments, and. plagues, and ſhewed them his Angry counte- 


nance, ſhutt them up, and dilmayed them, as if he bound them with the: 


chains of his $11gþt 4 and mzde their women barren , and terrified them 
with viſfrons and preſages as hedid tothis Abimaitechs and threatned him 
T-y | with 
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with Death in the Dream ; and made known unto him, that Abrahans 
was a man of God 3 and how he was blelled of God. 

7. Through which'meats' God' brought the Nations to ba ich ; 
for ] when he came unto a fleſhly wnbeleeving People, then he ſhewed 
imſeifein power and wonders;which the carnall Nations feing, did 

convertthanſelyes, and.turn unto.God. _ _ F 

8. Thus Abraham mult, be a Type of Chriſts Kingdome upon the 
earth; and go up and down from one People to another , whereupon 
the people which heleft, did yet boaſt themſelves of Abraham, and cal- 
led themſelves afrer his Name ; but were onely hiſtoricall children 
brought forth of ſtrawge women without Abrabams faith and ſpirit. 

9. Thus alſo it hath fallen outim Chriſtendom, when they have been 

* weary of the ſpirit of Chrift zand made onely a prating buſineſs there- 
of the Spirit of Chrift bath then departed;and bidder it ſeltefrom rhem; 
and then theſe people have indeed ſtood yet in the Hiſtory, and boaſted 
themſelves to be Chriſtians, but have been indeed onely the children of 
theBond- woman, vis. of Hagary, and the ſons of mockerey, who with 
Diſputing and wrangling about Chriſts Name and will, have mocked, 
ſcorned, reviled, contemned, reproached; and branded each other for 
Hereticks, and meer Iſhmalttes have riſen of them, 

10. As it is as plain as the day, that now men go from the ſcorning 
and reproaching each other; tothe Sword of murther; and will whol! 
f]Jay and root out Chriſt \ in his members ] and ſet the Babylonicall 
Tower in Chriſts ſtead , whereby a man ſhall be able in ſelfe-will and 
power to climbe into heaven 5fo that a man meed not enter in thiough 
the mortifying of the old evill man, but may beable to comein, after a 
hne hypocritical way with the Selfchood of the evi// man ; or indeed as 
outwardly adopted children covered with Chriſts purple-mantle; 
where yet the will of Selfe is #»mortified, and cannot truly come to 
God. ' 

r1. Now 3s theſe people wereafterwaids judged when 4brahamde- 
parted trom them z they being onely rockers of the children of Abra- 
ham, as may be ſeen in Pharbah, and the Heathen alſo, eſpecially in the 
Land of Carazn: ſo likewiſe it hath hapned to the Chriſtians, that theſe 
Nations which continued onely under the Name of Chriſt, and yet were 
onely heatheniſh in the heart, were alwayes judged and baniſhed by 
ſuch heatheniſh People, as may be ſeen by 4h 4, Egypt, and Griece, and 
many other Nations beſides; hew God hath pulled off the Afaztle of 
Chriſt from them, as verball hypocrites, and mockers of Chriſt, and 
given them a darkned heart and underſtanding , of the Kingdome of 
Chriſt, and caft away their Candle-ſtick , that they could no longer ſay, 
we are Chriſtians,and belong unto Chriſt, but T#rkes, and Barbarows Peo- 
ple, begotten of the wild Tree of nature. 

12, Thus Chriſt muſtherein this world wander onely as a light from 

one people to another, * For a Teſtimony unto all People : And unto thee, 


* And thee CY * Germany \t is now ſhewen [and alſo to thoſe Nations of whom thou

art born with the Name of Chriſt } inthat thou haſt for a long time 
walked under the Mantle of Chriſt with an heatheniſh heart,and boaſted 
of the Adoption, but lived onely in the iniquitie ofthe fleſh : That thy 
Tudgement 18 nigh at hand.

Y is, an 
emphaticall Type of Chriſtendome, how:they. ſhould be weak in their 
own power, and be dehyered by God onely ; as Abraham was of a faint 
and timorus ſpirit, when, he was to go among theſe Nations. and 

rayed his Sarab, that ſhe would ſay of 1m, that he was her brother ; 
that ſo they might #0t ſlay him for her ſake ; to ſignific,thar a Chriſtian, 
ip bis 0x: ſtrength 1s ot able to do any thing, or to-take unto hi-ſe!fe 
thercin tbe ſpirit of Chriſt, who gives courage 3 but hemulſt go onely 
naked,among his enemies 3.and not at all rely cn himſelte and his know- 
fedge, but meerly and onely upon Gods Grace. 

16. For he biuzſe}fe cannot ſtand,onely Chriſt in him muſt be his ſole 
courage, arid ſtedfaſt perleverance; As Abraham here in his own abili- 
ties was full of doubt before Pharoah,and Abzmilech, and continually fear- 
full of his life, and muſt ſee onely when,and how, God would ſhield him, 
and his Sarah ;, and this hiſtory 1s excellently, elegantly, and exaQtly 


written of*F/dr4s in the vifion of the ſpirit of Chriſt concerning Chriſts

at this, that the very Aged Sarah ſhould give a child ſuck ; ſhe did not 
xt underſtand the* Typeof.Chniſt ; but the Spirit of Chriſt ;# ber un- 
derſtood it ; and not he paturall man in Selfhood, but the will which 
was reſigned and given up to God, the fame onely did apprehend the 
Covenant and the Spirit of Chriſt. fs | 

13, But, Reaſor, viz, the ſelfefull will, did not perceive any thin 
thereof, it was onely matter. of mirth and laughter toit; for it looked 
onely upon it ſe}fe, what it was; As Abrahams will of ſelfe-own hood, 
look<d onely or it ſelfe, and was afraid and diſmayed 3 and yet in him 
there was the great myght over all Powers and Principaliues ; but it did 
not belong to the humane vwrn: hood. 

19. For Chriſt ix his children doth not belong, to the humane own- 
hood, viz, to the {cl/cw1ll; neither doth he appropriate or give in him-

Gen. X X 1. He Spirit in Moſes ſetteth the figure of mans Regeneration in its 

proceſs, ſo exattly and orderly together 1n the hiſtory of Abra- 

ham, that a man may even lay bo[d of it, much more ſee it, how he doth 

ſet the naturall man 1a ſelfe, and [7 briſh, ſo punQually by each other ; and 

points even with the finger at the figure: for when God had deſtroyed 

Sodom,and Gomorrah,and that Plain, over againſt which Abraham dwelt; 

and brought forth Lot; then Abraham journeyed from thence towards 

* Coupt. the South ;, ſhewing that when the Kingdome of Chriſt ſhould be * de- 
ſpoyled in any place, that then Chriſt would depart thence. 

2. And He lived under the King Abimilech, and ſojourned as a ſtran- 
ger at Gerar ; In theſe two Names, viz. Abimilech, and Gerar, the figure 
ſtands plain 1n the generation or formation of the word without any 
interpretation or expoſition ; wherefore the Spirit in Moſes wrote down 
this Hiſtory ; and from whence he looketh as through an exact rerſpec- 
tive: for ABIMILECH denoteththe man of ingenious and diſcreet Rea- 
ſon ; viz, the true man,but without Chriſt ; onely in the creature as he is 
created : GERAR betokeneth the ſtrong Auſtere life of nature, wherein 
the underſtanding muſt dwell, which nature, 1s corrupted, and trom 
that corruption caſteth or darterh Temptations and oppoſitions conti- 
nually into the life's underſtanding , or Reaſon-light; ſo that the life 
ſtands in a conſtant contrariety, and is unceſſantly ſifted winnowed and 
proved, which is the * Croſ7 of the children of God ; that they ſee, that 
while they live tn themſelves in ſelfe-Reaſon,they can doe nothing elſc 
but go aſtray, ſlip, and erre; as may be ſeen here in Abraham. When God 
lead him away from the borders of the Sodomites, he went towards the 
South unto King Abimilech, 


The inward figure of this ſtands thus. 


\ 3. When God had manifeſted himſelfe to 4braharr, and ſet forth 
the figure of Chriſt and his Kingdome, and alſo the P ower of Tudgement 
upon

upon'the whole earth, then-God hid himſeltc again from; Abrobamz.and

then Abrahams went towards the 8ourb Countrey;that is,into his Regſpr; 
viz. into mans:ownutderſtanding; anddwelt at Gerar, that is ,in the 
corrupt naturez which manifeſts it ſclfe plainly, jo bis carriagetowards 


Abimilech, where he 1a the fear of nature, in the, Temptation, did deny 


hiswite, and faid;that ſhe was not his wife. that- ſo he might but pre- 


ſerve himſelte by tht ſuttlety of Reaſon; and we ſee herealſo, how that 
that very thing,by which he thought in. Reafon to keep himſclfe from 
miſchiefe, maſt reprove and teach him; as ;we ſee how 4bimilech, repro- 
ved hia in that he had denied bjs wife, with whom he had a fin- 
ned if the Lord had not warned him ;z andtheexpoſition is this. _ 

4. If we ſce a man whom the Spirit of God driveth , and by whom 
he oftentimes ſpeaketh, we muſt zot ſotake it up, and thinke, that he 
is ſomething more then other men; as Abrabays was no more then 0- 
thers in his own Reaſon ; the ſelfe-reaſon in them is as wavering , dubi- 
ous, and imperfect, 4s i» other men,and That what they know,and teach 
of God, is not their own propriety ; as we fee herein Abraham, how he 
out of fear did not ſpare his Sarah, ( but denied her out of a timerous 
conjequrez though Abizzilech had taken her away from him to be his 
Concubine') that ſo he might but live, and jt might be well with him for 
her (lake. 

5.. Thus God proveth his children, that they might ſee, that they in 
their own ability are mo wore then all other ſinfull men ; and that men 
ſhould not ſo ſet by them and hold them for a God; thus oftcntimes 
God permits them to go _ anderre, and yet then he rebukes them 
alſo by thoſe whom they ought to teach, as we ſee here in Abimilech ;, 
how he muſt reprove Abrahaw, and make him aſhamed, that he would 
not ſpare his wife for a {mall fears ſake, but would deny her. 

6. And although it doth fall out that ſometimes we ſee, ſuch a man 
whom God driveth to erre,yet we ought not therefore preſent] whol- 
ly to reje# him, and ſet him at nought, and think that he B whol/y with- 
out God, as the world doth; but think that God doth thus ſet his 
children #nder the Croſs to prove them; that they ſhould learn to know 
themſelves ; and then the Sur ariſeth. again upon them ; as here it did 
upon Abrahams; when God had ſuitered him to go unto Gerar ; that is, 
into his naturall ratianall life, wherein he committed a great offence 
before Abimilech. A twofold $un did afterwards ariſe and ſhine on him ; 
viz. one was, that Abimilech did acknowledge him, and learned to fear 
the Lord; and gave the Land for a poſſeſſion unto Abrabarr ; he gave 
him alſo Gifts for rebuke ; as the Reproof of the Saints, 1s, that men 
ſhould fear at Gods reproof; Thus the Sx of King Abimileohs favour 
aroſe upon him. And then the other Sun which ſhoan on him, was,that 
Sarah conceived; and a branch ſprang forth unto him out of the line of 
the Covenant from the divine Sw2zs Power, and 1ſaaxc was born unto 
him. oy 

7. And that we may underſtand the very truth ; we ſee, how allwaies 
the Croſſe ſtands by the children of God ; and Adam and Chriſt are con- 
tinually ſett by each other; as here Abimilech and Abraham ; and 1/mae! 
and Iſaac; and alſo the man of right reaſon ; and the corrupt nature 
againſt reaſon z which unceſlantly fitrs, and trys reaſon; as we may ſce 
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it hete if Hager, atid Sarah; whichalfo wereet one: againft andther;. 
that orie'd exerciſethe orher 5 as Hayy pol the'property of corrupt. na. 
ture! vis.Ar Adair" life 3 and Sarah in Chriſts:Ptrfong lothat Hagaridid 
exerciſe and prove the narurall $arib 5 that ſhee prefied forth out of the- 
Keafon'( or eitnall'* wiſdomeof the fleſh! ] into:God: ' avernks 
3.1 Ad we hive hetein Sarab and her Maid Hugar; with her Son If. 
mael, an& Wwith'7/azc Sarahy Sov; how Sarah caſt out the Bond- woman with 
htr 80n; which ſeemed prievous'to'4braham', and yet'was rightin the. 
ſight of God, ſuchan excelleftimirrour, as we finde not the hke again 
in the Bible; ſhewing how Chriſt and the xiutarall man 'dwell * by one 
another ; an#how the maturall man with 1/#azand his morher mhuſt be 
wholly caſt our frons the'right of Itiheritance, and/ſe}fe-will; that the 
naturall own will is #0 hefr of God. ULEE 
9. And'when'the reſigned wilt hath wholly-caft'* him out, then the 
poor'natute of min ſirtetih CORE will m'tear, and trembling, and 
utterly deſpairs of life; 'ab here 'Hagar'with her Son 7/w-ae!;, when ſhee 
was caſt'out from Abrahams; ſhe wandered in'the wilderneſſeof Beer-ſheba, 
that is; inthe broktntſs of her heart ; and looked upon! her ſelfe as one 
wholly foiſsken ;arid 55 65equfre ſpent andfaint,deſpaired of her own 
and her Sons ife ; for ſhe&hac'ldſt the 7rberitaice,and the favour of her 
Miſtreſs alſo, and all her goods, and there was neither water nor bread 
tor to'preſerve life, and'they were; 45 given up'to death ; for ſhee went 
and ſat'd'ſtories caſt fromthe ctitg \becauſe ſhewould nor ſee him dye; 
and when ſhe tad even/wholly'given'up her ſelfeto dye ;then the Ange! 
came again unto her and*eallediher,: and comforted ber , and ſhewed her 
alſo a fountaſn ; and told her;that ſhe ſhould not be' fo afraid of death 
her Sor muſt ye become a great Nation. 


The inward frgnte of this is Fits. 


10. When Tſaac, that is, Chriſt js born inthe Coprvert,then the ſpiritu- 
all new-born will reje&eth its 9# evill nature; it contemneth it, and 
condemnerh' it to death ;'caſteth it out alſo from it ſelfe, with its Son 
the mocker, viz the falfe wopt piuy { and perverter'of the truth}; as if it 


would even burſt the ſame in the Myde; ſo very an hatefull enemy the 
new- bort ſpiritiiall wilt becomes to the natutall will in its Evill quali- 
ties ; viz. to 1/2:ae! the Shn of the naturall wilt, whois onely a mocker, 
ſcoffer, phariſaicall cenſurer, lyar, backbiter and unrighteous. 

11. Afd when the new-born will hath thus caſt out the evill nature 
with its wicked children from it ſelfe,then the poor forſaken nature ſtands 
1n great diſtreſs, ttembliog , and deſertion'; for the ihternall holy Son! 
doth forſake it ; and then it even wes up it ſelfe wholly to death; 
and wandreth in it ſelfe in the wilderneſs ; and looketh upon it ſelfe 
— 5 UA and fimple one, who 1s every ones by-word, and laughing 

ocke, 

12. And they when the nature doth willingly give it ſelfe there- 
unto ; that it alſo will now dye wholly to its ſelfencſs and difpaires 
wholly on it ſelfe, as a poor forſaken woman, that is deprived of all 
the worldly glory, riches, beauty , and the pleaſure of the outward life 
alſo; being holly caſt out from its former deſire ; and almoſt quite

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forlern, lo that the own Gefire begins tofaint and quall within it ſolte, 
then cones the Angel of God tothe nature zand comforts it; and; bids 
it not to deſpair z/andgives it alſo water; todrink 3 that 19,fome faithful 
upright man,{.or ſoma wward tay and beam of light fromthe'now-birth 
of Chrilt 1g the heart ] which comfortsit.hn its forſaken condition 5 and 
helps tonourtſh, and cheriſh ir, and cells it,that it ſhall not dye,but be- 
cowe a great Nation, but not in its innate and inbred heritage viz. in 
the evill Sclfe-will,but.in Beer-ſreba z, that is, In the true Gontrition in 
the wilderneſs, viz.inthe valley of teares in the deſertron; that is, the 
poor nature mult work jnl this forſakenneſs, and 1n its preſent baniſh- 
ment andexile[ from the ſenſible and full enjoyment of Paradiſe] bring 
fort h much fruit, which fruit the Angel-bribgs again into Abrahams Tent 
to be a ſojourner of Chriſt, : * ix: 

13. That is (C we muſt underſtand ) when Chriſt is born in mano , he 
rejecteth the vanity of nature,with the will which worketh and defireth 
vanity, and maketh the naturall will to be Servant, whereas before it 
was Lord and Maſter ; but Nature ſtandeth in the wilderneſs, in the ya- 
nity of death, encompaſſed with Sir ; and now it muſt work and bring 
forth fruit,and yet ic Jooketh upon it ſelfe as wholly impotent ; 2nd as one 
wholly caſt our from the inward ſpirituall will of Chriſt ; and io it ſelfe 
it lecmsas onefooliſh, and contemmned of the world; and every way bea- 
ten off from its own will ; and then it begins even to {ERp0d quail in it 
ſelfe; and to leave off from its own will; and all things are of ſmall 
eſtcem with it : That which before did rejoyce it,that now is agaiaſt it ;

but 1t dryeth up alſo its well © water; and Gods anger appears in its 
ſight ; that 1s, all its frz:zds depart from 1t, with whom before in its 
Temporall goods and proſperity it had pleaſure, reſpe&, and honour ; 
ſo that it looks upon 1t ſelfe as continually a dying. 

14+ And when this comes to paſle, then it 1s right in the way to Beer- 
ſheba z and wandereth 1a the wilderneſs ; for it knowes not what it ſhall 
do; it js every ones ſcorn; whatſoever it lookes upon, rebnkes it for a 
fool, in that its power is taken from it ; that it muſt now forgo the beau- 
ty, riches, and honour of the world, and all whatſoever might advance 
and preferre it Jn Temporal/s z and yet it would fain havethem; but yet 
ic is drawn from them by the 1nward man in Chrilts ſpirit, and * repro- 
yed in theſe Temporalls for «nrighteows, and abominable. 

15. And then indeed it enters right into Beer-ſhebz,viz.into the Con- 
trition of the heart, and ſetts reaſon by the empty water-pott of Hagar z 
and goeth a ſtones caſt from its Son 1/reel;, viz. from the own delire of 
naturez and ſtands and compells alſo the thoxghts of nature; and will 
not give any rg any Jonger to its own children, viz. to the Sences 
and cogitations of the minde ; but caſteth them OY, as children that 
now muſt dye) a ſtones caſt, that is, a while from it lelfe,that it might not 
ſee the death of its children ;, fo wholly doth Hagar, viz. the nature with its 
Son, give up it lelfe to the minde for the mortification of the ſcltchood 
of the own will; ſits alſo and mournes 1n it ſelfe in B-er-/ſbeba, viz. in the 
broken and contrite heart ; and wholly deſp:izs of its Reaſup 3 would pin

And then when its thus prepared, thar it quire deſpairs of its 
Selfe,& gives up it ſelfe wholly into the death of feltehood;then cometh 
the Angel of God to Hagi? ,'that is, to the poor forſaken and dying na. 
tare;zand faith ; WV hat aileth thee Hagar? God hath beard the wojce of the Lad, 
where he lyeth'; ariſe take up the Lad,and hold him in thy hand, for Twill make 
him a great Nation ; and'then God openeth the eyes of Hagar, viz, of nature; 
and ſhee ſees a well of water, and' then filleth her bottle with water, ant givts 
the Lad drink; who growes'in the deſart,and is a good Archer, and dwels 
even ih the wilderneſs of Para ;' and muſt take an Egyptian wife. 
The inward exceeding' pretious ' ant} worthy figure 
of this fands thus. 


17. When mar hath put on'Chriſt in Faith, and is entered into right 
trnc Repenrance; and hath in Kis minde forſaken the whole world, even 
allics honour, goods, and things temporall; then the poor oature of 
man doth thus ſtand in the wortification of ſelte, as is above-mentioned 
concerning Hagar, and her Son 5 for.it deſireth alſo to dye, eyen to the 
Senſcs and cogit4t1ons of the minde; and to enter wholly into Reſtgna- 
t;o7. FO | 

13. And when it (ſtands thus inthe thoughts of death, having given 
up its will and cogications into martification, then the inward Voice of 
Gods ord wabifeſts it ſclfe in the Minde and * Senſes; and even there 
the dfvine word hearcth the voyce of the childs crying ; viz, the troubled 
diſconfoJate Minde1n its * thonghts; for 1t ſoundeth therein io the di- 
vine voice; and faith in the divine voice to nature viz. to Hagar; What 
aileth thee thou troubled and perplexed nature? fear not, God hath 
heard the voice of the [.ad; viz, of thy thoughts, which thou haſt offered 
up 1n the deſire to God : Ariſe, that 15, lift up thy felfe to God in this 
reſignation ; and ſtand up in the voice which hath gratiouſly heard thee,

God; and where Chriſt 1s born, there the ſame is brought to paſs ; as 
here when Tſaac the Type of Chriſt was born of the free woman, then 
the $on of the Bond-woman muſt be caſt out ; for im Tſaac the ſeed which 
ſhould inherit the Kingdome of God was to be called ;, it ſhould not pro- 
ceed out of the ſelfetull nature, of the fleſh and will of man , but out of 
Gods will : out of the mortified will of our nature, which dyeth to its

1s as much as it he ſhould baye ſaid; The ſpirit of Chriſt in Abraham, 
When the Soul hath received the Coyenant, and Oath, that it is fontrite 
in true repentance, doth plant trees in Beer. foebs, that 15,it bringeth forth 
heavenly branches in this penitent heart in the Strange Land the earth- 
ly man ; and preacheth, from thele new branches, ot the Name of the 
Eternall God, and dwelleth a long tune, viz. the tzzze of the whole earth.

ſcience, and alſo how the poor Soul by reaſon of great fears and horror 
hath #0 reſt in 1t ſelfe, unlefſe that it come through earneſt repentance 
in Chriſt to God, and make a Covenant with Chriſt in God, ſo that the 
poor dejetted conſcience and nature be comforted; without this, thereis 
meer Giſtreſs, anguiſh, horror, unſettlement; as hapned, to Abinglech

How God Tryed Abraham, and ſett forth the figure of Chriſts 
Offring in his Suffering and Death.

Fter that the Spirit in Moſes had deciphered the figure of the Co- 
{ A venant of God, eſtabliſhed in Chriſt Jeſus with his children, ſhew- 
ing, how we mou children of Eve ſhould and muſt depart out of this 
earthly will of Selfneſs, and be born in Chriſt with anew will, and life ; 
he here now ſetts forth the figwre, how the ſame ſhould and muſt be 
bronght to paſſe; how Chriſt muſt again offer up our Soul and huma- 
pity to his Father, even as he alſo was to be caſt as an offring into the 
fire of Gods anger, and holly dye in the wrath of God to the humane 
Soules ſ{elfneſs and own will, and yet ſpring forth powerfully with the 
divine Onely will of God, through death, and the Anger of God, and 
break in pieces and makea ſcorn of death which held the humanity cap- 
tive, znd fo bring the humane Soul again to God his Father into the one- 
ly Eternall divine will, and * delzzer up again the kingdome anto hin, 
which he had given himin the humanity , ſo that afterward, and to all 
Eternity*God might be all iz a,and the creature might not live any more 
to its own will, but ſound onely as an Inſtrument of a divine Tune in a 
divine Harmony, and the whole Humane tree might be onely one in 
all its boughes, and branches. 

2. The Spirit in Moſes doth ſett forth this figure very clearly,even to 
the end of all his writings, and playeth, under the outward figure, with 
the inward, which ſhall remain for ever. I will therefore ſertt down this 
figure of Abrahams Temptation 1n reſpedt of his Son 7/aac, likewiſe in 
the ſpiritual/ figure, and ſhew what is thereby to be underſtood ; for al- 
though the learned have expounded it, that God tempted Abraham to 
ſee, if he would continue ſtedfaſt in the. faith upon him, yet it hath far 
another meaning and interpretation ; * for God knows well aforehand, 
what man will do.; allo man cat without his Grace ſtand in the 
Temptation, as may be ſeen herein Abraham, when he denyed his wife 
beforeKing Abimilechas he came in to Gerar. 

3, jg is here repreſented In Adams ſtead, and his Son Iſaac is 
repreſented in Chriſtshumanity,and the voice which came to Abraham 
is God the Fathers, thele three ſtand here in the figure of the proceſs of 
the work of mans redemption ; ſhewing how, Abraham, that is, Adane 
ſhould offer up his * perlon in 7/aac, that is, in Chriſt to the voice of God 
in the fire of God, that fo the humanity might be proved in the fire of 
God. 

Aa4a's 4. Now 
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4. Now the voice of God ſpake to Abraham; and faid; Abraham,and 
he anſwered here am 1; that is, God called to Adam in Abraham, viz. to 
all men, and ſaid, take thy Own Son 1jaac whom thou loveſt, and go into the 
Land of Moriah,aud offer him there for 4 burnt- offring upon 4 mountain which 
1will tell thee of. Here the Spirit looketh with 1/aac upon Chriſt, torin 
Jſaac lay the Covenant, and the Ens of Abrahams faith, out of which 
Chriſt ſhould come; now ſaid the voice of God to Adam in Abraham , take 
thy Son whom thou loveſt, and offer him for a burnt- offring upon the 
Mountain which I ſhall tell the cf, that is, the Jewes, viz. Adams chil. 
dren ſhould offer Chriſt for a burnt- offring:that 1s,the 41vine Exs ſhould 
give in it ſelfe into Adams Ens, which the children of Adam ſhould offer 
up one with another in the fireot God; and it b.rokens, that ever 
man when he hath received the Ens of faith,mutit offer up himſelfe bel. 
ly unto God, and dye to his own w1ll In the fire of God,and in the divine 
Fns of faith be born anew through the offring in the fire of God. 

5. For ſaid the Spirit in Moſes : Thy Son whom thou loveſt, viz. thy 
own will, which hath brought it ſelfe into Selfe-love - this Selfe-will muſt 
be offered up to God,that it may leave the own ſelfiſh will inthe fire of 
God, and wholly give over its ownhood, and ro wore will , and live, to 
it ſc]te but to God ; andit rightly points out, how Chriſt in our humane 
will, which had broken off or turned it {elfe in Adam trom God, ſhould 
again wholly offer,and give up himſelfe in Adams perſon to God his Fa- 
ther; and how the wrath of God ſhould deyour the will, viz. the will 
wherein Adam had introduced himſclfe into ſelfchood. 

6. In which devoration of the fire of anger,the Love- Exs,in the word 

of faith, of divine power, viz, the-true Man created in Adam muſt be 
formed, and alſo preſerved in this devouring fire as Gold or Silver in the 
Crucible; where the Copper, and all that 1s impure * purgeth from it, 
and onely the Gold or Silver ſ#b/r57s jn the fire; fo likewiſe the hamane 
allumed Own-hood, together with the aſſumed Fs of the Serpent, and 
Beaſt ; and all whatſoever ſubſiſts not in the divine fire, muſt be cor- | 
ſumed in the offring. And that we might have again, in Chriſts perſon, 
an wholly pureentrance, and open fountain of Grace, Chriſt muſt offer 
up our humane will of Selte to his Father, & reſigne it up to him whol- 
ly, and that upon the Mount 1orieh, that is, in his d:ath, where he, for 
*a1l, and.in all,ſhould dye to'the Humane Selfchood;*even as when the 
Stock ofa tree dyeth, then alſo all its branches in jt do dye; and as the 
tree doth renew 1ts youthfull growth ; it alſo introduceth its new 
powerand ſtren Eth into 1ts branches, which indeed is not poſſible to the 
out ward nature, but in God it is very poſſible, as may be ſeen in the dry 
Rod of Aaron, which was dead to its ſap andlife, and yet in one Night 
ſ PRO OIES, and barefair Almonds. 

7. Now ſaid God; upon the mountain which 7 ſhall ſhew thee x that 
Is, It muſtnot be don according ro Adams will ; alſo jt muſt not bedon 
in us according to our will,as if we ſhould preſcribe to onr ſelves where 
and how we would offer up our ſelves in Chriſt to'the Father, as Babe! 
doth; no; but upon theanountain ; that is on the place,in the property, 
and in the death, as the Lord appoints,orders,and ſends it to us, wemult 
be onely Obedient with Abraham , and give up our ſelves willingly

2. The Spirit of God hath repreſented the greateſt wonders therein, 
*phich he would accompliſh in man, and that in a plain ſimple, and 
childlike manner, that ſo the pride of the Devill,and f tn ſuttlety or wif- 
dome of Reaſon might be confounded and made fooliſh thereby. 

43. For we muſt know, that the greateſt power and vertue together 
with the wonders doth lyein the humility, and lowlineſs ; and how God 
is ſo near unto all things, and yet nothing apprehends him, unlefle it 
(tand ſtill unto him, and give up the Own will, and then he worketh 
through all ; as the Sun through the whole world.

And this is clear- 
ly ſignifyed here 1n that the Angels of God do aſcend and deſcend 
on this ladder; alſo that the heaven in man ſhould be againe opened 
hou this entrance of the divine ellence into the humanity,and that 
the children of God ſhould havetheAngels for companioxs in this world; 
which God ſhewed to Jacob, in thatthe Angels came up and down to 
him on this ladder. 

7. Which ſhall be a very great comfort to the children of God, who 
turn themſelves from their fathers houſe , viz. from this worlds vanity, 
to this Jacobs Laddersfor they ſhall certainly know that Gods Angels do 
come unto them upon this ladder to which they have turned them- 
ſelves, and are willingly about them to ſerve them. | 

8. For this ladder fignifyeth properly che pilgrims path of Chriſt 
through this world into Gods kingdome, in that the kingdome of the 
corrupt Adamicall nature doth alwayes yet cleave unto the children of 
God, and hinders them in fleſh and bloud in the ſpirit of this world ; 
and therefore they maſt according to the inward man in Chriſts ſpitit 
continually aſcend up 1n much croſſes ang tribulation on this ladder, and 
follow Chriſt under his Croſs, and Red-Banner.

10. Where wecleatly ſee that the Devill hath his power in the king- 
dome ofthis world 1n the corrupt humane property, and doth continu- 
ally reſiſt Gods chilcren, and »exeth,and plagueth them, and fights with 
them for his kingdome, which he hath /oſ#, and doth not willingly be- 
teem it them, 

11. And we ſee very finely, how the Lord ſtandeth above upon this 
Ladder of the Pilgrimage of Chriſt, as with Jacob , and without ceaſing 
calleth the Children of Chriſt, and comforteth them', that they ſhould 
cheerfully aſcend upon 1t 3 He will not leave them, but come to them 
and bleſle them, ſothat their * Seede and fruit bal grow, encreaſe, and 
be 45 the Duſt upon the Earth, that 1s, that they 1a their Toyle, Labour, 
mg Anxiety, ſhall ſpring up and flouriſh in the Taward divine King- 

ome, 

12, For, (o much as the Children of Chriſt goe out from this world, 
and forſake it in their Minde, ſo much they ſpring up 1n the ſaward 
kingdome of Chriſt, where then God ſtandeth above upon this Ladder, 
and continually inſpireth or inſpeaketh his Bleſſing & power into them, 
{othat they grow as * Branches on his Vine, || which: he hath planted agatne 
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in our Humanity, in this Jacobs Bleſſing, in Chriſt, 

13. And wee hereby cleerely (ee; that this whole type, from Abrah.,c 
to Jacob, containes meere figures of the Kingdome and Perſon of Ch rilt, 
and his Children ; for here God renewerth the Promiſed Covenant of 
Abraham goncerning the ſeede of the Woman , with Jacob alſo; that 
* out of his ſecede, as out of the Line of the Covenant Hee ſhould come, 
who ſhould Bleſſe al Nations; for which cauſe alſo Jacob was led from 
his Fathers Houſe,God having ſet before him outwardly the kin gdome 
of Chriſt in the figure, for whoſe ſake he cauſed his wrath to ceaſe from 
the children of unbeleete, and did not deſtroy them, bur afforded then 
time to Repent, and ſo appeaſed his wrath in this Type, which poin- 
tcd at the fulfilling which was to come. 

14. Wee have here alſo, a firme Ground and aſſurance that Chrijz 
bath truly taken upon him our Adamicall Soule and Humanity in the 
Fody of Mary,and hath deſtroyed Death, Hell, and the Anger of God 

in our Humanity which he aſlumed, and hath ſer up this | adder of j.. 
cob; for, God ſaid to Jacob 3 * Through thee and thy ſeede ſhall all the Gene-

15. In which word, the Holy Name Js, viz. the higheſt Love of 
the Deity,hath unfolded and'manifeſted it ſe]fe in our humanity which 
he bath aſſumed, which ſole Love of God, in the Name Jeſi,, hath over- 
come the wrath of the Eternall Nitbre 1n our ſoules [_ which 1s | from 
the Fathers property in the Anger, and hath changed it into the Love 
of the Divine Joy,and hath brokez the ſtill Death, which hath ſevered us 
from the life of God, and hath manifeſted the Divine life of the higheſt 
holy TinEure in the Eternall ſpeaking Word of the Divine power, in

16. Anditisinno wile to be fo taken, as ſome ſay; that the ſub-

kinde, ſhee hath outwardly onely taken upon her a humane Body from 
Anna, and is not of the ſeede of Joachim, but is an Eternall virgin choſen 
by God for this purpoſe before the world was. 

17. This Text teacheth us otherwilt, where God ſayth,Through Thee, 
and thy ſeede, not through a ſtrange Divine ſeede onely , but through 
thee and thy ſeede, with the entrance of the Divine ſubſtance, Chriſt 
ſhvuld break Deathin Adams Soule and Body, and deſtroy Hell in Adams 
ſoule and body, which was manifeſted or revealed in Paradiſe. 

18, Forheerelay our Sicknelle and Miſery , which Chriſt tooke up- 
on him as a yoke ; Chriſt ſacrificed his Fathers wrath , which was kind-

on, viz. into that O NE. | 
22, For Adymturned his will from the onely will of God, and Jeſus 
Chriit rooke our ſoule againe into the onely will of God, and turned the 
will of our ſoule in our Humanity which he aſſumed, into the onely 
will of God againe. 


23. But that the Reader may be throughly and fundamentally in- 


formed what our ſoule, and what the Word that became Man is, com- 
pare one with the other, it is thus; Our ſoxl:, before the beginning of 
the humane * (oule3 creature, was an Ezs of the Word of God, in the 
ord, ( Joh. 1.) and yet it was inſpired or in{poken from the ſpeaking 
word of God, into the humane Image 1n a Naturall and creaturely Life, 
and formed in an Image of the Eternal] ſpeaking Word. This Creaturely 
Lifc of the ſoule, turned it ſelte 1n Adam away from the divine ſpeak- 
ing. into an owre will and ſpeaking, and was 1n this reſpe&, broken off 
from the moſt unſearchable Subſtance, and ſeperated from God.

Theretore the ſoxle is indeed from the Eternall word, but chriſt viz. the 
higheſt Love of the Deity, did not take a new ſoule out of the Eternall 
ſpeaking ; but our ſoule, viz. the word which was once ſpoken or for- 
med in Adam, viz. our humane Soule, into his Love-ſpeaking in the 
Grace and union of the Deity. gs 

25. God ſpake againe, into our poore fallen ſoule in Paradiſe imme- 
diatly after the Fall , the Covenant and Roote of his higheſt Love and 
Grace through the Word, as a Centre of Grace to Conception, and to 
the New Regeneration. 

26. And 1n Abraham he Maniteſted the Covenant , which Abraham 

layd hold on with his deſire, and received it after a ſpirituall manner, as 

an Ens tothe Tree, but it lay without Subſtancetn Man, onely asa lp 
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rituall Forme and Modell or Idea of the Powerfull Word. 

27. Which word in its ſpiritual Figure 10 the virgin Mary, was at the 
Limitt, viz. at the End ofthe ſpirituall forme, where that ſame ſpiritu- 
all forme of the Word of God was comprehended in a Subſtantiall Ens, 
and therewithalſo in like manner Our hxmane ſubſtance as to the ſoule 
was compriſed, in the Image of the Word.and as to the ſubſtance of the 
Body, in a humane * forme; and was alelte ſubſilting God- Man. 

28, This compriſed Spiritual Image, which was the Scede of Faith 
which Abraham laid hold on 1n the Faith, was inveſted on I/ſaac,and from 
Iſaac on Jacob, and to Jacob ſayd God , * Through thee and thy ſcede ſhall all 
the People of the Earth be bleſſed 3 v1z. through this ſeede of Faith which Ja- 
cob had received from his farher J/aac in this Line of the Covenant, 
which Line of Faith, had incorporated it ſelfe in the Humane Property 
according to the inward ground of the ſecond Principle, viz. in that 
Image of the Heavenly worlds ſubſtance Extinguiſhed in Adam. 

29. In which incorporated Ground, the limitt of Gods Covenant” re- 
mained, in a ſpirituall formetill ary, and was propagated fr:m Man 
to Man,as from Adam and Foe along to Mary,and there the Word of the 
Divine Power was moved, and Eſſentially aſſumed our humane Fleſh 
and Bloud together with the ſoule, and quickened the Extinguiſhed 
heavenly Ens1n the ſeede of Mary as to our Part , which manifeſtation 
penetrated and preſſed alſo into Maries heavenly ſubſtantiality, fo that 
ſhee became /:ving as to that heavenly virginity which diſappeared in 
Eve, and in this living virginity, viz. in Adams heavenly Matrix, God 
became Man. 

30. And this is the * Bleſſing of Mary above all other women, that ſhee is 
the firſt from Adam, in whom the Heavenly Matrix became Opened, 
in which the Dry Rod of Aarox rightly bndded,viz.the kingdome of God: 


ſhee 1s the firſt in whom the hidden virtue was manifeſted, for in her the 


Limitt of the Covenant in the ſpirituall Image or Type was at an End, 
and in her it was fulfilled * with our Humanity. 

1. Nevertheleſle ſhe js truly the daughter of Adam, Abraham, Iſaac, 
Fee Jacob, both as to the Humanity, and as to the Covenant of the Spi- 
rituall F7gure; and in her Conception, when the Inward incorporated 
Image or Type ofthe Inſpired or Inſpoken Covenant of Grace, which 
was Jayd hold on 1n the Faith, did aſſume our humane property, then 
was the kingdomeof Chriſt * Adanifeſted in the Fleſh. 

22. Wherein afterwards the faithtull put on Chriſtin the fleſh, jn their 
Faith, yet onely as to that heavenly Image Extinguiſhed in Adam, as 
Mary [| did ], where Chriſt Embraceth the poore ſoule in his Armes, 
and encompalleth them with the Power of God,and infuſeth,and flow- 
eth in with his Love, into them, which Love preferveth and defendeth 
them from the Anger of God, from Sin, Death, the Devill, and Hell. 

33. This is a bricfe ſummary of the true Ground, what the Spirit of 
God hath prefigared and Typified by the Patriarchs,in that he hath lead 
them ſo wonderfully and hath thus alluded with the figure of Chriſt, 
how it would come to paſlle afterward. 

24. For Jacob was now the ſtock , out of which the Great and wide

bs EE ſeen this Hiſtory eſpecially, how it goeth with che Chil- 
dren of God in this word, how they muſt live in meere Cre. 
ſes and adverfitie, as Jacob did with his wives : for * when Rachel ſaw that 

e was barren, ſhee envied Lea her ſiſter, to lignifie, that Mans own Love 
ſeeketh not the honour of God but it (clfe, as now Rache/envied Lea, 
becauſe ſhee had a Name that God had bleficd her, and ſayd to Jacob, 
* Give mee Children alſo, if not, 1 die. 

2. Where wee ſee, how the wayes of God are quite hidden to Rea- 
ſon, although Reaſon ſtandeth in the figure of the divine wonders, as 
here Kachel/, which here (ignifieth, the owhe Adamicall Nature, which 
deſireth of Jacob the lifes power from the bleſling of God, and if it get 
not the ſame, it muſt dic; which indeed the Spirit of zeale in her deſire, 
doth very well ſignife according to her inward Ground in the Cove- 
nant of God : but her Reaſon undcrſtood it not, but onely deſired Chil-

cob and ſayd, Wee came to thy Brother Eſaw, and he alſo cometh to meete thee 
with * four hundred Men , then Jacob ſeared very much, and was in diſtreſſe 
and divided the people that were with him, and the Sheepe and Oxen, and the 


C amells, into two.Companyes, and ſayd ; if EFſuw come upon one Company and

12. Afterwards there preſſed forwardthe line of the Covenant, with 
the ſpiritual Lea,viz,the firſt created Iwiage Out of the Lizrws of the earth, 
wherein the * ive Prints of the Nailes, the words of Chriſt ſtood, they 
ſhould be ſhewnetothe onely God, that therein he ſhould receive the 
handmaids children,who all bowed themſelves before God. 

13. Then afterwards came Joſeph with his Mother, viz. the Image of 
the heavenly world's ſubftance, and bowed before the onely God which 
had been angry withhim. 

' 14. Men ſhould #0 under ſtand this in divided figures, types, or Ima- 
es, but as the properties of the humanity are manifeſted before God 
through the ſuffering of Chriſt in ove onely 1mage, viz. in Chriſt's hu. 
maniry in the kingdome of the Reſtauration or:Redemption, viz.in the 
kingdomeof heaven. The reader ſhould underſtand our ſence properly :

15. Our earneſt and-hearty conſideration 1s this, that we may ſce and 

underſtand, how we poore children of Eve were broxght through Chriſt's 


 ſuffring and death, and ſet before Gods countenance, and how firſt the 


ſoule with the body of pn 1muſt paſſe through death, and in the Reſur- 
xetion come againe with'the body before God, where the body from 
the Limws of the earth is eſteemed ſtrange in the preſence of God:There- 
fore it is prefigured in thetype inthe condition ofa handmaid,and then 
preſently in that body thePrints of the Nailes & the ſuffering of Chriſt 
1s ſett before God,Out of which death of Chriſt, the faire Image created 
in Adam, appeareth agajne, as the whole figure together, of Jacob, thus 
fajrely typifieth, and as the Spirit hath ſignified thereby.

Eſaw that had been angry, and perceiveth how Eſaw falleth about his 
neck and weepeth, that Jacob ſaith, I ſaw thy face 2s if I ſaw the face of 
God : Which lignifieth to us that the wrath of God in the kingdome of 
nature was become an enemte j# Adam's Soule and Body, viz. the fier 
Soule it ſelfe, which ſtandeth in the Fathers property 1n the eternall 
nature. 4 

19. But when this great loveand humility preſſed through in the 
blowd of Chriſt, then was this wrath,viz. the fiery ſoule converted again 
into Gods molt clzare countenance, and attained again the Fe of God's 
love; Thus alſo weare to undeſtand concerning Eſa, when the Cove- 
nant of Grace 1n the figure of Chriſt, in 7acob's humility was diſcovered 
to him, then was his curſe and zalice, through the Spirit of Chriſt, tur- 
ned into love, that he was no more hee , of whom the Scripture ſaith : 
] Eſaw have 1 hated : for in the kingdome of the Adamicall nature, was 
God's hatred manifeſted in bim, and he was himſelf that hatred, and of 
that ſaith the Scripture: | Eſaw have 1 hated : Now fo long as the hatred 
in him had the dominion, ſo long he was in God's hatred,and was him- 
{c}f the hatred, but when the Covenant of Grace in Jacob diſcovered 
it ſelfe to him, and that Jucobs humility preſſed into his hatred, then be- 
gan he to lament and weepe, and Gods cleare countenance was mani- 
teſted in his hatred, ſo that in great compaſſion he tel] upon Jacobs neck 
and wept. 

20. Which denoreth the repentance of poore finners, when the mali- 
cious wicked ſoule which Jieth captive 1n the hatred of God turneth to 
God, then beginneth firſt this' compaſſion and repentance and ſorrow 
for its former Sinne. When the Spirit of Chriſt aflieth the ſoule, then 
it weepeth, and ſorrrweth, that it hath been ſo wicked,and then inſtant- 
ly the Sun riſeth upon it,and the hatred of God is turned into the coun- 
tenance of Love; where, of an hateful] ſpirit, he is madean Angel. 

21. And though clearly the Scripture ſaith in a certaine place ; * F- 
ſaw ſought repentance with teares, and yet found it not ; but this Text giveth 
us to underſtand much otherwiſe, namely,that indeed Fſaw 2nd a/ the 
children of corrupt Adam, doe not finde repentance in their owne wil- 
ling, going, and r1-n72g, elſe would it ſtand in the ability of man to at- 
tain Grace, but the grace and divine 'mercy and compaſſion worketh 
repentance : Yet man mult give up his will to the Divine working.

abyſſe of all be1ng+ z and is new-borne in its mother ; that is,the mother 
giveth it the light's power, and in that power it attaineth the ability to

37. In Heaven he 1s called God, and in Hell he is called Anger, and 
yet heis in the abyſle, both in Heaven and 1n Hell the Eternal one, viz, 
the only good. 

38. And man can ſpeake no farther,or deeper concerning Gods will, 
but meerly and only as in his manifeſtation through the word ; where 
the word bringeth it {elf into nature and creature, There God willeth 
through the expreſſed word of evill and good 3 as the Science of every 
thing 1s1n the formed word , ſo alſo 1s Gods will therein : That ſame ex. 
preſſed word is 1n the Angels, Angelicall, in the Devils, Diabolicall, in 
man, humane, in beaſts,beſtial ; and yer 1o it ſelf in it's eternal ſpeaking, 
in the one, is only God, viz.one only holy word, a ground and Root of 
all beings. 

9. Therefore ſalvation /ieth not 1n the will of the ſoule, whether it 
will ſuffer it ſelfe to be ſaved, or whether it will ſtand ſtill 10 its will ;

: - Thus we ſee that perdition cometh from the ſoule,and we ſee that 
Gods holy will cannot be manifeſt in falſe and wicked working,ſo lon 
as the ſoules will worketh evil), ſo long God's ſpeaking, formeth it ſel 
therein, in anger - But when it beginneth to {tand ſtill from ſuch work- 
ing, then is God's power of Love manifeſt therein : for if it: worketh no 
more, when worketh, in it, the abyſle, viz. the ONF. | 

43. For God worketh from eternity ro eternity, but no other then 
his word, and * that word is God, viz. a manit<ſtation of the abyſſe : now 
if the ſoule ſpeaketh no more its gwne will, then is the unſearchable 
will, f making, in it ; Where'the creature ſtandeth ſtill, there God 
worketh. : 
. 44. Now if the creature will work with God, then muſt its will en- 
ter into God, and then God waprketh with and {hrongh the creature, for 
the whole creation, both heavenly, helliſh.and earthly;is no other then 
the working word, the word it ſelfis All. 
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45. The Creature is a compatted, coagulated.vapour and exhalatior: 
from the word, and as.the. word 1s extialed out of the free will, where 
the free will bringeth it ſt] out of the abyſle into the profundity : So 
alſo, the free will of the Angels and ſqules, bringeth the word 1nto a 
protundity, and that profunduy 1s the creature, viz, afire ſource to its 
re-ſpeaking-forth , and out: of that re-ſpegkin g-forth proccedeth eve!

47. And therefore becaule in the place of this world, through the 
word, evill and good is ſpoken forth, therefore in that place is a final day 
of ſeparation appointed, when good and eyill ſhall ceaſe to be ſpoken 
in any place; and the yicked ſhall have their place prepared , where eyill 
ſhall be ſpoken 1n its Eternity , that the gaod may, be knowne, and in 
the good, the joy be manifeſt; Alſo that ik may be knowne what evil and

48. For it evill were not knowne, joy would not be manifeſt: but if

this, hath no further queſtion abqut any thingsfor he (eeth that he liyeth 
and ſubfiſteth in God, & he giveth hwnlelf up to God, that he may fur- 
ther know and will through hip, apd ſpeake what and how he will, 
this party ſeeketh onely the eſtate of [ozlize/5, that Gad io him may 
alone be high. 5 

50. But ſo long as Lucifer hath his dominion in man, ſo long the 
creature preſleth forward to adyance it (elf, and will be its owne God, and 
that is a wonder, as Gods wiſdame ſ{tandeth in the wonders in the 
Love, ſoit is alſo 1n ſelfe and jn the appropriation of the creature. 

51. Every thing is good in its own principle wherein it liveth, but 
to another it is oppolite : Yet it mult beſo that one may be xzanifeſt in 
the other, and the hidden wildome may be knowne, and be. a ſport in 
the ſeveration, wherewith the protundiry, viz. the cternal qne , may 
ſport with it ſelf, before it (elf. 

2. We ſhould therefore learne to underſtand rhe gcriptures aright, 
how God willeth good and evil.namely,the determination is not in his 
very ſelf, but in his expreſſed word , viz. in nature and creature: God 
hateth Eſawin the corrupt nature, in Eſaw's lelt zatyre : Eſaw was the 
type of hatred it ſelf z but in Gods ſelf; 44z. 1n the impreſſed or inſpired 
Covenant of Grace, he loveth him. 
$3, Therefore he preſents the type gf Chriſt, viz. his brother Jacob, 

together with him, and lets them both come out of or Seed, to fignifie 


that Chriſt ſhould call Eſaw in the corrupted Adamical nature 1n the 
O o & 2 hatred 
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hatred of God, to mane and beget him «new, as Jacob brought 
Eſaw to repentance, fo that he let his malice fall, and wept bitterly, 
and departed from his evil will towards Jacob. 

54- This therefore is the underſtanding of the Scripture, that the 
earthly Adam in the kingdome of corr»pt nature, in his owne will, find. 
eth not,zor can finde repentance,for there's no ability therein to good, 
but the incorporated grace i= him awakeneth or ſtirreth up the ability 
when the will turneth toit : for it ſeJf-will could worke repentance 
and become good, honeſt, and vertuous, it #eeded not Grace. 

5 a The 15 in Scripture point onely at two kingdomes, vjz, 
the hardning reſpe&ts the falſe and wicked will ; thefalſe will hardneth 
It ſelf, Gods anger in the wills own ſubſtance, herdexs itz this hardning 
doth not enter in from without, but is manifeſted in the wills own ſub- 
ſtance. The will is from God, and the ſame God in the will introdu. 
ceth himſelf into the hardninog, in that manner, as he introduceth him. 
ſelf into hell in darkneſs and torment ; the ſame is alſo to be underſtood 
concerning the kingdome of Grace. 

56. God willeth in man ozely that which 1s Good in the kingdome 


. ofhis Grace, where the free will yeeldeth it ſelf up into the Grace,there 


God willeth that which is good, in the wil), /hrough the Grace. 

57. But when a man will ſay , man cannot turne his will towards 
that which 1s good, viz. towards Grace, that is grouedleſs : grace indeed 
ſtandeth in theabyſle of the creature 1n all wicked men, and the will 
need onely ſtand ſtill from wicked working, and then it beginneth as 
toits ſelf. will, to dive downe into the abyſle. 

58, For that which ſtandeth ſtil], ſtandeth ſtill together with the eter- 

nal one, and becometh one ſubſtance therewith, for it goeth into its no- 
thing Muſt not thefalſe will or defire for a worldly Law's ſake, for feare 
of puniſhment, forbeare or ſtand ſtill from unrighteous works ; Where- 
fore then not alſo for the ſake of the commanaement of God? Car it be 
obedient-to a worldly Lord and Maſter, and for that end ſtand (till 
for which he would have him, wherefore not alſo to God ? eſpecially 
when the ability is as ſoone given, as a Man doth but incline his will 
to ſtand ſt111.

Grace draweth it,and ſheweth to it, its own falſhood, 
and wickedneſle ; bur it contemneth Grace, and worketh as a Thiſtle 
doth in the power of the Sun ; Such a one 1s to God | a good ſavour, o 
death tothe dammation in hell, that Grace may be ſevered trom the falle 
and wicked will. | 

60. But the concluſions of reaſon which pronounceth that Godin 
himſelf, ſo farr as he is called God, hath determined,that one part of wen, 
and indeed the greateſt number, ſhall and muſt be damrn'd, and that of 
his own prpoſed will he hardeneth them 3 1s falſe ; 2nd hath no ground 
either in the Scripture, or in the light of nature, [f a man but rightly

61. For in God fo farr as he iscalled God, there 1s no purpoſe, nor 


beginning to will, he 1s himſelf the will of the profundity , zz. one

alſo that ſame good wil,or willing of good, For the good thar kewitleth, 
js the birth of his power, viz. his Sonne.

62, God willeth in himſelf nothing but to manifeſt his- owe good, - 
that himſelf is, and that"could not be done if the only good power 
did not introduce it ſelf with the exhalation into the Jefire to #atyre, 
andin a ſeveration, viz. into the ſcience; for if the good did remaine 
alone, there would be no knowledge or skill.

63. But now the good, viz, God in himſelf, maketh not evil or ſepa- 
ration, but the ſcience, viz. the Fiat, or thedetire to ſeveration bringeth 
it ſelf into nature and creature, and from the ſcience ſpringeth evill and 
good, and not from God, or in God, in his Trinity. 
64. For there 1s no decree but there is a conſultation therein, and 
then there muſt alſo be a cauſe of that conſultation therein, and then 
againe there muſt be a cauſe of that alſo, and ſo there muſt be ſomthing 
before God or after God wherefore he ſo conſults and determines.

which is wicked:as in Pal $.then the evil cometh our of the roote; And in 
the roote of knowledge, out of natures grourt@ toithe creature, and by 
accident; And for that cauſe hath:God maniteſted'his will, and given 
his Lew and Geſpel, that 1s, hath manifeſted his threatenings and his 
grace, that a day of ſeparation might be kept with righteouſneſs, and

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this world, and be but as houſhold ſervants to the Heathen, Potentates, 
and children of this world, though indeed they have thcir babitation, 
viz.the Temple of Chriſt ;» them, which Chriſt hath purchaſed for them, 
with his bloud, yet they are outwardly but ſtrange gueſts and pilgrims, 
and dwell without, beforethe City of this world,viz.in an earthly Taber- 
nacdleand Tent, in fleſh and bloud.

Þ Jacov, went out to ſce the Daughters of the Land , and when Sichem ", 23,4: 
the Son of Hemor the Hevite, the Lord of the Country ſaw her, he tooke her an4 
lay with her, and deflowred her, and his heart cleaved to her , and he loved the 
Damſel, and ſpake kindly to her : And Sichem ſaid to his Father Hemor, get me 
this Damſel to wife, The Reader ſhould very ſeriouſly conſider this 
figure,and rightly meditate on the Text in Moſes,& look *throughly in- * 7:2 the Face 
to it, then he will well underſtand our ſence and meaning and moſt pre- Ys, 
cious apprehenſion,opened to us by the Divine Grace, and learne to look 
upon the Scriptures of the firſt Bogk of Moſes, with clecre eyes. 
2. Leahthe wife of Jacob bare to him ſx Sons, viz. the half Stock of 
Iſrael, and of her came Juda, viz.the roote of David, of whom Chriſt was 
manifeſted according toour humanity ; Afterwards ſhe bare this Dina, 
a daughter, by which figure the Spirit powerfully prefigureth Chri-

virgin: Thus alſo would this trim Chriſtendom be caves holy , but her

5. Shee would faine ſee the dreſs of the daughters of the Land, which 
dreſs is no other then the heatheniſh widome and Philoſophy, and 
would draw the ſame into Chriſt's kingdome, and would live under 
Chriſt's purple mantle, in thoſe Rites and cu/tewzes, and trim her ſelf 
therewith, and thereby quite forget that hertents and habitations are 
without the City of theſe peoples cuſtomes, as * Jacob dwelt without be. 
fore the City of Hemor, and alſo Chriſt ſaid, 4 His kingdome was not of this 
world. . | 

6. But this Chriſtendome would ſet her heart upon the kingdome of 
this world, and ſo in the dreſs of a virgin trim her ſelf with any Chur-

that it ſo comes to paſs before our eyes, that men ſtrive about the'gad- 
ding ſeparated opinions, and kill and murther one another for them,

15. And when the hypocrites in their voluptuous glory, heare and 
ſee theſe things, that thereby they are blemiſhed and.dehiled, and that 
theis God Maoſtze is made mantteſt; then they cry ; O'there's a Here- 
tick, he deflowreth our fiſter Dinab, viz. our Opinion , and maketh the 
Church a whore, and though ſome ſhould offer to give «4 good acconnt of 
his ground and opinion, and reconcile and marry himſelf with the true 
Chriſtian ground, and marry with their ſiſter Dinah, viz.to eſpouſe the 
firſt true virgin Chriſtian ground, and to be of one and the ſame heart 
and will with them in the Chriſtian ground 3 all this availes not, th 


ſnatch their ſiſter, viz, the name of a Chriſtian from them,and had rather 


keepe the deflowred Damſel with her baſtard by them, whoſe ſhame 
the truth hath diſcovered z that they may ſee how to help their ſiſters 
ſhame, that ſbee may attaine the wedlock with Cbriſt.

ſters are ſuch as doe declare the peace 1n the love of Jeſus Chriſt, who 
labour that the deflowred Dinah might be married with Sichemn, and 
that Hemzor and Sichem with their males mmght alſo beeome Chriſtians, 
who leave the ſword in its ſheath, and teach with the mecke and gentle 
Spirit of Jc{us Chriſt z And ſhew inſtead of the murthering ſword the 
Spiritofcleanſing, how this defloured Dinah might get Chriſtian honour 
again, and be married to her Bridegroom. 

19, Behold, O Chriſtendom, the Spirit hath ſet this b*fore thee in 
theſigure of the Twelve Parriarchs, and ſigntfech, thar thou woulJeſt 
doe thus, Not that thou ſhouldeſe doe it : Though this Strife muſt came, 
thatrhe true children of Chriſt might be exerciſed an&made maniſeſt,

falſe ground of verbal Chriſtians is brought to light, and they arediſtin-

20. Mans true Chriſtianity ſtandeth in the inward ground of the

rit of Righteouſneſs, which caſteth away from it, the falſhood and wick.

for Chriſts ſake who dwelleth in it, that it may nor live toit lelfe, and 
pleaſe it ſelfe, and have ſatisfation in it ſelfe, and Triumph with the

22. He hath nothing 1n this world to ſtrive for, for nothing is his 
owne : for in Chriſt he1s not of this world, bat as the Scripture ſaith,

ſtrivEth, 1s about the earthly voluptuous, fleſhly Lucifer, in themortal 
fleſh and bloud : for Chriſt ſaith; | His Kingdome is wot of this world, ſo 
alſo a Chriſtians Kingdome, ſo farr as he 1s a Chriſtian, is not of this 
world, But In Chriſt, in God. 

23. Therefore now all the {trife of Chriſtians is onely about their 
Dinab, viz. about their fleſ/ly whoredome : A Chriſtian ought not to 


ſtrive otherwilethen In Spirit and power againſt the wayes of unnghte,, 


ouſneſs and falſhood. | 

24. Outward warre that Chriſtians make, is Heatheniſh, and is done 
for the beaſtial mortal man's ſake ; for immortality cannot be attain'd 
or kept with the ſword and forces,but with Prayer & withentring into 
the feare of God : But the earthly Lucifer ſtriveth about the Bely, and 
about worldly honour and pleaſure, wherein Chriſt is ot 3 but it is the 
defloured Din4h, where men make warrs about the houſes of (tone, and 
temporal-goeds, and thereby dcclare that the ſpiritual virginity in the 
Spirit of Chriſt 15 made a whore, who playes the harlot tor the king- 
dome of this world. 
\ 25. Hearken all yee who call your ſelves Apoſtles of Chriſt, hath 
Chriſt ſent you to ffghr, and to make warr, that you ſhould (trive about 
temporaty goods and Outward power and glory?ls that your authority ? 
John 20. When he gave you the {word of the Spirit, did he command 
ou that £ Hath he not ſent you ro make knowne the peace, which he 
hath brought us?

at the Angelicall New Name ; *but h + Father ca/led hin Benjamin,as with 
the Name of this world, that he ſhould repreſent how a Chriſtian muſt 
be borne under the Crofſe of Chrilt in ſmart pare, at 'which alſo his Mo. 
ther looked. as if thee ſhould ſay ; through ſmart paine and ſorrow wee 
come to Lyfe, as this ſonne of my ſmart and ſorrow.

_ Chriſt : and then preſently will the Mother yeeld up her birth-right t o 
the Spirit of Chriit, nd dre toher right of Nature, and then 'w1ll the 
Spirituall Eternall Pirth begin, and Eve paſle away for there Jacob ſet- 
teth up the Grave- ſine or Pillar, and the Spirit ſayth, it is her Graye-

dwelt there, and afterwards went firſt to #ethel, and then Rachel brought 
forth, ſo that it a er roo that the Spirit ipeaketh wholly in the figure 
for the Ads doe all follow very Orderly one after another in the fi Cure 
of Chriſt, as it hath gome to paſle with Chris, which ought well to be 
Obſerved. | 
* Gen.z5. 20, 31. The Spirit of Moſes ſayth further 5 * And 1ſrael went forth and 
+1, 22- ſpread his Tents on the otherſide of the Tower of Edar ; And it came to paſſe 
when Iſraell dwelt in that Land, that Reuben went and ſlept. with Bilha his Fa. 
thers Concubine ;, and it came before Iſrael : What manner of figure is this 
which1s very deeply hidden ? but the Circumſtances make it as cleare 
as the Sun. 
32. 1/racl went on the other fide of the Great Babylonicall Towre, 
and dwelt there with the Children of that People, which may well be 
a pretty way from Ephrath Zethleherr, but the Spirit hath heere its figure 
under which it ſignifieth;that is,whenJacob had taken away the ſtrange 
Gods from his people, and alſo their Ear-rings, and buried them, and 
built the Altar of the Lord, Converting to God, and were ſitting in Reſt 
and Eaſe, then the naturall fleſhly Man turned againe tO the Lyi7 of the 
children of Babel, even as the Text ſayth. 
33. Jacob went and dwelt there, and then Kenben lay with his fathers 
Caoncubine; vis. with Bilba Rachels handmayd, the Mother of Dax and 
*Blutſchande Naphthali, and committed * Inceſt, which was worſe then that of Sichem 
| with Dinah; but the Spirit hath thus with this aCtion preſented a figure 
pointing at the future how it would come to paſle, how 1/rael would 
turne away from the Divine Ordinaxce from the Altar of their God, and

16. Jacob had caſt his feſhly naturall Love upon Rachel, being ſhee was 
fair ; and ſeing that the line of Chriſt 1n the Covenant didlye in Facob 
Rachel was ſhutt np, ſo that his ſeed was not manifeſted in her in the n4- 
turall manner of the fleſh;untill Jacob & Rachel were grown old,and nei- 
ther of them loved each other ſo any more according to fleſhly love, but 
onely deſired a fruit of their ſeed ; whercfore alſo Jacob and Kachel prayed 
wxeto God , that he would open her, and make her fruitfull; and ary

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this was brought to paſſe, out of this ſeed of Jacob ſprang forth a Line, 
which did ſet forth and repreſent a figure of the pure natural and right 
Adamicall humanity, which birth, in the figure, typifieth, how Chriſt 
would again beget'the Adamicall humanity * in its primitive chaſtity, * ne. 
purity, and fear of God, | 
17. For in Lea( viz. 1n the ſimplicity and lo#Bneſfe) theline of Chriſt 
aroſe, and ſprang forth, and in'Rachel the line of the firſs Adamicall man 
io his Innocency, viz. a figureof the ſame ;, which figure did repreſent, 
how a Chriſtian ſhould ſtand at once both in Chriſts Image ang in Adams 
Image 3 and what a Chriſtian in this world ſhould be inwardly and out- 
wardly, and how he muſt become a Chriſtian : therefore ſaith the Text ; 
} Jacob Loved Joſeph more then all bis children : the cauſe was this : Joſeph + Gen. 37. 4: 
was ſprung forth out of Jetobs ownenaturall line, of his peculiar xatzrall 
Love to Kachel, wherein the line in Chriſts Love in the Covenant had 
alſo imprinted and manifeſted it ſelfe ; and it was a pun&uall repreſenta- 
tion 10 the Figureof a new Regeneration , how a true Chriſtian ſhould 
ſtand, after that Chriſt ſhould be revealed in the fleſh of the humane 
nature, 
18. And therefore Joſeph was ſo inchned in his Minde, that he could 
not conceal any falſehood, but when he heard any evyill of his brethren 
he told the ſame to his father: this his brethren could »ot brook , and 
therefore they called him a betrayer, and envied him ; for the ſpirit 
which reproveth wickedneſle and falſehood was tevealed in him : for 
* Chriſt ſhould reprove the world for Sin; but being he now did repreſent * 7. is. 8, 
a Chriſtian, he told jt his father, out of whom HEE ſhould come, who 
ſhould reprove the world, and we ſee very clearly , how fleſÞ and bloud 
[ viz. Joſephs naturall brethren ]inthe Type of Chriſtendome, became 
an utter exexzy to the type[ viz. to the true Chriſtian Joſeph ] and they 
could not ſpeak a friendly peaceable word unto him: for it doth ſorely 
vex, and offend the Serpent in fleſh and bloud , when Chriſt comes and 
will bruiſe its head. 
19. Moreoyer we ſee very evidently, how the Spirit of God did ma- 
nifeſt jt ſelfe in Joſeph, and ſignified to him, the figure of his Conſtelati- 
es, ſo that he could underſtand Dreames & Viſions after the ſame man- 
ner as the Prophets in the Spirit of Chriſt ſaw viſfens, and could ex- 
pound them ſo alſo Joſeph. 
20. As it was ſhewed unto him 1n a vifion how he ſhould be a Prince 
over his father and all his brethren, which doth dire&ly point out the 
inward man in the Spirit of Chriſt, who becomes Prince over his Fa- 
thers Adamicall houſe ; in the Type and figure whereof Joſeph ſtood 
outwardly , and therefore the externall figure was ſet forth and perſo- 
nated in him by the hatredof his brethren towards him; ſignifying how 
the multitude of the world would be hatefull, ſcornfull, and oppoſite 
Enemies to the New childe in Chriſts Spirit; and alſo how it would be . 
done by thoſe who were Chriſtians, and did boaſt of Chriſt, and were 
alſo ſuch in the inward ground, and how the Adamicall man would not 
know and acknowledge Chrift in a tre outward and manifeſt man- 
ner, but ignorantly deſpiſe, and contem him in his brethren and mem-

an would exerciſe, provoke [ and perſecute] another in zeal, and deſpiſe 
his fcllow- Chriſtian, for a naturall Opznions ſake, as it now is and ever 
hath been pradiſed in Chriſtendome, . vga & that the one party hath 
deſpiſed contemned and hated the other, beciuſe ot'naturall Lawes 
[ Rights or priviledges ] and the Opinions of a ſuppoſed ſervice of 
God. | 

23. As Joſeph was hated of his brethren | becauſe he had viſions, 
ſo is now adayes the divine wi(dome ( which revealeth it ſelfe in Gods 
children )vilified, and hated of the naturall Adam; which ſcorn and en- 
mity doth wholly proceed and ariſe from the Phariſaicall Lawes and 
Canons, from the Concubine of Chriſt, the Stone-Churches, and their 
Miniters,which doe diſgrace and yilifie the Concubine of Ch riſt,them- 
ſclves, as it appears very evident]y,and thereby they contemn & deſpiſq 
the children of Chriſt. 

24. For by the Concubine of Chriſt , the Churches; the Babyloniſh 
Towre of the high Schooles, and Univerſities 1s built ; and from thence 
come the confuſed * Languages, ſo that Chriſt is #ot underſtood in his 
chi!dren, when they 1n the ſimplicity of Chriſt, declare and expound

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teſt thereby be bets 4 away from the houſe of S:xne, & come likewife 
into Joſephs Priſon, that ſo thou mighteſt have cauſe to fly from the 
world; and that this Prince (that giveth Joſeph to underſtand the di-

Joſephs brethren : obſerve it aright , thy wound, and hurt, thy miſery

nall life, and knoweth the hidden world, which yet is to be revealed in 
man ; as this Pen hath found by Experience, from whence it hath recei. 

yed its Spirit of knowledge. 225 | 

o. Now when this man begirneth to ſpeake of divine things and vi- 

ſions, of the hidden worlds divine myſteries, and ſpeaketh forth the 
wonders of God, & that his brethren, (viz. the children of the outward 
world in whom the hidden ſpirituall world is zot yet manifeſt) do heare 
it : they count it a meer fable, and a melancholly Chimera, and whimſey, 
and eſteem him fooliſh, . in that he ſpeaketh of thoſe things, which they 
cannot underſtand, and comprehend; they make a meer Phancy and 
Fi&tion of it; alſo they account it ſome Aſtrall inſtigation or falſe En- 
thuliaſm, or the like ; eſpecialy, jfhe revealeth,and reproveth their evill 
workes, and wayes, as Joſeph did; then they turn his open Enemies, and 
grudge him his very life, as hapned ro Joſep N | 

41. Now when it is thus; Reaſon beholdeth it ſelfe at a ſtand, as if 
it were contounded, and knoweth wot the wayes of God ; vis. thar it 
mit be thus with the children of God: it thinketh, thou ſeekeſt God, 
and he bringeth thee into diſtreſſe and miſery : thus this-man doth now 
wander up and down 3'as Joſeph wandred in the * Wilderneſſe when his * Or, Field. 
father ſent him to his brethren to ſee how it was with them, .. 

4.2. So it gocth likewiſe with Gods new children, when Gads Spirit 

ſendeth them to be zealoxs about the afflition of Joſeph; and the world 
doth every way hate and perſecute they for it ; then they thinke jn the 
Reaſon of this world ; doſt thou not goe in the wayesof God; where. 

fore then doth it goe ſo with thee, that thou art but the fool of the 
world; and then the Minde beginneth to be troubled, and knowes not 
how It 1s with it; tor he heareth, that he 1s every where «ccuſed for a 
frantick wicked perſon, and hated ; for the young minde in fleſh and 
bloud underſtandeth ot the divine cell 3 zz, how reaſon muſt ; 
become a fool, and how Chrilt doth very willingly take upon himſelfe, 
in man, thereproach and ſcorn of the Devill, and of the world; and how 
Gods righteouſneſle, and Adams propagated Guilt muſt be al wayes full- 
filled with ſuffering, how a Chriſtian muſt ſtand 1n Chriſts figure. 

43. And now when 1t comes to be thus, then Reaſon goes truely a 
wandering in great ſorrow and deſertzon with Joſeph in the wilderneſle ; 
and is every way in diſtreſſe; and yet he muſt performe his fathers 
Commandement, and Wi/ : but God forſaketh not his Joſeph; but ſead- 
eth him a #247 to comfort him, and ſhew him the way to his brethren ; 
as hapned to Joſeph, when he was a wandring 1n the Wilderneſle. 

4.4. That 1s; he ſendeth to him allo a truely zealow Chriſtian , who 
knoweth his wayes, and comforteth him , exhorting bim to perſeyere 
conſtantly in the wayes of God ; whereby this new Joſeph doth again 
receive coxrage, and ſtrength, and cometh into the right way, and goeth 
readily and boldly to his brethren, and ſeeth what they doe, and what 
they intend. | 

45. That is; he ſetteth the command and will of God before them 
( as Joſeph did the Command of his father ; ) and when they ſee, that he 
will reprove them with Gods Word, then they cry out ; lo! | There is a 
Dreamer,and a frantick fellow 3 he will come & make us beleeve ſtrange 
Sil 2 things; 
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things; he inveigheth againſt our good Cuſtomes, wherein we have ho. 


nour and good dayes ; What ?-ſhall this fellow reprove us ? Heisnot 


come from the high Schooles and Vriverſitics; and yet will take upon 
bir to teach, and reproue us; let us conſult'how we may take him out 


_ of the way, and flay him 3 Whar, ſhall we endure this poore filly fellow 
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to tezch and reprove us? What is he? he 1s but a Lay-ar ; and ſhall he 
controulus? Moreoyer,he 1s not called ; and it its none of his vocation; he 
putts himſelfe forth onely that he might be taken notice off, and get him- 
ſelfe ſame Name and fame among the people : but we will ſo fence him 
that he ſhall be the fool of all the world : we will lay his honour in pci- 
ſon, ard make him be ſcorned, hated, and perſecuted, for an Example 
to othets'that ſhall offer to aſſault or trouble uss, that ſo he may learn to 
tarry at home, and attend his worldly Vocation, and leave it to ws to 
judge of divine matters, who are appointed and authorized by the 14. 
giſtrate, and have ſtudied in the Univerſities and there have learned fuch 


things. 

Fg Thus they take the poor Joſeph , which cometh to them by his 
Fathers command, and binde him with reproach, and thame,and exclaim 
againſt him falſely, and rob hi-z of his Coat of many colours in the light 
of all his brethren, which coat God his Father hath made him ; as Ja- 
cobs Sons did to Joſeph, and continually | conſult how to ki# hivr, and take 
him wholly out of the way, as Joſephs brethren did. 

47. But as Rexben the eldeſt brother did hinder it, and would not 
ſuffer them to kill Joſeph; and yet that he might not be wholly agaialt 
their Counſel, he ſaid, * Behold here 3s a pitt in the Wilderneſſe, into that we 
will caſt him , and ſend his Coat of many Colours to his father, that he may 
think [ome evill Beaſt hath devoured him, $o God raiſeth 1n their counſel], 
Kenber the eldeſt brother, who hath power to hinder the counſells and 
decrees of the falſe Phariſees; viz. Some honeſt pious Man in Authority 
who refiſteth the murthering counſel] of the Phariſces. 

43, And although he doth not who!y oppoſe their counſcl|s, yet he 
refiſteth and ſtoppeth the aQtuall execxtion of their wills, and ſaith ; Kill 
him not ; caſt him onely into the pitt, and (trip btm of his coat of many co- 
lours, that he may have no more Dreames ; and this he doth that he may 
deliver him from the murtherng Sword. 

4.9. || But they take him ( as Joſephs brethren did Joſeph) , ad ſtrip him 
of his Coat of many colours, and cait him into the pitt in the wilderneſſe, and 
take his Coat of many colours, and dip it in Goates-bloud, and ſend it ſo to bis 
Father ; that 1s to ſay, they deprive and bereave him of his honour and 
gyvod name by their {landerings, and take his words and doFrine, and 
make falſe conſtruftions and concluſions thereof, and bedawb them in 
Goates bloud;zthat 1s, with falſe underſtanding and ſence, and ſend forth 
ſuch reproaching Pamphletts and Libclls among the people.and before 
hz Father; viz. before the whole Church and Common-wealth , and cry 
out, Jo! this defiled Coat 15 this mans; and thus they murther the Spirit 
of his father, 1n the Coat ; that 1s, in his Name they ſcandallize, f(laun- 
der and reproach him falſely, and ſay of him, that he doth /ifie the 
Bloud of Chriſt with his Coat of many colours ; and thus they deceive 
his Father ; viz. the whole Congregation with the falfe.Goates-Bloud, 
wherein they have dipped his Coat ; ſo that the people think, * 4 "oO 
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beaſt hath torne Joſeph in pieces, that is, they think the Devill hath poſlcſ- 
ſed this man, and that he isa falſe | wicked ]man. | 

50. T hus the Father, viz. the people, and the Magiſirates are, by this 
defil:.d coat , deceived by the f]eight of Joſephs brethren ; that is, by 
thoſe who themſelves are to tex:h the way of God, lo that they thinke 
that the Vevil/ hath devoured this man, and hath poſleſled his heart : 
and thus the poor Joſeph 1s thrown down into the Defſolate pitt, and ly- 
eth in miſery, as * ;n a pitt wherein there is no water, and wherein he can * 2: 9, re, 
neither be drowned, nor receive any refreſhmcnt ; but ſitteth as wholly 
forſaken of all the world ; and waiteth now-what God will do with him, 
ſigace he thus rejefeth him by mer. 

51. Here now he hath =o help or ſuccour from any man; his beſt 
friends alſo account him mad and fooliſh; his Nameis as an Ow! among 
the birdes; for thus he muſt paſſe through the Judgement of God, and 
be even the ſcorn of all men : If he ſhall attain tro the Contemplation of 
the divine Myſteries, then he muſt firſt be judged, and come under the 
cenſure and judgement of the world; that they may judge bis inbred 
Sins, and Sacrifice them before God, that he, in the | figure of Chriſt , Or, a: « fol 
may force throagh the judgement of God, and come to the Divine /»er of Chrif. 
viſion within himſelfe. 

52. Thus a right true Chriſtian ( before he attains the Science of the 
divine Myſteries ) muſt be wholy ſevered from the pleaſure and honour of 
the world, and become altogether fooliſh, and a childe to his own Rea- 
ſon in himſelfe ; and alſo outwardly be accounted a fool, as the world 
likewiſe, eſteems him a fooliſh {/y ſclow when he forſaketh temporall 
honour and Goods for the Hope of the Eternall Good which he ſeeth 
nor. 

53, And when 1t goeth thus with poor Joſeph, that he mult lie in the 
milcrable pitt, his brethren are not yet content, that they have caſt him 
into the pitt, but * they draw him out from thence, and ſell hinz to the Midia- * 5m.r, 18. 
nites, that he may be carried from there into a ſtrange and forrain Conntry ; 
that is , they take his Name, and Doedrine, and ſend thin jnto forrain 
Countries, whereby Joſephs Coat of many Colours duth by divine ap- 
poin: ment and providence come to be knowne. 

54. Butthey intend treacherouſ]ly and falſely towards him , and fo 
{c)} Joſeph to Reproach, Deriſion, and Servitude, to ſervethe world and 
to be their footſtool, and ſcorn 3 as happened to Joſeph from hi> brethren, 
and hath alſo happened to this Pen. 

55. Thus + Joſeph is brought into X#gypt , and ſold for a Slave, * but God +6Gen 37. 36; 
is with him, and giveth him underſtanding, and wiſdome , that he is made his * 5" 38. 1, 
Maſters Steward. ſo that his Maſter || doth nothing without him, but entruſteth | Foag _—_ 
him with all thmgs : So alſo when the Spirit of Joſeph (though in a ſpite. rakes. 
full manner) 1s ſold into ſtrange Countries , where his Perſon is not 
knowne 3 yet the wiſe doe take eſpecall norice of the Spirit | of his 
ſence and meaning ] and know him, and ſee that God hath given him 
his wiſdome, and Spirit, and receive his Writings and DoGrine , and Or- 
der their whole life according to 1tz and thus Joſeph cometh to fit in 
the chicfe office of Pharaob's Steward, and Governeth his whole houſe. 

55. Burt for all this Joſeph 1s not yet paſſed through the Judgement, 
for cyen 1n this Government he firft meeteth with the greateſt dan ger

of his life; for there * the Stewards wife burneth in luSt towards bins ;, that 
is, the falſe Ss, who would fain wooe and wed themſelves into his 
Spirit, and therewith 4dorne their Doctrine and Doings;for Tem porall 
Honour, Art, and Science; and if this Joſeph's Spirit will not mix je 
ſelfe with their humane fi@7oz and fables, then they exclaim 2painſt 
him, and ſay all manner ot evill ef him, and accuſe him of unchaſtity 
viz, of falſe DoFrine ; and appeal him before the Steward, thar ls, the 
Magiitrate. | | 

57. And then | Joſeph w1uſt be caſt into priſon, and lie there captive, and 
be tryed to purpole ; till God ſhall bring him out again from thence 
and ſet him before Pharaoh, and then his wiſdome and tear of God js re. 
vealed , that It 1s plainly diſcerned and knowwn that his underſtanding is 
given him of God, and ſo his xn-lerſtanding is made Ruler over the Land 
of Agypt ; ſothat he ruleth not onely ſtrange Nations, but his ows 
brethren muſt at length alſo come unto him 1n their famine, when the 
right underſtanding of the divine manifeſtation (and myſtery ) is ſcarce 
and rare with them, and he zoxriſheth them alſo by his wiſdome; thus 
God hath ſent him aforchand to be their father, that they afterwards 
muſt be fain to come and ſeek and enjoy their brother Joſeph's wiſdome 
among * other Nations. | 

58. For ſo alſo did | Iſrael perſecute the Prophets,till they were brought 
into darknefle and IdoJatry in the Luſt of their fleſh; and all thoſe 
things came upon them of which the Prophets told them ; and then, 
when they ſat in hunger,and miſery,& their Land was full of Abomina- 
tion ; they ſought out the writings of the Prophets, and even then th 
acknowledged that, what they had ſpoken was true, and that they had 
don them wrong, and * Adorned their Graves, and ſaid,Had we lived in our 

fore- fathers time, we would not have killed them; but the Moſt High doth 
ſo order his Judgement thar it beginncth at the Houle of 1/ratl; and he 
extinguiſheth his Anger and Indignation 1n the children of Grace; 
for the Bloyd of the Saints in the power of Chriſt hath at all times re- 
filted the Anger. fo that | 7ſrael hath not beer conſumed. 

59. * Joſeph was ſold for | wenty pieces of Silver , and | Chriſt for Thirty, 
to ſignifie, that the humanity of Chriſt is higher, and perfe&er then the 
humanity of others which are his children, being he was xot conceived 
of the Seed of man, but ſprung forth in the Naturall Tin&ure in the 
lights property ; but the Adamicall Soul is from the fires property, 
from whence the light receiveth its Originall, and manifeſtation; ſo 
that the lights property in Chriſt a//#-ed the fires; viz. the Adamicall 
Soul ; and the 1nward hidden [| divine, and heavenly being ] which was 
ſealed up, and quite faded as to the Light's life, in 4dam,did again open 
and putt forth it ſelfe afreſh. 

60. Therefore ſeing a Chriſtian 1s under Chriſt, and in Chriſt be- 
cometh again manifeſt in God; the figure of Chriſt is repreſented here 
in this figure in the Number of 3o. and that of a Chriſtian in the Num- 
ber of 20: for a Chriſt:an is ſold Into the hands of en to ſuffer; but 
Chriſt muſt not onely ſuffer in the hands of men, but give himſelte up 
alſoto the wrath of God, whereupon he ſweat bloud. 

61. And this whole hiſtory of Joſeph doth excellently decipher to 
us, how a Chriſtian ſtandeth in' his figure before God and the world:

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for the * whole Acts of Joſeph doe paint out, how Adzm: cometh to be a 
Chriſtian ; how he muſt jn the proceſle of Chriſt be putt into Chriſts 
figure, and become an Image of Chriſt; and how Goddoth in Chriſts 
proceſe exalt him againe in the Kingdome of Chriſt , and ſetteth him at 
the right hand of God ; as Joſeph was ſett at the right hand of King Pha. 
roah after that he had continued in the proceile of Chriſt, and was 
brought through it. 
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GCHAT LAV. 


Of Juda and Thamar , being a Myſticall Figure of Adam 
and Chnſt, in which the New Birth js 
excellently prefigured. 


Upon the 39 Chapter of Genelis. 


Hen we conſider the Hiitory of Joſzph according to outward Rea- 
ſon, then Reaſon demanderh ; Wherefore Joſephs hiſtory is not 
ſett down together 1n the Bible ( without any interruption ) whereas 
One A@ fo!lowed fo upon another? Why doth 7/9ſes putt this typi- 
ca]l figure of Judah and Thamar between f Put if we look u pon,cxamine, 
and conſider this Hiſtory of Juda and Thamar, and likewile the figure of 
Þſeph with a Right underſtanding, we finde, and fee that the Holy 
Ghoſt hath of ſett purpoſe ſo ordered and diſpoſed them in their Right 
and true Order. 

2. For, Jof'pb repreſenteth a true Chriſtian, (hewing how he muſt 
behave himſelfe before God, and the world,and how he is putt ini the pro- 
ceſle and figure of Chriſt ; but this Hiſtory of J#da and Thamar is a 
figure of a Chriſtians growth out of Adams Image, according to the hu. 
manity in the Kingdome of Nature : ſhewing how he muſt /pring forth 
out ot the firſt Adamicall Image, and how this ſame Adamicall Image 
is cvill and muſt dye, which the Anger of God killeth , and yet that the 
firſt right muſt ſtand ; that a Chriſtian according to the humane Nature 
and property is only the Adamicall Image, and no zew or ſtrange thing, 
and how Chriſt manifeſteth himſelfe in this Adamicall evill Image, and 
killeth the evill 3 and yet during the time of this like outwardly it hangs 
toa Chriſtian; this the Spirit heere powerfully prefigureth. 

2. Heere we ſee a powerfull figure in Judah, in whom ſtood the line 
of Chriſt in the Order of the G:nealogie, out of which Chriſt was to be 
manifeſted 3 * [his Judah went away JOY bis brethren, and applyed bimſece 
to« Man of Odollam,called Hira,and there Judaſaw a Cananitiſh Mans daugh- 
ter, called Suha , and he tooke her and went inunto her , ſo ſhee conceived aud 
bare a ſonne, and he called his Name Er , and ſhee conceived againe and bare a 
ſonne, whoſe Name ſhee called Onan, and ſhee conceived once more and bare ano- 
ther ſonne, whoſe name ſhee called Selah, and ſhee was at Cheſeb when ſhee bare 
him; and Judah gave his ſonue Er a wife, whoſe name was T hamar : but be 


War evill in the ſicht of the Lord, and therefore the Lord flew him; then wy 
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Judah to Onan, Lye thou with thy brothers wife , and take her in Marriage, 
that thou maieſt rayſe up ſecede to t Brother ; But Onan knowing that the ſeede 
»ot be his owne, when he ſhould lye with his brothers wife , be let it fall to 
the ground and deſtrozedit, leſt he ſhould give ſeede to his brother, and it was 
diſpleaſing in the ſight of the Lord, which he did, and the Lord flew bim alſo, 


This Figure * ftands thus. 


4. Judah ſtands heerein the figure of Adam, in that condition as when 
the Covenant of Grace concerning the ſeede of the Woman was againe 
inſpired or inſpoken into Ada, juſt ſo be ſtandeth in that ſame figure, 
ſhewing, that the Covenant of Grace ſtood 1n the Evil Adam, as Adam 
then was : for as in Judah the time of Chriſt, viz. the.Covenant of Grace 
was itt Motion, as a boundary reaching to Mary, ſo alſo jt was in Adam, 
and fo along to and in Judah. 

g. And Thamar ſtandeth in the figure of Eve, into whom God had in- 
ſpired or inſpoken his Promiſe, the Word of Regeneration , that the 
Coke of the Woman, in the power of the Word, ſhould breakethe Ser. 
pents head, ſo ſhee ſtandeth as an Farthly Eve, in whom inwardly the 
Coyenant of Grace ſtood, and outwardly there was the Corrupt Eve, 
which io this figure ſtandeth oztwardly as a whore, out of whom yet the 
Line of Chriſt ſprang in Perez her ſonne; as Abel out of Eve,though Eve 
were indeed become Earthly: and we ſee here the Type very plainly, 
how the $pirit playeth and taketh delight in this figure with the Old 
and New Adam, as alſo with the Old and New Fve. 

6. For Adam was, in his Luſt, gone forth from his fathers houſe, as Ju. 
dah to the Cananites,and had taken to him jn his Luſtfall deſire the Cana- 
zitiſh Woman, the foure Elements, of whom he begat Three ſonnes, 
the firſt called Fr, or Ger, viz. ſelfe-wil or defire, wherein the Kingdome 
of the Nature of Man ſtood in ſelfe-defire or owne will, and this ſonne + 
was the firſt world before the Deluge or Floud, to this the father gave 
him his Name, to UNns, that he livedin the Fathers Nature. 

7. The ſecond ſonne ſhee called O42, whom the Mother called fo, 
which pointed at the ſecond world after the Floud, for the Nature of 
the Father in Man ſayd to God, 3%, "*? my Lord, drowne me no more, 
and the Mother, viz. the Woman of this world iz Spirits Mundi, in the | 
Spirit of the world, in the Expreſſed or out-ſpoken Word and Life, 

ave her ſonne this Name ; for God had inſpired his Grace againe into 
be that this her ſecond ſonne, viz. the Other world, ſhould rot be 
drowned with Water; therefore this Name ſtandeth thus in the high 
figure, & 1s called O NAN, for the Spirit hideth it in the High Tongue, 
and calleth him 0zan, or O nein, O no. 

8. The Third ſonne ſhee called Selah, and ſhee was at Che/tb, when 
ſhee bare him. CHE SI1B fignifieth in the* High Tongue an Exhaling 
10, and recomprehenfion, that is, this Se/ab ſignifieth the time of the 
Manifeſtation of the Law, wherein the Divine Will in the Word, hath 
manifeſted it ſe]fe through the Expreſſed Word, and comprized it in a 


Law or Commandement. 


9. Theſe three ſonnes ſignifie the Three Times from Adam to Chrilt: 
Fr1s the Time before the Floud in ſelfe-will, Luſt and deſire; Oar is 


the 
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the ſecond Time aftertheFloud ; This ſonne, viz. the World after the 
Floud, hath knowne Gods Judgement and puniſhment, which began to 
Weepe and Lament before God,ſaying ;O nein, 0#0 Lord, puniſh us no 
more thus. 

10. The Third Time, is the Time of the Law, viz.a manifeſting and 
laying oper Y. ſinne, and 15 juſtly called Selah : for this ſonne ſayth, I have 
found my ſoule againein the Lord, but it was net he yet, which Thamar, 
that 1s, the hidden Eve, in whom the Covenant of Grace lay , could 
marry, he could not raiſe up the ſeedeof the Woman : for Chriſt was 
as yet hiddex in the Law, therefore Thamar muſt waite till Se/ab be 
growne p, that 15, the Law muſt waite till the fullneſs of Time, yet never- 
 theleſſe, Thamar, that is, the New Eve, which lay hid under the veile of 

finne, »wſt conceivethrough the Spirit in the Covenant, and beare the 
Line of Chriſt, hidden to the outward Thamar or Eve; as this Figure of 
Fdah and Thamar ſheweth it. 


The inward Figure ſtandeth thus : 


11. Fadab gave his firſt ſonne a wife, called Thamer, but he was evill 
1n the {1ght of the Lord,therefore the Lord flew him ; That is in the in- 
ward underſtanding as much as toſay , God gave to the firſt world , viz. 
to the firſt ſonne &r, this Thamrar, viz.the promiled incorporated Covenant 
in the ſeede'of the Woman ; but they looked onely upon the outward 
Fve, and committed whoredome with her, ſo Themar remained unfruit- 
full by this ſonne, and bare onely the outward Eve 1n her whoredome ; 
and thus Fr, viz.the feſhly deſire, was evill in the ſight of the Lord,there- 
fore the Lord ſlew him with the Deluge. 

12, When this ſonne was ſ]aine, the Spirit of God fayd to the Second 
ſonne after the Deluge; take thou thy brothers wife, and raiſeup in 
Thamar a (eede out of the Line of the Covenant, that is,enter thou into 
the firſt Covenant of the Womans ſeede, and bring thy will into the 
Obedience of God, and work in the promiſed Grace; but the ſecond ſonne, 
viz. the ſecond world- would not marry with the divine Will neither, 
nor work in the Grace,but ſpilt their ſeede upon the Earth, that is,they 
ſet their deſires upon Earthly things, and would raiſe up no ſeqglg in the 
ioward Eve in the Covenant of Grace, but introduced their ſeede into 
earthly veſlclls, and bare children of fleſhly voluptuayſneſs, as is to be 
ſeene in the children of Nimrod, and preſently after in Sodom and Go- 
morrha, | | | 

13. But God having ſignified his Covenant of Grace to them by 
Nob, that he would no more flay them with water, when they ſayd, 
O nein,0 no, Lord, (lay us thus no more; and they had promiſed to walk 
befare him, and bring forth fruit to him, but they brought their ſeede 
into vanity, and ſpilt it before the Lord', 'and would not marry Thamar, 
viz, the Inward Covenant of Grace, but committed adultery with the 
Eatthly Foe, and ſpiltthe ſeede of their ſonle, before the inward Eve in 
the Covenant, then the Lord {Jew this Onzr alſo , viz. Sodoms and Go- 
morrha, and the H-ather, when Iſrael dravethem out of their Land, and 
ſlew them gfor thoſe Heathens would not marry the woman in the Co- 
venant, but they * married their Owne Reaſon, and made them 7dolſs,and Frrddedibemn- 
T tt ſpilt [etves to. 
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a TR the ſeede of their Fa;th before them upon the Earth, and therefore

as Judabs ſonne with 1 hamar ; but they onely committed adultery with 


: the Earthly Eve, and ſo the true woman in the Covenant remained un. 


frunfull i= them. | 

15. But when God gave the Law , then he promiſed this woman in 
the Covenant of Grace under the Law, the true Selah; but ſhee, viz. the 
womans ſeede in the Covenant, ſhould remaine a widdow,under the Law, 
till Selah grew up, that is, till the Law had attained its time and limitt, 
in that.ſhould the woman in the Covenant remaine 1n her fathers houſe, 
hidden under the Law, as a widdow 1n her [tate and condition : for the 
Law ſhould governe under it : but ſhee, viz, the holy woman of Grace 
ſhould be nil and quiet, that the wrath of God, (tor the ſake of this high 
Grace, which he gave to Man, when they regarded it not, nor did not re. 
ceiveit and live therein ) ſhould not ſlay 1/raelalſo, as Judab thought the 
Lord would ſlay Selaballo. 

16. And wee rightly ſee in this figure,that this woman in the Coye- 
nant was zot given to Selah,viz.to the Law, though the Law waited long 
for it ;yet Selah might not marry this woman in the Covenant of Grace, 
but J=dah, that is, Gods word and power muſt againe lye with this wo- 
mans ſeede in the Covenant, and raiſe it up, that this woman conceived 
and bare the womans ſeede, which was fullfilled in ary, as wee ſee by 
the figure of Judah and Thamar, how Judah, when ſhee fate before the 
doore, and waited for his promiſe that he would give her Selah, did get 
her with childe himſelfe; for the Law could not get the right Thamar in 
the Coygpant with childe, but the word 1n the Covenant mult move it - 
ſelfe and get Thamar with childe. | 

17. For wee ſee heere the moſt powerfull figure of the whole Old 
Teſtament 3 where Judsh (tandeth in the figure 1n the Lize of the Cove- 
nant; as his father Jacob declares concerning him ; and Thamar his 
daughterin Law,of whom the children of the Covenant ſhould raiſe up 
ſecede in the time of Jxdah, ſtandeth in the figure of the izward and out- 
ward Eye 3 Inwardly ſhee ſigaifieth the Mother of the Covenant of 
Grace, in which ſtood the Incorporated Word of Grace, and outward- 
ly ſhee " in the figure of Corrupted Eve, in whom the Covenaat lay 
inwardly. 

18. And now the Line that was ſprung up out of this Covenant, 
ſhould ſow divine ſeede, and bring forth fruit in Gods kingdome; and 
that they could not doe for, their own ſelfe-power and Might was loi: 
thereforethe firſt Eternall Speaking Word, that had i»ſpireq or inſpo- 
ken rhe womans ſeede into Eve, mult againe zrove it [elfe, in this Md 
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porated Covenant of Grace in the womans ſeede, and{ it ſelfe get this 
woman with childe, that ſhee may bring forth Chriſt , as J#d4b gat his 
daughter in Law with childe jn this Type. 

pg 19. The Text of Moſes ſayth cleerly thus ; * wheu many dayer were 
overpaſſed, Shuahs danghter,Judahs wife died, and after Tudahs time of monrn- 
ing was ont, he went up to ſheare his ſheepe at Timmnath, with his Shepheard, 
Hirah of Odollam : Then it was told Thamar, behold thy father in Law, goeth up 
to Timmnath to (heare his ſheepe ; them ſhee put off her nwiddewes apparrell that ſhee 
wore, and caſt a Mantle over her for a vayle, and ſat without far from the doore 
in the way to Timmath ; for ſhee ſaw that Selah was growne up , andſhee was not 


given unto him to wife.

20, In Judah lay the roote of the Covenant, which preſſed on to the 
Limit, where it ſhould be manifeſted in Chriſt; and ſo ſtood heere 
in this figure in the place or ſtead of the divine Word z which Word, 
God inſpired or inſpake into Adem for anrunderftanding Life, Johx y. 
therefore the Texc fayth heere, Jadahs wife the daughter of Shn4b, died: 
This woman dred to Adams: for it was the Mother of the heavenly Birth, 
in the heavenly worlds ſubſtance, for which, Adam »vonrned, and when 
God had ordered him for this world, then his Pony ceaſed ; for he 
thought he was now at home, and went forth out of Paradiſe, to ext+ 
Earthly fruit, like the Beaſts;or living creatures, therefore fayth the Spi- 
rit heere 5 He fheared bis ſheepe 5 which might well be done ſo by Judah; 

but the Spirit hath here the moſt ſecret figure under which Adam is com- 
| priſed: for the Spirit ſayth z fudah tooke bis Shepheartl Hirah of Odollani 
along with him. 
21+ In the figure this Hirah is the Chernbine, which ſticketh in the 
earthly deſire and beaſtiall cloathing of Man ; which Adam tooke with 
him, when he went out of Paradiſe, to ſheare the ſheepe of this world, 
for the ſame, viz. the Earthly defire was his ſhepheard : for that now 
keepeth the beaſts and ſheepe, and did ſheare them alſo, ſo that Adams 
had Cloathes and things neceſſary. 
22. And the Spirit calleth ha place Timmath, where Jadeh had his 
ſheepe; In the high Tongue this #nderſtanding lyeth very cleere in the 
ſenſe ; for TIMNATH 18nothiog elſe but the Exprefled word, in its 
powerfull re- expreſſion, and it ſignifier the Spirit of this world in the 
Elements, wherein the outward mortall Life conſiſts, wherein Adazs had 
his ſheepe, and now alſo, therein hath them, in his children. 
23. For1n this place, Seluh is borne, viz. the Law of Nature, which 

offereth righteouſneſſe to Man ; for which Law, Thamar, viz.the Cove- 
nant of Grace waited a Jong rime during Selehs youth, to fee whether 
the Law could be married with the Covenant of Grace; but it could nor 
be, that Gods righteouineſle could be fully performed by the Law, and 
that Thamar, viz. the Grace in the Covenant, and the Law, might enter 
into marriage. 

24. Now the Spirit heere ſjgnifieth cleerly , that when Gods Word 
had manifeſted it ſelfe in the world by thg Law ; that Thamar, that is, 


the Coyenant of Grace, /aid aſide her wid&wes apparrell, and had ſet

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her ſelfe in the way of the Word in the Law, where, under the Law the 
Spirit of the Prophets out of the Line of Judah, went onward concerning 
the Kingdom of Chriſt; this Spirit, would have the Covenant of Grace 
for a Spouſe, for it was the right [ Spirit ] from which the Prophets un- 
derthe Law. pointed at Chriſt.

And the Spirit ſpeaketh further 
in Moſes and ſayth.. | 
27. Now when J«dab ſaw her, he ſuppoſed ſhee was a whore, for ſhee 
bad covered her Countenance ; that is, when the children in the Law 
heard the Prophetical/ Spirit ſpeake of Chriſt ; they ſuppoſed it was in 
their Law, and of the Law, but it had veyled its countenance like Tha. 
mar, and Judah went towards her on the way, and ſayd ; Prethee let mee 
lye with thee, for he knew not that ſhee was his daughter io Law, that 
is, Adams Nature in the Law, ſayd to the Propheticall Spirit of Grace, 
pray let mee come in unto thee, lye with mee, I will give thee ſeede of 
my Nature, and it knew xot that God was 1n this Spirit, and deſired to 
mixe with him after a cxeaturely manner ; neither knew it , that this 
Propheticall Spirit, was the incorporated Spirit in the Covenant, in 
Man himſelfe : fo very blinde was the Adamicall Nature concerning the 
Covenant.

28, The Adamicall Nature thought, it was a whore, that ſetteth it 
{clfe forth ſo 18 the Propheticall Spirit before it , therefore have the 
Jewes ſo often flaine the Prophets ;, ſor they ſuppoſed they heard a 
falſe whores Spirit ſpeake: but heere the figure of J#dab ſheweth, that 
the firſt Adamical Nature ſhouYy wix with the Covenant of Grace, that ' 
the heavenly Ezs would receive the Adamicall humane Ers againe in- 
to it ſelfe; and Man hiunſelfe would not underſtand, what God would 
doe with him. 
29. The Adamicall Nature would indeede in its luſt , loxg after the 
heavenly Ers, but would ot know it ; although it ſhould ſee the ſame, 
et it would thinke, that is like unto mee, I will commit whoredome 
therewith, ſo ſtrange a thing is Paradiſe become to Adam. 
30. And | when Thamar with her ſace covered , preſentcd her ſelfe before

and how they meete together in ſtrange apparel], when Adams Nature 
ſayth , Lye with mee, and would have this Eve in the Covenant onely 
for alittle pleaſure ſake, as the Adamicall Nature doth 'in its ſelfehood, 
that it might onely 1n itsfalſe ſeeming holineſs lye with the New Fve, 
and its heart is far from the trne wedlock Marriage, and onely draweth 
neere her in an hypocritical whoredome, as is done jn the Office of the 
Phariſees : then ſayth this Eve to the Adamicall Nature, what wilt thou 
give mee; then this Adamicall Nature promiſed her a kid, that is, a 
Beaſt;all deſire and wil), full of the burning Luſt of flattery and Hypo- 
crilie. abr; 
32. But this Foe, viz. Thamar, ſayth; give mee for a Pledge thereof, 
thy * Ring, Staffe, and Bracelet : the Ring Is the ſoule, which came from * Seale, Ring, 
the Word of God : the Bracelet is the Spiritus Mundi , the Spirit of the % 
world, viz. the Outward Spirit ; and the Staffe is the Body : theſe, will the 
New Eve, viz. the Line of Chriſt in the Covenant, have for a Pledge;

33. When this deare Foe in the ſeede of Mary ſhould lye with Adars, 
and receive Adams leede into her holy Birth ; as Judah,in whom lay the 
line of the Covenant, muſt give Thamar,who ſtood in the Image & Type 
of the New Eve, viz. of the Heavenly worlds ſubſtance ; theſe 072aments ' 
and Jewel/s, viz. his Ring, Bracelet, and Staffe: Both which ſtood in the 
fienre, ſhewing, how Chriſt ſhould be manifeſted out of Adams Nature 


in Mary, wherein lay and was manifeſted the right Thamar, or New 
Eve. | 
24. And when Thamar had gotten the Ring Bracelet and Staffe for 
a Pledge, ſhee took them and layd them up,and asked not after the kid, 
but kept theſe Jewells and went from thence, with them, and changed 
her ſelfe againe into her former widdowes Eſtate, and hd her ſclfe from 
Judah, that he knew not who ſhee was, nor whence ſhee came. 

35. This now is the moſt excellent figure, ſhewing, how the Spirit 
in the Covenant #:ingleth and uniteth it ſelfe againe with the heavenly 
worlds ſubſtance, viz. with the New Wedlock or Eve, viz. with Adams 
faded ſubſtance, which is from the heavenly worlds ſubſtance , which

37. In this figure it repreſenteth the Jewiſh Offerings, as a whore. 
dom in the fight of God, foras Judah committed whoredome with The. 
#14r, and entended onely the whoredome, and would give a kid forit: 
ſa alſo ſtood the Prieſts of the Law, and in ſeeming holineſle and hypa- 
crife play the HarJots with God, with the Bloud and fleſh of Beafts, 
which indeed was a figure of the /nward,and God was pleaſed to beare 
with it ; but he would not accept their Offerings , neither did he mix 
himſelfe with the Offering, but with the Faith 1n the Body, Soule and 
Spirit of Man, whereof we havean excellent example. 

33. Judeh had begotten three ſonnes of the Canaritiſh Woman ; but 
the Line of the Covenant which lay in him, would or pa/e on inthe 
Caxanitiſh Woman and her chjldren, but Opened it ſclfe in this whore. 
dome of J#dab with Thamrar, 10 Perez; whom Thamar conceived of 5, 
dab by this Coition or lying together, with which figure God repreſents 
the miſery of Man, and preſents his Covenant of Grace with the 0pex- 
#1 of this pretious Line of the Covenant, which preſſed on to the Li- 
mit, Chriſt; in this whoredome of Judab and 1 hamar, viz.in the Earthly 
Adaw, and in the Earthly Eve; but 1n the inward gruund of its Eſſence ; 
to ſignifie, that even the children of God in their corrupt Nature, doe 
but commit whoredome in the preſence of God, and that their ſtate of 
wedlock is but whoredome and a defiled bea(tiall thing in the preſence of 
God and hath nothing at all therein chaſt or pure i» the fight of God:

ſhould devour Jſraelin their Abominations and impurity in his wrath.

and uſed deceipt that he might get Bethſbeba ro wife, which in the bu- 
mane Nature was an Abomination and great (in, before the face of God ; 
yer the Spirit hath its figure in D2zvid thus, ſeeing God had renewed his 
Covenant of Grace with him concerning Chriſt, therefore God ſet the 
line of his Covenant in Davids unrighteou ſneſle in the woman that he 
had gotten to himſelfe with unrighteouſneſſe in whoredom by mur- 
thering her husband, to ſignifie, that all humane matters and doings 
are vaine and evi//in the fight of God, and that he will come bimſelfe 
with his Grace to help our finnes and impurity,and introduce his Grace 
into our ſfinne and ſay it with the Grace, therefore God repreſents this 
Image and Typein David, for an Attonement, pointing at the coming of

God had built a Church 
of his Covenant in Fudah and David, cloſe by alſo the Devill in Gods an- 
ger buildeth his Chappellin Mans L»/t;but the Church of God alwaies 
reſiſted the Devills Chappel. 

43- For,heerein this figure the ſeede of the Woman preſents it ſclfe, 
ſhewing, how it would break the head of the Serpent in Mans impurity - 
and ſo the Type of Gods Anger, and the Type of Grace were repreſen- 
ted in oze figure, viz. Adams fleſhly whoredom with his Eve, and all her 
Daughters, and then the womans holy ſecede of the heavenly worlds 
ſubſtance, which, with the Word of Grace, mediated, i#terceded, and ſet 
it ſclfc in the Midele.

45. This Salomon was indued with high Divine wiſdome, and the 
Line of the Covenant preſſed and paſſed through him, but at length he 
became ſuch an anſatiable4 Luxurious Perſon, that the Scripture ſayth 
of him, he had [| /eaver: hundred Concubines, and * Three hundred Wives, and 
mixed himſelfe with the daughters of Heatheniſh Kiogs,and took them 
to wife, and a/owed his Heatheniſh Women to fet up their Idolls Ima- 
ges for Idolatry in the high places at Jeruſalem.

with childe, and ſayd ; Doeſt thou know whoſe this Ring , theſe Brace, 
this ſtaffe is © Judah O__ it and ſayd; ſbee is more'righteous 
for I gave ber not my ſonne Selah,get he lay with her no more. T his is a 
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full Ggure, ſhewing, that whoredome is an Abomination in Gods ſight, 
and how God ſets mans ſinnes before his eyes, and here it ſignihieth this 
to us, that the Adamicall whoredom and Abomiaartion are manifeſt be- 
tore this Covenant of Grace, and that, Man in ſuch abominations is 
guilty of Hel fire, as Judah judged his Daughter in Law Thamar to be 
condemned to the fire, and knew not that he bimſc}te was the whore- 
monger, who ſtood in the like condemnation. 

52. And heere in this figure the Spirit preſenteth Mens falſe Judge- 
mcnt, that they even doe the ſaxze thing which they condemane,as heere 

dah condemned the whoredome of Thamar to the fire,and ſaw nat his 
tall, that he himſelfe was guilty, to figntfie, that Chaiſt alſo had ſet him- 
ſelfe in Er of the world 1n this.Line of the Covenant, as a 
righteous)udge, who would ſeperate right from wrong,and condemne 
the whoredome and Idolatry of the world: But on the other fide, we 


| ſee in this figure, how Thamar preſented the pledge,vis.the Ring,Brace- 


lett and (taffe before the Judgement, and b:fore the ſevere ſentenceof 
Judah, and therewith did overthrow Ju4ahs determinate ſentence, and 
{till his wrath, that he muſt rake compaſſion on her, and jui7;fie her. 

53. Thus allo ſtood this figure betore God in the Inward Ground in 
Tedab and 1hamar, with Adam and Fve ; for 4dam had brought him- 
ſelfe into Hleſhly earthly Luſt, and committed whoredome with his fe- 
minine property through his Imagination 1n a beaſtiall manner, and 
had forſaken the heavenly Magick way of the divine wedlock : therefore 
alſo the heavenly woman dyedas to him, and in the ſtead thereof the 
earthly beaſttall one awaked, with whom he zow uſeth the beaſtiall 
manncr in whoredome. This God preſents in him, viz. in Adam him- 
ſelfe, in his Judgement, and would condemne Adam to Death, as indeed 
Gods rjghtcoulſncile then condemned him. 

54. But the re-incorporated Eve in the Covenant of Grace, which 
hath incorporated it ſclfe 1o Eve, viz. inthe faded ſeede of the Woman 
from the heavenly worlds ſubſtance, preſented it {clfe before the ſevere 
Judgement of God, and ſayd to Gods righteoulneſi: ; brhold Iam with 
childe from the Man whole theſe are; that 1», hehold , 7 have taken A- 
das Soule, Spirit, and Body,for a pledge, when I joyned my ſelte with 
him, and am betrothed to him, and have received the Fathers Nature jn 
the awakencd anger into my Love, and am zow with childe of the Hu- 
mane Nature, and ſhall bring forth a God- Man. 

55. And when the Fathers Property in the Soules Nature in the An- 
ger knew, that the Father had ſowen himſelte againe into theGrace,viz. 
11t5the New Evein the Covenant, then layd the Anger of the Father in 
the Soule, when this Grace went to meet it, to this new Eve; Thou art 
more righteous then I, forT have cauſed Adams 1npurity, that he is be- 
ceme earthly, and hath committed whoredome betore ime,and I have zot 
given >elah for a husband to the New Eve, thatis, I haye not given the 
\\' ord of the New Regeneration by and 1n the Law; therefore hath 
1:4mar, that 1s, the New Fve, under the time of the Law, layne and Co- 
pulated with J=dahb and his children, for and about the ſouliſh or ani- 
mule and bamane Nature ; and left, Sclah, viz. the Law ſtanding in the 
hgure ; and the Grace of the New Eve1n the Covenant, hath alwayes 
joyned and mixed it (xlfe with Gods children, as ts to be feene in the

Gen.38. Of Judah and Thamar, &c. Chap 65, 


Saints, eſpecially in the Prophets, who outwardly lived under the Law, 
and exerciſed themſelves therein, and yet alwayes joyned and mixed 
themſelves with the New Eve in the Grace, and yet lived not to the 
Law, but to Grace. | 

56. And this is the powerfull figure in this place, ſhewing, how the 
Covenant of Promiſe in Judah, and the awakening of the Covenant in 
the Womans ſeede ſtand alwayes ſet one oppoſite to the other, and lye 
and Copulate one with the other in the Love, pointing at the future ma- 
nifeſtation 1n the fle{b, in Chriſt. 

57. For this figure of Jadah and Thamar in the inward Ground,is no. 
thing elſe but this, that outwardly the adulterous evill 4dam with his 
fleſhly Fve, 1s repreſented in the figure, v:z.outwardly the Man of finne 
with a ſinfull igure,and i-wardly the betrothing of the New Eve in Re- 
generation. 

58. And the Spirit ſpeaketh further in Aoſes, and ſayth; * 4ud when 
Thamar was about to bring forth : behold Twinnes were found in her womb, 
and as ſee was upon the Birth, one of them put fab « hand: then the Midwife 
tooke a Red Thrid and tied about it and ſayd:'lhis is the firſt that cometh forth: 
but when he pulled back his hand hxs brother came forth , and ſhee ſayd';, Where- 
fore haſt thox for thy will made this breach , and his name was 2" L Peres, ; 
eAfterwards his brother came forth, who had the Red Thrid about his hand, 
and his Name was called || Serah. 

59. O thou wonderfull great God , who art ſo high and deep : how 
ſ:mply,and to the capacity of a childe, doſt thou modellize thy wiſdome 
to us? Whats all Art and Witt of hnmane Greatneſſe before thee, who 
doſt ſo very muck condeſcend , bow downe, and humble thy ſelfe , and 
preſenteſt thy deepeſt wiſdome and higheſt profundity in a childiſh 
ſimplicity, which may juſtly haze all humane State and (elfe. wit, when 
they ſce ſo great Myſteries of God ſtand in ſuch Childiſhneſle. - 

60. O World, how fooliſh art thou? that thou Elevateſt thy ſelfe in 
a blindelite, and (t1]] cleaveſt to the hnsk, and ſeeſt not what thou art, 
and underſtandeſt not the Divine Simplicity, and then how wilt thou 
apprehend the Divine Depth ? O leave off thy witt,and cleave to fimpli- 
city, that thou mayſt yet obtein a childes underſtanding, and be not ac- 
counted in the ſ1ght of God wore unwiſe then the Beaſts, which remaine 
in their cloathing and condition, as God hath Created them ; O thou 
World, why ſ{epeſt thou 1n the Devills Armes, who ſuccles and dan- 
dles thee in himſclte,and bringeth thee to his will and life by his might. 
O doe but ſee it. 

61. This potent figure in theſ: Twinnes, one of which put forth the 
hand, which the Midwife bound a red Thrid about, and thought it 

would be the firſt, bur it drew the hand back againe, and his brother 
came forth : prefigureth this to us ; how Chriſt in this Line of the Co- 
venant aſſumed the humane Nature, and ſo the humane Nature accord- 
ing to Adams right and ſelfe-will,in this world, firſt puts forth and ma- 
niteſts it ſe]fe, about which Adamicall Nature in the hum#nity of Chrilt, 
muſt this red Thrid, with the ſhedding of his Bloud, be bound. 

62. When this 1s done,then muſt the humane Nature with its right, 
draw back againe, that is, Adams will that was goneforth, mult againe 
returnegato the Mothers womb,viz, be turned in to the Word, and then 
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C1.66. How Joſeph Was ſoldto Potiphar.Gern 39. 
cometh the inward New Adam forth, after which followeth the Adami- 
call Nature with the Red Thrid ; then ſayth the Mother to the New 
Adam in Chriſt, why haſt thou for thy will made this Breach, for thy will 
ſayth the Mother, not for thy will ſake , but for the ſake of that which 
driveth thy will forth, and 44ams will goes back ; thus hath the will in 
the Covenant of Grace powerfully broken through the ſtrong Barre & 
encloſure of the firſt Principle, viz. of the Kingdome of Gods Anger ; 
for, the Good Will in Adam was ſbut up in Death, and in Hell, and in 
Chriſt, he rent that powerfull Rent, and brake throwgh Death and Hell 
back againe into the Kingdome of the Eternall Nature, and turned it 
ſelfe forth again into the Naturall Life, ſo that the Kingdome of God 
was 4caine manifeſted in the Humane Life. 

63. This the Spirit repreſents by Thamar in the Line of the Covye- 
nant, and modelizeth Chriſts breach through Death and Hell, how that 
ſhould be; and by this premodelling was the whoriſh will of Thamar 
and Judah healed,and their children of whoredome 1a the Line of Chriſt 
were Eſpouſed into the Covenant of Grace. | 

64. In Eſaw and Jacob ſtood the figure, how according to Nature A- 
dam had the right of the Kingdome, and how he ſquandered it, and is 
therefore in his Naturall Will thr#i? out from the Kingdome of God, 
and how Chriſt came to help him. Here now ſtands the figure, ſhewing 
how Chriſt hath gotten the Kipgdome, and turned Adam back againe, 
and in Adam turned himſelfe forth, ſo that now Adam 1s called Chrilt, 
and preſents himſelfe very excellently 1n the figure of Joſeph, and this 
ſtandeth fitly and rightly betweey, in the intervale of Joſephs hiſtory, 

65. For Joſeph 1s the figure of a Chriſtian; and this of Judah and Tha- 
marisa figure, ſhewing how a Chriſtian ſpringethout of Adam: Nature, 
and how Adams Nature is turned i againe,and Chriſt turned forth, and 
how this Image of a Chriſtian Man 1n this world , is covered outwardly 
with the Earthly Adam, ſo that men cannot know it; alſo how thus 
Chriſt in Adam tooke his Guilt upon him, and how Adam muſt be z2ar- 
ked with this Red Thrid, which Mark is rightly the Pledge that Judah 
gave toThamar; AndI would have the Reader of this admoniſhed in 
Love, not to rejeF our Expoſition of this Text, but to conſider it and 
looke narrowly and perſpicuouſly into it, and then he will well perceive 
who was the Expoſitour, if he be worthy ofie. 
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The Mo$7 Excellent Hiſtory of Joſeph : how he was ſold to 
Potiphar ; what befell Joſeph, and of Joſephs 
Chaſtity , and feare of God. 


Upon the 39 Chapter of Geneſis. 


i ſeph was brought downe into Agypt, and Potiphar an A'gyptian , Pharaohs 
.J Ofjicer, Captaine of his Guard, bought him of the Iſmaelites, who brought 
him thither ; and the Lord was with Joſeph, and he was « proſperous Man, and 
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was in his Maſters the Zgyptians houſe ; and his Maſtcr ſaw that the Lord wa, 
with biz; and that the Lord made all that he did to proſper in his hand, ſo that 
he found Grace and favonr in the ſight of his Maiter , and was his Servant 
which he ſet over bis houſe , and all that he had, he put wider his handy and 


from the time that he ſet him over his houſe , and over all his Goods, the Loyd 


bleſſed the #gyptians houſe = Jeſepbs Jake ;, and the bleſſing of the Lord was 
every way upon all that he bad in the hone, and in the field, therefore be left all 
that he had nnder the hands of Toſeph,and he medled with nathing while he had 
bim, but what he did eate and drinke, and Joſeph was a goodly perſon and faire 
of jeature. 

"e The Hiſtory prefigureth ta us a true Chriſtian Man , what he js 
and how he is, in this world, and what his office is, that is, when Chriſt 
is manifeſtedin him, he is no more his owne, to doe what he will , alſo 
in this world he hath zothing for bis owne, of which he can in truth ſay, 
this is mine, or I, Iam he, that hath it, I poſleſle it, it is mineown,l may 
doe therewith what my fleſh and my owne will liſteth , I may uſe it for 
my honour and pleaſure , that I may thereby be * aloft in the world: 
No, a true Chriſtian hath none af that in his power. 

3. He indeed ruleth of right over that which he hath and poſfleſſeth 
with tr#th and righteouſneſſe, but yet as a ſervant of his Lord Chriſt. For 
a Chriſtian is a Chriſtian in Chriſt, and 1s bought co a Chriſtian Lite, 
and to the obedience of Faith,by the blowd of Chriſt, with Chtiſts | thir- 
ty pieces of filver : whereof his Lord Chriſt hath commicted to him, Þ. 


may. trade therewith and employ it, till he make it come to thirty pieces 
of ilver, which he ſhould weare in him and about bim as a Mark or 
Badg of his Lord Chriſt, as a Tres/wre of his Chriſtianity. 

4- But ſeing bis Lord Chriſt was ſold and betrayed to Death for thirty 
pieces of ſilver,andfoſeph was fold by his Brethren to be a | Bond/iave for 
twenty pieces of filver ; in both theſe numbers ſtandeth the figure ofa 
Chriſtian, viz. Chriſt when he is manifeſted in a Man , {beweth him the 
thirty pieces of ſilver, for which he was ſold to Suffering and Death, and 
this his ſuffering and Death he putteth upon him, in which is founded 
the figure of the thirty pieces of filver,vzz. that he was ſold and betray- 
ed: and therein man becomes fuch a Chriſtian as is founded , implanted, 
} ingraven upon, and into Chriſts ſufferings and Death; and therein a 
Man becometh a Chriſtian in Chriſts ſufferings and Death,and ſtandeth 
in the figxre of Chriſt, and looſeth the right of his naturall ſelfe-will, 
as alſo the kingdome of this world, 

5, Forin Chriſts Death, as to his inward ſpirituall Man, he dieth 
frem this world, and according to that inward Man, is no more in this 
world, but jn Chriſt in God, viz. i the Kingdome of God, as it is writ- 
ten; * The.Kingdome of God is imwardly within you: Al{g; + Examine your 
(elves ,whether Chriſt have gotten a forme in you; Allo.|Te are the Temple of the 
Holy Ghoſt who dwelleth in you. Allo,*Te are the ſervants of Chriſt,and | yhould 
eate the fleſh of the Son of Man, and ſs * he abideth in you and you in him: and 
| without bin ye have no Life z as an hearbor graſle, and all earthly things, 
without the power and vertue of the Sunne, have no life, growth or ve- 
getation and operation in them 3 ſo Man , without the Divine Sunne, 
which through Chriſt hath manifeſted it ſelfe in bis Chriitians, hath vo 
life or happineſle or ſalvation without Chriſt in him. 6. And 
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6. - And as Chriſt was ſold for thirty pieces of filver, to ſuffering and 


fore bis Baptiſae, ere he entred into his Office and divine Government, 
according to the bumanity, when he gaveup bis humane Will to God, 
and the Creaturely ſelfe- will ceaſedin him : fo alſomuſt a Chriſtiax 
when he 1s in truth in his owne naturall will , ſold for twenty pieces © 
the thirty pieces of filyer, tobe a ſervant of God in Chriſt,to be a Min; 
ſter or Officer, and Obedient to his Lord who liveth in him ; then his by 
paſt yeares of the Adamicall Naturall time of this world, are ſold, in and 
with Chriſt, for twenty pieces of (ilyer ; and ſo the Adamicall time of 
his naturall will,jn this og ſold,ceaſeth1n Chriſts ſuffering & Death; 
and he 1s, by his Lord, (whois ariſen from Deathin him,and ruleth and 
raigneth over Death ; ſet tobe an Officer oyer Chriſts Goods)to diſpoſe 
of them through the Spirit of Chriſt , vis. 1n the power and vertue of

7. As Joſeph was taken away from his Fathers houſe, and was firſt 
caſt into the Pit, wherein he ſhould have perHMhed, and was afterwards 
ſold by his brethren for twenty pieces of filver,to ſerve as a Bondſlave;(o 
alſo a Chriſtian, is firſt taken away from his Fathers houſe, viz.from the 
Adamicall Nature, and 1s caſt into the Pit, viz. izto Chriſts ſuſfeting and 
Death, and then looſeth the Adamicall inheritance of the Kingdome of 
this world, and 1s with bis Will and Minde brought away from it, then 
- hemuſt yeeld up his Fathers houſe, viz. all his ſe{febood, together with 
his natwra/ Life,co his brethren in his fathers houſe, that is,to the power 
of God in the Governaent of this world , and ſuffer himfelfe to be caſt 
into the Pit of the Death of his Naturall will,and therein give up him- 
ſelfe to the Death of Chriſt, and willingly die to the will of this world, 
vis. to his owne Adamicall houſe, and willingly ſwffer al/ whatſoever 
his brethren of this world doe to him. 

8. And then it he thus lye in the Pit or Grave of Chriſt, and hath gi- 
yen himſelfe up to the Death of Chriſt, that he willingly would forſcke 
« for Chriſts fake, and dye the death of his owne will, then Chriſt his 
Lord putteth on him, bis reſurre#ion from the Dead, and maketh him 
living with his power, and draweth him with Joſeph out of the Pit and 
Grave of Death, and bringeth him juto his ſervice, as Joſeph into the 
ſervice of Pharaohs Captaine of the Guard, and then all goeth proſpe- 
rouſly in and with him, for the Divine power ruleth him, and zow he 
attaineth Divine uuderſtanding and wiſdome, and knowes how to 
mannage his Maſters Goods, that, ia the Chriltian-figuze, is as much as 
to lay. 
>. When a man is thus a Chriſtian in ſuch a proceſſe and way, thea 
he hath giver #p all whatſoever he hath of Temporall Goods, or is able 
to doe, as allo his own will, to God, who bringeth him firſt into Chriſts 
Image, and maketh him conformable to Chriſt, and taketh nothing away 
from him ofthat which he had before of naturall right, vis. the diſpo- 
fall of Temporary Goods, bur he taketh away the authority and power 
of his owre Nature,viz.his evill ſelfe will, which Adam. had brought away 
from God, and introduced into-a Creaturely felteneſle of his omwewil- 
ling and workiog, incarthly things , whereby 4dam bereaved nie 
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Lord of the Government in him,and made the F/enrce and things of this 
world his owne; as if he had made it, and would n&f'be Gods ſervant 
therein, and be his fellow-Branches Guardian, and Nouriſher, and give 
them his vertue, will, Eſſence, and ſubſtance, bur ſayth it is Mine,that 
is, it is mine owne, I will keepe it ozely for my ſelfe , and it ſhall remaise 
with mee, and would not work therewith in the Life of his brethren, 
and give them alſo of his life and power;and bereave them alſo(through 
that appropriation of it to be Mine, ) of the power in the Kingdome of 
Nature, viz. of the growth and fruits of the Earth, which God gave in 
Common, and would onely fill his owne Body,and thereby be accoun. 
ted Great, and a Lord of his miſerable deſpiſed fellow-branches, whom 
he wickedly bereayeth of the ſap, wherewith they ſhould ſtrengthen 
their life, and briogeth 1t Into a propriety, calling it Mine ; this autho- 
rity God taketh away from a Chriſtian , and maketh him a Guardian 
and Nountſher of his brethren againe, viz. 2 Steward of his Lord : Hee 
lets him poſſeſſe the Temporary Goods which he had, ſofar as he poſlel- 
ſed them in a Naturall right with righteouſneſſe and Truth , and ma. 
keth him a Jp therein. ; | 

10. This Joſeph now ſayth zot,this 1s Acine,that Tongs Ce os 
try, Principality , Kiogdome, Empire; Alſo that Houſe, Land, Feild, 
Money, thoſe Gouds, thoſe Cattel], that Woman, that Childe is mine; 
but he ſayth with his whole heart & Conſcience from a New good Chri- 
ſtian will, it is a// my Gods and bis Childrens ; he hath ſet mee as a Ruler, 
diſpoſer,and Steward of it:that Iſhould manage it to that purpoſe which 
he will have mee, I ſhould ſuſtein my ſelfe and his children, the needy, 
with it, and I ſhould be their Curatour, or Guardian, and give them al- 
ſo my power, vertue, and wnderſtanding of the Divine Gift, and inſtru, 
tutour, or take care of them for their good : and as God Governeth mee 
with his Spirit,ſoalſo ſhould I that am his Officer in this world, with my 
underſtanding and Office, governe my fellow-members in ſuch power 
and vertue, and take care of them, for all that I file over, is not mine, 
but Gods and theirs,but I ſhould doe to them as God doth to mee. -, 

11. To ſuch a one God giveth Joſephs underſtanding and wiſdome, 
and 'governeth the houſe of this world by him, be he in what ſtate and 
condition ſoever, therein he ſits in the Office of God, he is onely a fer: 
vantor Miniſter of the Office, and a Guardian, over Divine Creatures; 
For the right Chriſtian Government of his will, is in Heaven, his con- 
verſation 1s alike in Heaven and on Earth ; as the Scripture fayth; 
* Our converſation is in heaven : for according to the inward ground of 
his Soule and Spirit heis in Chriſt in God:27z.in the Eternall Speaking 
Word, from which Adams will had turned it ſelfe away, and turned it 
ſe}fe out 7=to this world, whichwi{/,Chriſt hath turned ia againe into the 
Eternall Word; and ſo now he governneth with that re-1inturned will 
through and in the outward Subſtance and Matters of this world, viz. 
in the formed outſpoken or expreſſed Word, as a Servant, Miniite?,and 
Inſtrament, of the Eternal! Speaking Word in its ſecret Myſterie of 
wiſdome, viz. in the viſible Creaturely Word. 

/ 'x£+ Therefore tothee, O thou Goverroxr in the Office of the Joſeph : 
of this world, in every ſtate, condition, and degree, this is told thee, and 
ſet beforethy Eyes; that though thou calleſt thy ſelfe a Joſeph,thou doſt 
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not yet Governe asa Joſeph, that is, not as a Chriſtian, but as a childe of 
the Starres and Elements, thou governeſt no otherwiſe then the brethre 
of Joſeph, who w1ll z9f, that God ſhould chooſe Joſeph for a Governours 
they will be Governours themſelves, and will rather kill Joſeph , then 
waite to try what God would doe with Joſephs Dreame or Viſion ;they 
would not ſuffer that Joſeph ſhould #ell their 000 to his father; but 
would doe what they thought fit : for they ſayd among themſelves, 
wee are the Eldef?,and ſhould Governe, what will the leaſt and.youngeſt 

ſwade us to? wee poſleſſe the Government in a juſt way by the right 
of Nature; the power and authority is ours, wee will diſpatch Joſeph 
out of = way, and caſt himinto the Pit, and then wee ſhall doe what 
wee will. 

13. Thus doeſt thou alſo,thou governeſt Chriſtendom ia all ſtates & 
degrees; The Starres & the Evill averted Adam in his own will govern- 
eth through thee 1n Gods Office in the Kingdome ofthis warld,thou haſt 
onely caſt the Mantle of Chriſt over it,that men ſhould zet know thee, 
that thou art the Evill Adam, and Governeſt with the Starry- Witt and 
Ingenuity,and through the Subtlety and Policy of the Devill, in meere 
ſelte-willed wayes of thine owe, to advance thy owne Oſtentation, 
Pomp, Might, Authority, and ſtately proud Glory. 

14. O hearken ! art thou a Chriſtian? then art thou dead with Chriſh 
to the wicked falſe will of Adam, and of the Devill> Pride ; but if thy 
Will and Life be heathenifh , why doeſt thou then boaſt thy ſelfe to be a 
Chriſtian ? why doeſt thou make Warres, tor Lands, Countries, Cities 
and Villages; If thou beeſt not with Joſeph called and inſtituted of God 
to be a Governour? Why doeſt thou in Chrilts Kingdome erſlave the 
Country, if thou art a Prince and Miniſter in Gods Office, and lerveſt 
bim £ : 

15. Artthou thy Owne Lord upon Earth, and doeſt what thy owne 
will ſeth? then thou doeſt not what God will, alſo thou Governeſt 
not from Heaven, but: from the world, and with the worlds Might; 
but whence haſt thou that in Chriſt: Kingdome, and from what Power 
and Authority,that thou in Gods Off-e drawelt to thy (clte the ſweate 
of the poore and miſerable, and takeit away his ſtrength and vertue, 
and letteſt him ſtarve in want? Alſo,that thou ſqueezeſ(t or crufheſt him 
downe with thy burthen, that thou mayeſt but poſleſfe much riches, 
and heape up much for thy ſelfe, with which thou makelſt thy ſelte po- 
tent; and lifceſt up thy minde into Pride : whence haſt thou that in 
Chriſts Kingdome, that thou wilt be better then the Members of thy 
owne body, and whereas in Chriſt wee are one, viz. one Tree with ma- 
ny twiggs and Branches, and Chriſt alone 1s our ſap and vertue, and ta- 

keth care for us all in common, for the Officer as well as the Branch ; no 
otherwiſe then the Twig upon which the fruir groweth. 

16. Thou Potentate in Gods Office,doeſt thou not know that in thy 
Office, thou art a Branch in theTree of Chriſt, and that fruit ſhould grow 
upon thy Twigs ; now if thou withdraweſt thy ſap from the Twiggs, 
and with thy rubbing breakeſt them off , what fruit can they beare to 
thee 2 they muſt needs wither 72: thee, and bring forth no fruit, of which 
thou art guilty, that the Branch, thou being 1n Gods Office, ſtandeth 
without fruit; What doeſt thou profit thy Lord , who hath planted 

thee? 
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thee? ſhalt thou not be * hewen downe, and cait into the fire of Gods An. 
ger, as a dry plece of wood ? Are ye not the Great Tree 1n the feild of 
the world, ſtanding in yourTwiggs without truit ? What fruit doe you 
beare ? nothing but leaves, which fall oft by the winde, and rott and 
goe to the Earth againe withoxt fruit ; and now what profit to Life is a 
Tree without fruit ? no other but for the fire, or for the building of an 
habitation. 

17. Thusalſothou art onely in thy Office a bxildirg and habitation, 
wherein Gods children are to dwell ; but they grow not out of thy 
ſtock, thou art onely an Officer of or belonging unto a Conſtellation 
and Aſteriſme, and ſerveſt the Kingdome of tcperation in Evill and 
Good as that pulleth downe and buildeth up, fo doeſt thou alſo; 
what one Officer buildeth up, another teareth downe to the ground; 
but he that ferveth in Chriſts Spirit 1n this Office, he worketh with Jo. 

ſeph, the Blefling is every where 1n his Office, ſo that his Twigs bring 
forth much fruit in Chriſts Kingdome, 

18. Yee Nobles and Potentates under the Name of Chriſt ; whence 
cometh it to you in Chriſts Kingdome, that ye are ſuch, under a Chris 
{tian Name? your Office js Gods, if ye gouerne therein as a Joſeph, as a Mi- 
niſter of Chriſt, then it is right, and pleaſing to God ; But whence comes 
it in the Kingdome of Chriſt, that there is Nobility and ſlavery ? Ts not 
that Heatheniſh £ wherein ſtands the Ground thereof? it proceeds from 
nothing elſe but from the Pride of the Devill and (elfe-will. 

19. Who planted you in the beginning? your Princes and Kings, 
whom ye have ſerved ; to what end are they ? That Pride might be ar. 
rayed in brave apparel], and that men might zo ſay of the high Offices 
of God ; they are clothed with common apparel], but that they might 
be diſtinguiſhed from tht lowly and ſimple ; and that was even Lucifers 
Fall. ; 

20. * But Chriſt on Farth had not whereon to lay bis head, neither houlc, 
nor any thing elle ; ſo alſo a Chriſtian hath nothing for his owne, but 
what he hath, he hath it for his Office ſake, and ſerveth his Lord therein; 
but he that ſeryeth otherwiſe, he ſerveth the Adamicall ſelfe, and not, 
Chriſt; and 1s no Chriſtian, but a meere Titulary Chriſtian; but he is a 
childe of Nature, of the Kingdome of this world, in whoſe inward 
Ground He# ſtandeth, and ſerveth the Kingdome of Darkneſſe : Out- 
wardly he ſerveth indeed the Type of God according to Love and An- 
ger, whereall things together ſtand in ſtrife, till the day of ſeperation, 
and the Reſtoration of that which was b: fore ſuch doings. 

21. Forin this world all goes on in free will, that which hath no Lan, 
hath alſono Judgement ;, but that uv hich hath a Law, that hath its Judge- 
ment 1n it ſelte : thercfore ſeeing Man, eſpecially a Chriſtian, hath a 
Law,viz.that he is no more his owne,in that he is given upto another, 
viz, to Chriſt, and yet will not be ſubje&to him, then is the Judgement 
in the Law, and Condemneth the owne will and ſelfe. 

22. Wee doe not diſallow of the Offices, which are Gods, as alſo the 
Officers are Gods Servants, we d:iſtinguiſhonly what a Miniſter of Chriit 
15,and what a Miniſter of Nature in humane ſeltehood is: if any one bg 
in a Noble Office in the Kingdome of Chriſt, then is his Office Noble ; 
but he 15a Miniſter or Servant under this Noble Office,and is juſtly ho- 


noured 
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nvured in reſpett of the Office, wee detrat not frothhis honour; which 
his Office deſerveth ; bur all ſe}thood in the Kingdome of Chrilt is the 
Evill Adamicall' Nature , which is departed from God 3 for in Chriſt 
there is no Nobility, but wee are all onely Children and: Miniſters 
or Servants.. | x 

23. Our Adamicall Nobility is loſt in 4dam, but who Ever in this 
world 1n the Kingdome of Chriſt, is Noble, he is Noble in reſpes of his 
Office; as a King and Prince is Noble in reipe& of his Office in which 
he ſerveth; but if he ferveth not Chriſt therein, but onely the Nobility 
of his Office,and his ſelfehood, and ſayth,the Power and the Kingdome 
1s mine, he bereaveth God of his Power, and maketh it appropriate to 
himſelfe, and becometh a Lzcifer undes the Office of God: Wn”, 

24. Even as Lucifer, who alſo was a Prince of a Throne, and a King 
in Gods Office, but when he appropriated the Office to.ſelfe, then he 
| was thruſt out , and another got the Office which he had in the King- 
dome of God : but he remained indeed a Prince in his owne Office, but 
not in Gceds Love, but in his wrath, wherein he muſt now alſo ſerve 
him : as alſo is to be underſtood concerning the Offices in this world. 

25. Foxa wicked Prince and Noble-Man, remaineth indeed in the 
Office, bur he ſerveth not Gods Love, but his Anger, as js done at pre- 
ſent z where the Princes fervethe Anger of God with murdering and 
waſting Countrys and People,as in vengeance, andin the power of ſelfe- 
hood, wherein Gods Anger alſo becometh Creaturely : but they doe 
xot that to Chriſt in Chriſts Ottice, but to the Anger of God, whothere. 
by prniſheth the falſe and wicked Titulary Chriſtendome' with his Of- 
fice of Anger. reed 

26. For in Chriſts Office there is onely Love and' righteouſneſle, as 
alſo Humility and feare of God in ſelfe ; But the Office hath the power 
to ſeperate the Evill from the Good as a*Miniiter of God, yet with righs 
teouſneſle, and not with ſelfe-will ; Hee who ſayth', Thox ſhalt not TH8 
ſayth alſo ro the Officer, that without the Authority of his Office he 
ſhould kill none, neither ſhould he doe 1njury to any,though by yertue 
of his Office. "lf wn 

27. For the Office r<quireth a juſt Judgement,and then the Office kil- 
leth the | wickedneſs, and ſevers it from the Good, and the Officer is free 
from the Commandment of Death ; but if he hath any evill intent in 
his will, there the Judgement paſleth upon the Officer vor yh 

28. In Potiphar Pharaohs Officer, wee have a powerfull figure; who 
ſet Joſeph over his whole Houſe, and gave him full power to rule in his 
Government ; ſhewing how God hath ſett his Officers in his houſe of 
this world, that they ſhould doe and dire, Judge and manage things 
In a Creaturely manner, as God doth in them after a'Spirituall manner. 
| -29.' For Potiphar tooke upon him no diſpoſal! of any thing , but let 
Joſeph manage the Government ; thus alſo are all Officers inſtituted in 
the Kingdome of this world , that they ſhould outw:irdly manage Gods 
Goyernment; as Chriſt giveth a Similitude or Parable of \| Stewards, 
whom a Lord appointed over dll bis Goods, and went into a far Country, and 
after a long time returned againe'to require an ccompt of bis Stewards,where he 
diſtributed to the Officers,and gave one of thewv five Talents, and the other foure 
Talents,to the third three 'l alenty, to the fourth two,to the fift one Talent, where- 
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with every one ſhould trade and get gaine; and; then when he that had but one 
Talent had gained nothing, he commanded him to bc bound hand and foote, aud 
to be cait out into Darkneſſe; and commanded alſo to deſtroy thoſe murtherey, 
and to burne their Cities, who aſter their Lord was gone away,and had commit. 
ted bis goods to them , and they preſently in his houſe began to fight, and beate 
their ſellow- ſervants, and to be drunken, and play , and kill his Meſſex gers, 
which heſent ts them. All which are Similitudes and Parables concern. 
ing his Officers io the houle of this world, ſhewing how he will puniſh 
theevill Houſeholders with hell fire, and burne their Cities, viz. their 
Kingdome which they bave built, in their own voluptuoulſneſle to their 
owne glory and; honour, aod ſhut them out. from his face for Ever ; 
* But the other who were faithfulljin his Miniſtry and ſervice , he gave full 
power over his houſe, and gave 1hem alſs the Government | and Talent of bin 
that had buryed ;t in the Earth, and would not execute his office that way 
appointed hid. 

'30, 'Thus all Potentates and Magiſtrates in Offices ought well to 
Conſider this, that they ought to work in Gods office, and Bave « care of 
his houſe, and not think, onely to look after Nobility and High Eſtate, 
and think how to fill their Belly, and fatisfie their pleaſures with gur. 
mundizing and guſling, Gluttony and Drunkenneſle, and fo wreſt the 
ſweat of the miſerable with unrighteouſneſle,and lay it out upon their 
Prideand bravery, and conſtraine and preſſe upon the miſerable and 
inferiour with power. Al theſe, one with another, arethe evill and wic- 
ked Officers, and the Murtherers, which the Lord commandeth tobe 
deſtroyed, and their Cities to be burned with the fire of Gods Anger. 

31. Butat preſent the world is f#! of ſuch Officers, to whom the 
Lord cleerly fora long time ſent many Meſſengers, but they have vili- 
fied and contemned them ; therefore now 1s the time of the Lords Com- 
op ; for they have even now * alſo killed bis ſonne, viz. the plaine Truth

32. Moſes (peaketh further concerning Joſeph, & ſayth; || 4nd it came

no notice what is with mee in the Houſe; and whatſoever he hath, he hath com- 
mitted it under my hand and charge ; and there is nothing ſo great in the Houſe 
which he hath withholden from mee but thee , becauſe thou art his wife ; how 
ſhould 1 then doe ſo great an Evill and ſin agamſt God; and ſhxe preſſed ſuch 
words upon Joſeph dayly, but he obeyed her not to lye with ber, or to be mere 
about her, This is now the mighty * Type, ſhewjng how it goeth with 
the children of God, when they have attained the Divine Government 
in the New Regeneration, in that they muſt now converſe in this houſe 
of fleſh and Adamicall Priſon , with their holy bleſſed Government; 
Alſo how the ſoule hath taken in Marriage this unchaſt whoriſh-wo- 
man inthe Spirit ofthis World in the beaſtiall deſire in fleſh and bloud; 
which whoriſh Woman now ſets upon the chaſt Joſeph, and continual- 
ly would urge and draw him to her amorows luſt. that the New Virgin 
childe might lye with the beaſtiall whore againe, as Adam did, from 
which luſttull bed the Party Eve proceeded , with whom afterwards 
he copulated 1n his Luſt, as al Beaſts doe.

Childe; as Pottphars wives unchaſt Dragons whoriſh flouds and ſtreames, 
did not hurt Joſeph, 1n that he fled trom her, and did not yceld his will 
to her. 
36: And this 1s firſt, the moſt powerfull Probe or Tryall of the chil- 
dren of God ; that as ſoone as they attainethe New Birth, then the De- 
vill comes and (tirreth up the fleſhly whore in fleſh and bloud , and all 
falſe and wicked deſires and Imaginations, and then injeceth and trameth 
in this whore,the Honour and Glory of the world ; alſo Riches and the 
pleaſure of this Lifezalſo hemodelleth and repreſents the Great miſery 
and deſolation, wherein the poore ſoule, in this world, muſt ſtand in 
ſhame and ſcorne ; alſo, the great unworthineſle of the ſoule ; alſo he re- 
preſents Covetouſneſle, to think, all temporall good things and nece(- 
ſaries wil/ fayle, and ſo it ſhould come into great Miſery. 
37. Tothe Potent and K7ch, the Devill modelleth and repreſents in 
this their fleſhly Serpentine whore, their Nobility and Highneſle,their 
Great Honour, Might, and Power; alſo voluptuaus eating and drink- 
ing of dainty fare, and how they may acquire it with power and ſuttle 
policy z alſo he repreſents unchaſtity and wantonneſle: and to think, 
that if they ſhould walke in humility and lowlinelle , they ſhould looſe 
the reſpe&t and reputation of the world; for who would teare and ho- 
nour them, if they did not put themſclyes forward with oftentation ? 
38. All theſe are the words of Potiphars whore 1n fleſh and bloud, 
which the Devill ſtirreth up 1n the Serpents i-/#rnated poylon, with his 
Imagination, wherewith he plagucth the poore impriſoned ſoule in 
fleſh and bloud, and provoketh it to ſuch and the like unchaſtity and 
ſinnes ; and this whore in the fleſh ſayth continually to the ſoule, lye 
with inee, copulate with mee, thou wilt be bleſled, happy , and ſaved 
well enough, uſc thy [457 with mee; and this ſhee doth Fs that ſhee 
might bring Joſeph into Luſt, viz. the New childe, that the ſoule might 
bite at that bait , and defile the New childe, and its faire Crowne, 
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29. For, this whore is aſhamed before this New childe, ſhee reſe 
bleth a dirty Swine cotnpared with the Sunne : when ſhee heareth me 
tion tnade of the wantonneſle of the world, ſhee rejoyeceth at it, but wh 
Men ſpeak of ſuch chaſtity and que C ſhee 1s aſhamed of it,and then | 
ſpattereth or ſullyeth the Speech of the holy childe, with the aboveſ; 
abominations, and deſpiſeth it ; for ſhee knoweth,that if Joſeph holde 
the Governinenr, ſhee muſt dye. 

40. But honeſt, vertuous ; and chaſt Joſeph ; viz. the inward N; 
Man ſayth to this whore;behold,my Lord and Maſter hath truſted om 
with all his Etervall Goods and the whole Kingdome of Chriſt, h, 
ſhall I then doe ſoevilly before him, I will not lye with thee, thou; 
thy Lords wife, viz. the wit of the Spirit of this world, I will not 
with thee, nor be neere thee. 

41. And Moſer ſayth turther : * 7t came to paſſe on a Day , that Joſ 
went into the Houſe to doe bis employment, and there was noneof the people 
the Honſe, and ſhee caught him by his Garment, and ſayd, lye with mee , but 
left the Garment in her hand and fled, and ran forth out of the Houſe ; but w| 


ſhee perceived that he left his Garment in her hand and was fled forth, ſhee c 


led the People of the Howſe.and ſayd ; behold, he hath brought in an Hebrew 1 
to us to defame ws 3 he came in unto mee and would have lyen with mee,but Ic 
ed with a lowd voyce, and when he heard that Toryed owt, and called, beleft 
Garment with mee, and fled and ran forth. This now 1s the figure,ſhewi1 
how the Devill through this whoriſh Woman ſtrongly ſets upon 
ſoule, eſpecially when the Devill obſerveth that the ſoule is «loze, c] 
the Spirit of God ſtirreth notin it;then he falls a ſtorming of it,and1; 
eth hold of it in its /ifes Eflence, and will force it in ſuch whoredon 
that the Pretious Virgin-childe might be defiled, and that ſhee mig 
with the Serpents power copulate with the ſoule. 

42. This alſo is a powerfull figure of the whoriſh and #nchaſt wor 
ſhewing, how the fajre Daughters of Fve,in the inſtigarion ofthe Dev 
run afterthe tender Youths, and alre them with flattering hypocri 


call behaviour, with wicked burning Luſt, which irimme and ador 


themſelves, as if an Ange/ fate under their drefle; and havedrawnen 
ny an honeſt vertuous childe, that never defired it, to themſelyes ,a 
bound them with the Devills chaines, and have bereayed them of th 
honour and chaſtity. 

43. Andifthere were an honeſt and chaſt JÞſeph,who would not 
into theſe Hogs(tyes and Jakes of the Devill , they cry out againſt ſh 
a one, and accuſe hiz: of unchaſtity,as willing to betray him and robh 
of his honour, and yet are even the Juſtfull Panders, which ſtrow ſup 
and give Gall to Fate, which ſtrange people {trow ſugar ſo long, as 
hath money in his Purſe, till they bereave him of his /ivelyhood, hono 
and Goods, that he have no more to give them , and then they ſcor 
him and leave him without a Garment, as Potiphars wife did Joſeph, as 
was going out of the houſe ſo the Devill hath the ſoule,and the wht 
the Garment for a Pledge; in which whore, nothing elſe governe 
but the Serpent with its brood of young ones, and he that joynes hii 
ſelfe unto them , 1s a fore by the Serpent: for the Serpent ſheds 
ſpawne into body and ſoule,and poyſoneth him ſo exceedingly,that 
heart cleaveth tothe whore, and runneth after her, as if he weref 
tied to her. | 44. 
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44+ .t preſent the world 1s ſal of theſe vermine, among bigh and 
low,and therefore a}ſo at preſent the Serpent it ſelfe is pregnant and will 
ſhed forth its ſpawne, which the Zeale of God will conſume : for Zoſzph 
with his Governing Office lyeth as yet in Priſon, and Potiphars wife go. 
verneth in her burning Lit, which ſhee bare to Joſeph ; but ſince ſhee 
could not betray ph he ſet her ſelfe in Joſephs Government, and 
governeth the houle of this worJd, and accordingly hath generated

ny Baſtards,which now governein her ſtead; and therefore the Judge. 
ment cometh npon her whoredome, and breaketh her to pieces ; that men 
will ſay 3 + Shee is fallen, ſhee is fallen ;, Babel! the Mother of the Great Whore. 
dome, and is become 4 bebitation of all Devills and uncleane Spirits ſhee 15 for 
Ever ſealed up in the Abylle. 

45. On the Contrary, wee heere ſee in this Image and Type allo the 
great Chaſtity and Purity of Joſeph, who when he was drawne and held 
with power, yet fled from this whore,and had rather leave his Garment 
and good Nameat Stake, that he might but keepe a good Conſcience. 


The Holy Figure ſtandeth thus : 


46. When this chaſt New virgin childe 1n the Spirit of Chriſt, ſeeth 
this whore in fleſh and bloud draw neere it, that her deſire layeth hold 
on this Chaſtity, then it flyeth out of the houſe, that is , this virgia 
childe hideth it ſelfe in its owne Principle, and may not comeneere the 
foule, ſeeing the ſoule is defiled by this whores Poylon, ſo that it js 
brought into Luſt ; thus ſtrongly the divine: purity ſhields it (elfe from 
the Devills vanity.

7, For,in this New childe there (tandeth the faire Carbuncle-Stone 
of the higheſt Love of God in the Name TES US, which ſuffersst (elfe 
to be ſullyed zo more, for it once palled through Death & Hell in Man, 
it will be pure and poſleſſe theT hrone of God, whereupon the Scripture 
ſpeaketh ſtrongly, that , * Whoſoever hath once taſted the ſweetneſſe of the 
world to come, and departeth from it againe,that this ſoule hath no forgiveneſſe 
more for Ever; that 18 no other, then where the Noble Virgia childe is 
borne a new againe out of the ſoule in its {ubſtance that faded in Adam, 
and the ſoule departeth quite from 1t againe, and ſevercth it ſelfe from 
it with its will, ſo that it fadeth againe once wore z there is no remedy for it 
more Fternally : For in the Birth of this virgin childe ; the foretſf oe 
Eternal! Joy is given to the ſoule, and that is done 1n the Wedd 
the Lamb ; knowne to * our School fellowes. 

3. Therefore, this Noble Virgin with her faire Stone hideth it 
ſelte frequently from the ſoule, but ſhee breaketh not off from the Marri- 
age, except the ſoule breaketh it ſelfe -l from her ; and there is great 
weeping and lamentation towards the ſoule, if it defile it felfeagaine , as 
in the little booke of Repentance is ſet forth, and cannot eafily betall

49. This wee underſtand in this figure, how very chaſt modeſt and 
pure hearts are given to the children of God 1n their jnward Ground, 
and how they muſt be ſtrongly proved and tryed, before the Govern- 
ment of Divine Viſton will begiventhem, to be able to ſee the Myſteri- 
un Magnm,the Great Myſtere. 50. And 
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} Gen-39.16, $50» And Moſes ſayth further : 4 And Potiphars wife layd up his Garment 
I 7. by ber untill his Maſter came home, and told him thoſ: very words, Wee (eein 
this Hgure the perfidious treacherous dealmgs of the world , how wick- 
edly they recompence and reward their Chriſtian faithfull Servants and 
Miniſters : Joſeph carried himſelfe faithfully in the ſight of their whole 
houſe, and all /xcceeded happily that went through his hand : but when 
he would not lye with this whore, to pollute himſe!fe with her, then 
ſhee perſecuteth him in his Body and Life, and ſi#dyeth how to (teale a- 
way his honour from him by falſhood and wickedneſſe; when ſhee can. 
not take it away with ſubtilty and devilliſh plotes. 

51. This now 1s affewre, {hewing , how grievous Enemies a true 
Chriſtian bath, and that he'1s every where encompaſlled with Enemies; 
and though perhaps he ſtandeth in tewporall fclicity, and have the fa- 
vour and good will of many Men, yet he ought zo? to be ſecure : for the 
Devill continually hunteth after him to finde how to make him fall ; 
for, what the Devill cannot doe by himſelfe, ro Gods children in fleſh 
and bloud, that he attempts by. his inſtruments, falſly to betray the chil- 
dren of God, and that even Gt their feare of God, their honeſty and 
vertue, 

52. For, if the New heavenly Eve be borne in Gods Children, then 
the Devill in the Earthly £ve will zot enaurett; for a whore and a mo- 
deſt Virgin will very ill ſtand together. 

53. And thus the children of God, have no greater danger, then when 
they are exalted to worldly honour, for the Devill is a Spirit of Pride, 
and ſets himſelfe with his Luſt in worldly highneſſe and magnificence, 

* Or, High in * High Offices : for, he will alwayes ſtill be a | Prince of this world, as 
Places, Chriſt alſo calleth him 3 and he 1s fo indeed according tothe property 
ob. © I of vanity, falſhood, and wickednefle, and alwayes ſects his Throne and

'- $4. Therefore he will not readily exdyre that a Foſeph ſhould ſit neere 
him, but thoſe that are Rich, Noble,tofcy,and ſtately, honouring them- 
ſelves, which hunt onely after worldly honour, pleaſure, and voluptu- 
ouſneſle, who fill their Bellyes dayly, and are bold, (tout, furious, and 
fall with plenty, and hunt ney after ſuttlety and Policy , ſeeking how 
they may wreſt from the miſerable his ſweate,and convert it into pride, 
who trimme and ſet themſelyes forward in every place, taking pleaſure 
in themſelves in ſuch Dreſſes and Ornaments, giving one another great 
Complements, and Corrtſh1p,and aſcribe great ticles of honour to them; 
where the houſes ſtuck full of ſuch trimmed dreſſed whores under a 
modeft and chaſt ſhew & appearance, there is the Devill a frolick Gueſt, 

* Property and for it goeth according to his * owne hearts defireand will. ; 
Condition. 55. But if God {end a Joſeph thither, who would faine live and doe 
according to the will of God, then it happeneth to him as to Joſeph ; and 
to Daziell, whom they wickedly and with falſhood brought to the Ly- 
ons Den 3 and Joſeph they brought into Priſon ; but in the End the De- 

vills Kingdome 1s put toſhame, as in Joſeph and Daniel. 

56. Therefore if any will be a Joſeph, and alſo fit in worldly Offices 
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and honour, he muſt doe 1t with great earneſt ſincerity and humility of | ug 
his heart, and ref the Devill, that he may not be able with his ſtoole 
of Pride ro dwell with him ; it not, let him ſtay without it, or elſe he 
will fall to the ground 1n ſuch Ofhces. If Joſeph benot armed with Chriſt, 
who hath overcome the Devill, let him ler the high Offices alone; for 
the Devill will nor endure him int, while he 1s againſt him : Hemuſt 
either bea right Joſeph and Danic!l, or muſt havethe Minde of the norld, 
it he will governethe world. 

57. For, this world hath a T wofold Office, viz.Cods and Sathans Of- 
fice ; the one in Gods Love, the other in Gods Wrath, viz. according to 

the property of Light, and of Darkneſfle, which in the Nature of this 
world rule neereand i one another,and are two Kingdomes, as the one 
is (brit; Kingdome, the other 1s Sathars. 

58. Therctore if thou art not armed and wholly r:ſegeed to God, that 

thou canſt upon occaſion, with Joſep leave thy Garezent alſo thy honour 
and welfare, for the ſake of God, and for righteouſueſle, and overcome 
the Devill with Divize power and (trength; if not, preſle into no Of- 
fice cxcept thou beeſt rightly, duely, and orderly called thereunto, and 
then alſo thou {tandeſt erther 1n the Throne of Joſeph or of the world. 

59. Thou muſtin an Office, either ſerve Gud or the Devill, for thou 
can!t not ſerve two Maſters alike; for ſclfe and Reſignation aretwo 
diſtin ; he that ſerves God 1s Reſigned up into him, and in all things 
bath reſpect to Truthand Righteouſneſſe , and will promote that 3 Put he 
that ſerves Selte, hath reſpe& to favour, and the Highneſs and Magnifi- 
cence of the World,that he may have it allat his diſpoſing; This Officer 
is in the Miniſtry and Service of the Evill Adam, in whom the Drvi/l 
hath his Throne, & helpeth him to pronounce the Sentence of Juſtice. 

60. O thou worldly Judge, relie not thou upon the Tower of Babell, 
upon worldly Determinations, Ordinances, and Conclufions, upon hu- 
man= Inſtitutions, Statutes, Lawes and Decrees : the Top thereof 
reacheth not Into heaven; that is on+]y the height of the Confuſion of 
Strite, and a * mils- underſtanding : God ſeeth thee in thy very heart, + 0;, witaty; 
he proyeth and tryeth thy will and defites the Law pleads not for thee 
bitte God,though thou ordereſt thy ſelfe according to that, when thy | 
heart knoweth 1t ought to be quite otherwiſe; and then think no other» Fo 
wiſe with thy (elte, but that thou pronounceſt the ſentence of Juſtice | 
for the Devill, and ſerveſt hi-z under an hypecritica!l Mantle or Cloakez

61. And Moſes ſayth further ; || Then his Muſter t20ks bim and put him || Ge. 39.10, 
into Priſon, where the Kings Priſoners lay « and he lay there m Prifon ; but the **, 22, 23. 
Lord was with him, and vouchſafed proteion towards him, and cauſed him ty 
finile favour in the Eyes of the Officer of the Priſon , that be committed all the 
Priſoners in the Priſon, under his hand, that whatſoever was done there muſt be 
don: by him, for the Officer of the Priſon tookg not any thing upon bim : for 
th: Lord was nithJofeph, and what he did the Lord 12d: it ſucceſs full: Tn this 
figure wee ſee the finall and /aſt proofe and Triall of Gods Children, : 
how they muſt leave their honour and wellfare, aud alſo put their life 
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in hazzard, and refigne themſelves wholly to God , to doe whatſoeyer 
he will with them, for they muſt forſake all tor Gods ſake and leave the 
World, and be as a Priſoner who expeCcteth Death, and telyeth no more 
uporrany Man; and knoweth not how to get any Comtort from any 
Creature, but relyeth barely and meerely upon God and his Grace, and 
then is a Man paſled through all proofes and Trialls, and now ſtands 
waiting the Commands of his Lord, what he will have him tobe. 

62, For, he ſayth very inwardly to God: Lord, wilt thou have mee 
io Priſon and-in miſery,that I ſhall fit in Darknelle, then I will willing. 
ly dwell there; if thou bringeſt mee into He!l,I will goe along ; for thoy 
art my heaven ; If Thave but thee, I enquire not after heaven and earth, 
and if body and ſoule ſhould * faile, yet thou art my Comfort ; let mee 
be where I will, yet I am i» thee and thou i mee, I havefully enough 
when I have thee, uſe mee for what thou wilt. 

63. In this laſt proofe and Triall Man becomes the Image of God 
againe, for all things become one and the ſame, and are alike to him; 


_ Hee js all one with proſperity and adverſity , with poverty and Riches, 


with Joy and ſorrow, with Light and darknes, with Lite and Death; 
Hee is as nothing to himſe)fe, for 1n his will he 1s dead toall things, and 
he ſtandeth in a figure, repreſenting how God 1s in and through all, 
and yetis as a Nothing to all things, for they comprehend not him, and 
yet all is Manifeſted by him ; and hehimlſelte 1s all, and yet hath No- 
thing, for any thing is to him in the apprehenſion of it even as nothing, 
for it comprehends him not z Hee 1s as 1t were deadtoall things,and yet 
himſelfe is the Life of all things; He 1s ONE and yet NOTHING 
and ALL: thusalſo a Man becomes according to his reſigned will, 
when he yeelds himſe}fe wholly to God, and then his will falls againe 
into the unſearchable will of God, out of which he came in'the begin. 
ing, and then ſtandeth in the forme as an Image of the unſearchable 
will of God, wherein-God dwelleth and willeth. 

64, For, if the Creature willeth no more then what God willeth 
through it, then it is dead to it ſelfe, and ſtandeth againe in the firſt 
Image, viz. in that wherein God formed it in a Life ; for., what is the 
life of the Creature? nothing elſc but a ſpark of the will of God , which 
Creature now ſtandeth ſtill to the will of God, whoſe Life and will is 
Gods, who driveth and governeth it, * 

65. But that which * willeth awd runneth of it ſelfe,that rendeth it ſelfe 
from theintire will of God, and bringeth it ſelfe into ſelfehood, where- 
in yet there 1sno reſt, for jt muſt Jive and run on 1n ſelfe will, and isa 
meere unquietnels z for unquietnels is the life of ſelfe- will; for, when 
the will willeth it ſelfe no more, then nothing can torment it more, its 
willing 1s its owne Life; and whatſoever | willeth in and with God, 
that is one Life with God. 

66. Ir 1s better to know nothing, then to willaccording to ſelfe; for 
that which knowerh nothing, the will of that paſſeth away with the 
Creaturely Life, and its Strife hath an End, and hath no more ſource or 
torment, as wee may underſtand in * irrationall Creatures. 

67. For 1t 1s the Source and Torment of all the Damned that they 
L are wiſhing and wovlding, yiz. they would that which is ſelfe, and in 
their woulding they generate || Idea's, Species, and Formations, vis. 

\ _ Contrary 
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Contrary wills and deferes, the will being at ſtrife, ſo that one thing is 
Manifeſted in Multiplicity, wherein it 1s at Enmity with it ſelfe, but 
when it is one with the Ecternall One, then can 0 Emmity be therein, 
and there is alſo »o poſhibility of Enmity therein, 

68. Therefore jt is Mans Laſt proofe or tryall, when he ſtandeth ſtill 
to God in all things; then in him, light proceeds out of Darkneſle, life 
out of Death, and Joy out of Sorrow ; for God is in and with him in all 
things, and bleſſerh him ; as was done to Joſeph in the Priſon, his Priſon 
became Joy to him : for he became alſo a Governour oyer the Priſon 
in the Priſon ; he was as a Priſoner,and yet as a Maſter of the Priſoners, 
he governed the Priſon, and the Priſoners, and was a Patron, Foſterer 
arid Guardian to the diſtreſſed, his Maſter tookenothing upon him, and 
was well pleaſed with what Joſeph did, for all was very pleaſing and 
right in his fight. 

69. Thus,underſtand us here according to its precious worth ; when 
Man is intirely reſigned to God, then, 18 God, his will, and God takes 
nothing upon him, about what Man doth , nothing is againſt him : for 
Gods will doth it in himſelfe, and all finne ceaſeth, and although Gods 
will of Anger ſtirreth in him, and bringeth fire from heaven from the 
Lord ; as was done by Elzas ; yet all 1s right in the fight of God, for the 
party doth it not, but God through him, he is the Inſtrument through 
which God ſpeaketh and aQeth. 

70. Now as God, jn ſo much as he js God, can will wotbing but that 
which is Good, or elſe he were not God,, if he himſelfe would any thing 
that were Evill ; ſo alſo there can be nothing in ſuch a Mans will but 
bleſſing onely, and the will of God; as was ſayd of Joſeph, God was 
with him in all his doings , and bleſſed all things through his hand , 
thus to the honeſt and vertuovs, a light ariſeth in the darkneſle, and the 
Night is turned into Day to him ; and adverſity is turned into proſpe- 
rity, and the Curſe, wickedneſſe, and malice of the world is turned into 
Paradiſe ; and it 15 with him as Saint Paw! ſayth ;* AU things muſt ſerve to 
the be$F to them that love God. ; | 

71, For Joſephs Priſon brought him before King Pharaoh,and ſet him 
upon the Throne over that Land and People; and made him Lord over 
his Father and brethren, and to be a {Guardian, and Officer, of the 
King, and to be Gods Regent and Governour, through whom God ru- 
led great Countries and Kingdomes, as the like may be ſeene alſo 
in Daniel. 

72. Therefore a Chriſtian ſhould learne to beare the] Temptation 
when God caſteth him into Joſephs Pit and Priſon,and relye upon God 
in «/ his doings, and entirely reſigne himſelfe into God , and then God 
would be more potent ix him, then the world and hell is ; for all thoſe, 
would at length, after he hath ſtood out all the tryalls,be put to ſcorne,

How Joſeph in Priſon Expounded King Pharaohs Chiefe 
Butlers and Bakers Dreame to each of them; 
and what js to be underſtood thereby. 


Upon the 40 Chapter of Geneſis, 


N this Chapter the Spirit repreſentetha figure,ſhewing how the Spi. 
I rit of God ſeeth through Mans Spirit, and bringeth Mans Spirit into 
his ſeeing, or viſton, ſothat it can underſtand hidden ſecret things ; for, 
to. Expound Dreames, is nothing elſe, but to ſee and underſtand the fi. 
gure, how the Spiritzs Mundi, the Spirit of the World in the Conſtella. 
tion of Man, frameth it ſelfe intoa figure, with thoſe things, which in 
the humane Life are cleerly in working, or indeed are tramed in a fi. 
gure inthe Conſtellation by a Great ConjunCtion, the working not be. 
ing yet begun, & yet 3s Modelliſed Naturally, where the Spirit of Man, 
by divine power knoweth 1n the prefiguration, what working and ef- 


fe# it hath; alſo it may, be underhood by the diligent conſideration of

working 1s prefigured, what naturally is wrought and repreſented by 
this power. ge. | | CES: 

'2; But while Joe was a childe, and did not outwardly buiſie him; 
ſelfe in this Art, therefore it 18 to be underſtood, that the Spirit of God 
with his ſeeing or viſion brought him into the Image or Idea of the 
Dreame, and that the Spirit of God explained the Dreame through the 
Spirit of Joſeph ;,.as was done alſo by Daniel; for, to expound Dreames, 
1s nothing elſe but to underſtand a Magick Image or repreſentation of 
the Aſtrum, Aſpe&, or Conſtellation in the humane property, 

3. For, every Man bezreth the Image of his Conſtellation, viz. a Ma- 
gick.* Aſteriſme 10 himſelfe,and when the Time cometh, that ſuch Ma- 
gick Image, of the ſupertour;Conſtellation is kinaled, then it enteteth 
upon its working, and then the Aſtrall Spirit beholds it ſelfe in the F- 
lements, and ſeeth what figure it hath. | es 

4- But the Elements being | voyd of underſtanding, and affording 
onely a|| Beaſtiall Body in their figure, therefore the Aftrall Spirit can - 
diſcerne nothing elſe, but the forme of ſome ſuch earthly Creature; ex- 
cept the * ſouliſh Spirit be, concomitant. in the working of the Aſtrall 
Spirit, then 15 it premodelled ina humane forine, and jn a true naturall 
way,and-manner of figure; for the Soule onely hath true humane Eyes, 
but the Aſtral] Spirit hath onely a beaſtiall appearance, and ſeeth after 
the manner of a Beaſt.

5. Yet ſeeing there is a great difference between a falſe and wicked 
ſoule, (which dayly Imacineth in a Beaſtiall manner of figure, and wll- 
leth and deſereth beafſtiall =, and a pious divine ſoule, wherein the 

lfo arethe Magicall Imaginations and re- 
preſentations in the Aſtrall Spirit,different ; for a Beaſt,Dreameth | ac- 
cording to Phaſe, and ſo doth a Beaſtiall or animall Man, though in-

deed the *, Image or Idea of the Conſtellation doth certainly co-model- 
liſe it ſelfe, whether 1n Evill or in Good, according as the Aſtrall Spirit 
eagerly!longeth orluſteth in it ſelfe,when it ſo vieweth what ſtands na- 
turally as a working 1n it; butfeeing it is a Beaſt, therefore it introdu-

6. But where a true Viſion 1s ſeene in Man,that is done by the ſoules 
modelifing, when it co-Imageth or co-modelleth it ſelfe in the figure 
through its Imagination; then the Image or repreſentation ſtandeth in 
the _—_ humane wsderſianding, though indeed the Aſtrall Spirit con- 
tinually Imageth or frameth it ſclfe in Earthly formes, ſo that very ſel- 
dome an entire perfeCt vifion appeareth as the work or effe& in it ſelfe 
ſhall bez alſo Mans owne Imagination it ſelfe doth often alter it, what 
a Man thinks or Imagineth 1n the day,viz.that Magick forme, makes it 
ſo, that the figure is according to his Imagination. 

7. Yet the right viſions are, when Mans will reiZeth in God, and then 
1s Gods will manifeſt in Mans will, and then the ſoule ſeeth with Gods 
Eyes from its moſt inward Ground, where it (ſtands in the word of God, 


and then the Speaking Word goeth with the Soules, into the Magick * 


Image of the Conſtellation, and then the Aſtrall Spirit carrot Image or 
faſhion it ſelfein the Phantie, but mult ſtand in the Image in the figure 
as the Conſtellation 1s , and then the ſoule feeth what the Moſt High 
hath prefigured, and what ſhall come to paſle : and then the Word of 
God, viz. the ground of the ſoule expreſleth the figure in the ſoule, fo 
that the ſoule wnderfiandeth 1t; as heere Joſeph and allo Davie Expreſled 
and Expounded ; As ſoone,now, as the figure of the viſion was told be- 
fore Joſeph, the Spirit of God was together in the voyce of the relatour, 
and 1n Jſeph Expounded the vifion, tor ſoalfo are the Magick yiſions 
of all the Prophets. 

8. For, after God hath once appeared to a Prophet in an audible 
voyce, and called them to be Prophets,as to * Sammel/; then afterwards 
he appeared tothem 1n Magick viſions, and anſwered them upon their 

WO[EZOMLS. 

at The right Prophetick Ground of the Magicall ſeeing and under- 
ſtanding 1s thus ; Every Prophet is a limitt wherein a Time 1s 1nclu- 
_ ded, or an Age Comprehended; and he is the Mouth of that Kingdome 
or Dominion, that 1s, when that Kingdome, hath awakened and genera- 
ted the Turba in it, then 15 he the Mouth of the Inward Ground, which 
declareth and exprelleth the vanity in the Turba, and alſo the Grace of 
God, which hath taken compaſſion on the humane miſery , and oppo- 
ſed the wrath of the Turba, and reproveth that Kingdome for their ya- 
nity and Idolatrie, and comforteth them with the introverted Grace 
againe. | 

: 10. For, his Spirit ſtandeth 1n the figure, in the Eternall Speaking 
Word of God, from which the Life was expreſſed or Spoken forth, and 
became a Creature, introverted againe as an Inſtrument of the Spirit of 
God, whereby the Spirit of God ſpeaketh and intimateth 3 forthe Pro- 
phetick Spirit could not 1n its owrze might and power declare future 
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hidden things, if the Spirit of God did not ſee through it, and that the 
Word of God did alſo goe together through his Word into the Magick 
figure which the Prophet ſeeth. 

11. For,the Brophet knoweth »ot any thing beforehand in his owne 
power and authority, which he declareth, but when the Word mod- 
de)leth it ſe}te together in the figure, then the Prophetick Spirit ſeeth 
through Gods ſeerng, how the Word of God goeth allo together upon 
the figure : and then the Word expreſleth, declareth, and Expoundeth 
the figure through the Prophetick Spirit, as heere was done by Joſeph ; 
when the Kings Officers told their Dreames, then the Word let the fi- 
gure in Joſephs underſtanding how it ſhouJd come to paſlle, ſo that Jo- 


ſeph knew what their viſions want. 


12. Bnt he knew it not beforehand;but 1n the telling of the Dreame, 
the word of underſtanding modelled it ſelfe 1n Joſephs underſtanding, that 
he knew it; for Joſephs Spirit ſtood 1n a Magick figure, * introverted 
apaine into the Word, after the manner, as the New Birth in the Sp1- 
rit of Chriſt ſtandeth introverted againe : fo alſo the other Prophets 
through whoſe Mouth, Gods Word, Expounded and expreſſed from 
the Inward Ground, through their Mouth, the Wonders of God in Na. 


ture, viz. in the formed Creaturely Word. 


13. By this figure of Joſeph, 1n that he obtcined Divine knowledge 
and $k1ll, and could expound hidden things ; we ſee, how the introver- 
ted Spirit of Man reſigned up into God,when he forſaketh all that is his 
owne, doth attaine the Divine Eye to ſee and underſtand ; ſo that he pets 
much moreagaine then. he forſooke, and that he 1s much richer, then 
when he enjoyed hisowne 3 for in his owne. will he had and poſleſſed 
onely a Particular ; but in the Reſignation he gets into the Totall, viz. 
into the univerſal, into All; for ALL 1s, from the Word of God. 

14. Thereforeif he cometh into that , he cometh into the Ground, 
wherein all lyeth in the Eternity, and from being poore becomes 1ich, 
as Joſephs figure declareth, that a poore Priſoner became a Prince, and 
that onely by the Divine Word , that had manifeſted it ſelte in him, when 
the Word 1n bis ſubmiſſive dereliQion and forſaking all, Expreſſed or 
ſpake forth it ſelfe againe,and ſo ſpake or pronounced Joſeph into a Re- 
gall Government, and Dominion, through whom the Word of God 
would rule in Xgypt, and give the naive for ſuch a Kingly Go- 
vernment, 

15. Wee ſee further in this figure of Joſeph , * How at the length a! 
muſt ſerve for the beit to Gods Children, all the wrong they muſt ſuffer, 
that will turne to meere Joy in the Ifluc; tor in troubl- and afflition 
they learne to know what they axe, how very weake and »1/erable they 
are in their owne ſelves, and how neere, Death and Miſery attend them, 
and how all the Truſt, confidence, and expectation they have of An, 
in that they will relie upon Man, and truſt to the favour of Man, is a 
very fickle uncertain thing; alſo how Man ſhould turne his Hope to- 
wards God, when he expetteth to be delivered out of troubleby the 
favour of Man, yet ſoat length the favour and Councell of Man * muſt 
ſtand him 1n ſtead. 

16. But if a Man will expect the favour and Councell of Man, he muſt 
{ct his hope upon God, and looke whether God will give him comforr, 


ty 
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by bumanc meanes, and releaſe him from miſery, and not ſet his hopgup- 
on the favour of Man, but looke upon God, to ſee what he will worke 
by meanes; and thoughit ſeeme as if God had forgotten.as heere with 
Joſeph, who mult remaine Two yeares in Priſon, then he muſt conſider 
with himſelfe that God will have him heere , but if he will through 
meanes have him in anorher Place, then he will afford meanes for it, and 
ſend it in due time, as Is to be ſeene heere. 

17. The miſhap, of the Kings Officers, in that they were put into Pri- 
ſon to Joſeph, was a meanes whereby God would bring Joſeph before the 
King bur 1t was not done ſuddenly , becauſe Joſeph hoped the Kings 
Butler would ſpeake a Good word for him to the King, and tell his 7-:- 
nocency ; but the Butler forgat him, & left Joſeph lying 1a the Dungeon, 
that Joſeph might wholly deſpaire of humane meanes, and flic to God, 
and when he doth that, and deſpaires of all bumane meanes, and barely re- 
lyeth on God, then muſteven that meanes, in which Joſeph had hoped, 
and yet alſo had long deſpaired ofany helpe from it,break forth againe, 
and ſtand him 1a ſtead. 

18. By this, a childe of God ſhould learne, that all which he prayeth 
to God for, that it ſhould ſt.,nd him in ſtead by Man, that he ſhould not 
ſet his hope upon May, but upon God, then at length every thing is 
done which he hath prayd to God for, that ſhould ſtand him in ſtead, by 
humane meanes, when the Minde "Yr paires of humane meanes, and di- 
yeth downe into God againe, then Gads helpe breaks forth through 
humane meanes. Thus the Minde 1s inſtructed, to learne to truſt in 


God.

M the water, and ſaw ſeaven faire fatt Kine ariſe out of the water, and 1»*> 3,453 
went to feede in the Meadow; after this he ſaw other ſeaven Kine ariſe out of %s Jo Ge 
the water, which were ill favoured, leane, and Meager, and drew neere the Kine 
that were by the water ſide, and the lcane Meager and ill favoured devoured the 
ſeaven faire fatt Kine z, then Pharaoh awaked : and he ſlept againe , and area- 
med once more, and ſaw ſeaven Eares grow out of TO , full and thicke ; 
But afterwards he ſaw ſeaven thinne blaſted Eares ſpring up, and the ſeaven 
thinne and blacke Fares devoured the ſeaven full and thick Eares : then Pha- 
raoh awaked and obſerved that it was a Dreame ;, and when it was Morning, 
his Spirit was troubled, and he ſent forth to call all the * Magicians of Expt, *Truth- fellers, 
and all the Wiſe men,and related to them his Dreames : but there was none that 196: 
conld interpret them to Pharaoh. | © 

2. Theſe Dreames of Pharaoh were repreſented to him from God,

turall Mages bath power onely m Nature, onely in that which Nature 
frameth in its working 3 be cannot apprehend that, nor adviſe in that, 
which the word of God modelleth & frameth ; but a Prophet hath power 
to interpret that; for he isa Divize Mags, as heere Joſeph. 

3. With the Zgyptiens the Magick Art and skill was Commoz ; but 
when it was miſuſed to Witchcraft, it was extirpate, although it remai. 
ned among the Heathen till the Kingdome of Chriſt,till the Divine Ma. 
gia ſprung up,then the Natural! Magia was ſupprefled among the Chri- 
{tians, which in the beginning was well that 1t was ſuppreſſed , for the 
Heatheniſh*Faith was thereby allayed and quenched ; and the Magick 
Images of Nature, which they honoured for Gods, were rooted out of 
Mens hearts. 

4. But when the Chriſtian Faith was common, then came other Magi 
up, viz. the Ses in Chriſtendome, which they ſet up for Gods inſtead 
of the Images of Heathen Idols, and drive on greater Delufioxs,thea the 
Heathen with their Magick Idolls. 

5. For, the Heathen looked upon the Ground of the poſſibility and 
working of Nature : but theſe ſet themſelves abovethe ground of Na- 
ture, meerely in an Hiſtoricall Faith, and ſay that men ought to beleeve 
that which they,contrive. 

6. As at this very Day Titulary Chriſtendome is full of ſuch Magi, 
as haye 0 Naturall underſtanding, either of God or of Nature more 
among them, but onely an Empty Babbling of a ſupernaturall Magick 
Ground, wherein they have ſet up themſelves for Idoll-Gods, and un- 
derſtand neither the Divine nor Naturall Aagis, ſo that the world is 
made ſtock-blind by them, whence the Contention and Strife in Faith 
and Religion 1s ariſen, that men ?a/ke much of Faith , one drawing this 
way another that way, and make a multitude of Opinions, which are 
altogether worſe then the Heatheniſh Images, which indeed had their 
ground and foundation in Nature; but theſe Images have no ground 
either in Nature, or in the ſupernatural! Divine Faith, but are dumb 
Idolls, and their Miniſters are Beals Miniſters. 

7. Andas it was highly neceſſary and good,that the Naturall 2{zgia 
was diſcontinued amongſt the Chriſtians,where the Faith of Chriſt was 
manifeſt : ſo now at preſent it is much ore neceſlary that the Naturall 
AMagia were againe manifeſt, that indeed Titulary Chriſtendomes Idolls 
which 1t maketh to it ſelfe, might through Nature be made fhanifeſt 
and krnowee, that Man might know in Nature the Outſpoken or expreſ- 
ſed formed Word of God, as alſo the New Regeneration, and alſo the 


Fall and Perdition, that thereby the Contrived ſupernaturall dels 


might be ſuppreſſed, that men might at length in Nature learne to un- 
derſtand the Scriptures, ſeeing Men will not confide in the Spirit of 
God 1n the Divine Mage of true Faith , but lay their foundation upon 
the Tower of Babell, in the Contention and Contrived 7dol/ Opinions, 
viz. 1n the Edits and Traditions of Men. 

8. I doe ot ſay that Men ſhould ſeeke and preach the Heatheniſh 
Magia againe, and take up Heathen 7do/ls againe, but that it is needfull 
tolearne to ſearch the Grownd of Nature, viz. the formed Word of God 
in Loyeand Anger, with its re-expreſiion , that Men might not be ſo 
blinde concerning the Effence of all Eflences, 9. For 
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9. For the Fathers of the firſt Faith, were not ſo blinde concerning 
the Kingdomeand Dominion of Nature,but did know in and by Nature, 
that there was a hidden God , who had made himſelfe viſible, by the 
Word of his Exhalation and Information of the Created World, and 
bave knowne Gods Word by the Creation , which is now at preſent 
much the more neceſſary, that the Opinion- Idolls might come to light 
and be knownez that Man might at length ſee, what Faith is, that it is 
not an Opinion and Conceit, but a Divine * Subſtance or Eſflence,which 
Subſtance or Eſſence i» the viſible Man, is hidden to outward Eyes, 
as the Inviſible God is hidden in the viſible ſubſtance of this World, 

10. But that the Magi Natwrales, the Natural! Magicians, could not 
Expound Pharaohs Dreames, this was the cauſe , Pharaohs Dreames 
ſprang from the Centre of Nature, which the Heathenjſh Magicians un- 
derſtood not;-for their Magick Ground in their underſtanding, was 
onely in the working and | Figure of the Conſtellation or Aſteriſme, 
and 1n the Elements ; they underſtood not the Ground of the Etcrnall 
Nature, out of which the Nature of this world had its Original], and 
wherein it ſtandeth : but the Dreames of Pharaoh had their Originall 
out of the Eternall Nature, and were repreſented jn a viſible Image in 
the outward Nature of Time, and in the outward figure * of Man. 

11. Forthe | ſeaven fat Kine in the Paſture, ſignifie, in the inward 
Ground, the || ſeaven properties of the Eternall Nature, jn the Holy good 
Subſtance or Efſence viz. in the Kingdome of Heaven , where the Di- 
vine power is Subſtantiall; and the * ſeaven leane ll favoured meager 
Kine, ſignifie, in the 1nward Ground, the | ſeaven properties ofthe Eter- 
nall Nature, in the wrath of God, viz, in the Kingdome of Hunger and 
Thirſt, where Nature is without the Divine Subſtance of the, Good 
Power of God and the || ſeaven thick fatt and full Eares, and alſo the 
* ſeaven drie blaſted Eares, fignifie the ſame alſo. | 

:2, But that this Dreame appeared twofold to Phergoh , it fignifieth 
io this figure, firſt the ground of the Eterna!l Naturean its ſeaven pro- 
perties, what God would ſhew thereby ; Secondly, as tothe ſecond ap- 
pearance, it ſfignifieth the humane Ground, which 1n its Subſtance hath 
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its Creaturely Originall out of the ſeaven properties ; Moreover it de- 


notes the twofold Man, according to the Outward Body,and the outward 
Spirit, and then according to the 1-ward Souliſh or animall Spirit, and 
according to the inward holy Subſtance of the Divine Subſtantiall 
power ; and (tandeth in the * figure of a Holy Divine Man, who is faire 
and full of divine power and vertue, who walketh and feedeth in the 
true heavenly Paſfure of the Subſtance of the Subſtantiall wiſdome of 
God. 

13. And it denoteth ſecondly , a wicked and ungodly Man, who is 
withered, meager, leane, and ill.tayoured as to that Divine Subſtance, 
and yet is even the ſame Natures property as the Divine is : but he is 
withered and, corrupted as to its good-Sub(tance ; the Wrath of the 
Eternall Nature in the ſeaven properties hath conſumed its Subſtance, 
lo that it is now as a hungry fire- Spirit, | | 

14. Thusthe great. God. repreſenteth before Pharaob, what at this 
time ſtood-jn the figure of the Zgyptians, for he would vilite them : 
firſt, he ſheweth them his great Grace, in giving them Joſeph a Prophet

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| and wiſe Prince to Governe them : alſo he ſheweth them in this viſion 
that in his Grace in the Kingdome of the inward and outward Nature 
in the ſeaven properties, there is meere Bleſſzrg and good things; if 
they would walke therein, they would be as the ſeaven fatt Kine and 
Eares. 
15. Butifnot, then his wrath would come upon them , and conſume 
' their good things in Body and Soule, and make them leane, dry, and 
withered; as was done to the Devills, when of Angells they became 
Devills, then their good things, viz. the Subſtantial! Divine Wiſdome 
in them, faded, and their ſeaven properties of the Eternall Nature be. 
came ſo ill. favoured leane and dry, as the ſeaven withered Kine,and the 
ſeaven blaſted Eares, wherein was no more power and yertue, 

16. Andas the ſeaven withered Kine, and the ſeaven dry Eares de. 
youred the good fatt Kine and Eares, and were yet more leane and il1. 
favoured then before, that a man could not diſcerne that they had de. 
youred them : Thereby the great God alſo ſignifieth, that the wicked 
Man with his ſeayven properties of Nature en indled in the Anger of 
God, deyoureth the Good and faire 1»:age of God in him, by introdu. 
cing himſelfe into ſelfe-defire, in which ſelfe and wicked deſire,Nature 
becomes painfull, and falls into unquietneſle and diſturbance of its 
peace, and yet afterwards 1s ſtil] 11]-fayoured, abominable, loathſome, 
and drie; as a Covetous churliſh hungry Dogge, though he deyour 
much, his Covetows Natwrein his Envy conſumeth him, even his fleſh, 6 
that he hath notthat which he will not afford to other Dogges. 

' 17. Thus the great God repreſents by this, before the Xgyptians, 
ſeaven Good fatt yeares and ſeaven dry barren yeares which devoured the 
other ſeayen, ſo that a Man could not know the good an more, under 


which Ju very powertull things are prefigured, as ſhall be mentioned 
' | 


heereafter. 

13. But that Pharaoh was troubled at this viſion, and yet underſtood 
it not, neither could his wiſe Men interpret it ; this ſigntfieth, that God 
himſelfe would interpret it by his power and vertue iz: Joſeph, and that 
the Time of this viſitation was at hand, therefore was Pharaoh ſo moovyed 
in himſelfe that he would faine know it. 

19. But that the Wiſe- Men in the Light of Nature, could not inter- 
pret it, ſigoifieth, that the Workes of God are hidden to the Natural! 
Man without Grace, arid that he knoweth or underſtandeth nothing of 
the wayes of God, unleſle God reveale or manifeſt them thereby in and 
through him, for this was a Motion of the Eternall Nature through 
the outward Nature, therefore the Naturall Wiſe-Men could not un- 
derſtand it. 

20. And when none could interpret it to the King, the Kings Butler 
thought on Joſeph, that he had interpreted his Dreames for him, and 
told it to Pharaoh; And heere in this viſion of Pharaohs, God called Jo- 
ſeph, and that which he had deſired two yeares agoe through mans 
helpe was fu{filled and granted unto him. 

21, Then Pharaoh ſent and commanded Joſephto be called,and they brought 
jees "ny ont of the 4. af and he was ſhaved and put on other Garments, 
and came into Pharaoh ;7 ſayd Pharaoh to him, I have dreamed a Dreame, 
and there is none that can interpret it, but Ihave heard of thee, that when thou

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heare#Þ a Dreame, thou canſt interpret it : and Joſeph anſwered Pharaoh an1 
ſayd,that is not * of mee , yet God will propheſse good to Pharooh , and Pharaoh

22. This figure, that Joſeph put on other Garments and was ſhaved, 
when he was to enter 1jn before Pharaoh, lignifieth this tous, that God 
" at preſent had put off the Garment of his Miſery, and had now puton 
him the Garment of Wiſdome, and would have him now io another 
place then he was in before; and ſet him before Pharavh with the Gar- 
ment of Wiſdome, and woyld give him for a Guardian to Pharaoh; for 
the Spirit of 2/oſes ſetteth downe the figure Excellently accurately and 
properly, as if he had a great defire to play and delight himſelfe there- 
n 


23. And wee lee further, that Joſeph ſayd to the King , that it ſtood 
not 72: hjs natural] power and Might, to know ſuch hidden things, but 
that God alone gavehim to know it, ſo that he needed neither Art nor 
Magick Images about1t, but God would interpret good to Pharaoh 
through him. | 

24. Therefore ſhould a Magws give up his will to God, and fix his 
Magick Faith, ( wherewith he will ſearch the figure of Nature in its 


formes and | Conditions,) i» God, that he may apprehend the Word of | or, atiriec. 


God, and introduce it into the figure of Nature, and then he is a right 
true Divine Magws, and may maſter the inward Ground with Divine 


power and vertue, and bring Nature into a * figure; hethat praQiſerh "us repre- 
enta4tions 


otherwiſe heerein, he 1s a falſe and wicked Mages, as the Devill and his 
Witches are. 

25. And it1sno way to be thought, as if a Chriſtian ought not to 
dare to meddle with the ground of Nature, but that hemuſt be a (lod 
and Dymb Image, in the knowledge and skill of the ſecret Myſteries of 
Nature ; as Bebe/!ſayth, Man ought not to dare to ſearch and know it, 
it were finne; which all of them one and other underſtand as much of 
the Ground of ſ#-rme, as the Pott doth of the Potter. 

26. When they ſhould tell how (inne 1s finne, and how Man doth 
cauſe God to be Angry and in wrath, then they have no other way to 
turne themſelves to evade it, but Images or conceits of Opinions,which 
ſhutt up the Conſcirnce in ſuch Images and Conceits, ſo that the Con. 
ſcience 1s affraid of their Images, and the Ground of linne, according to 
the ſeaven Properties of Nature; ( how their fatt Kine are made leane 
and drie ) they know not. 

27, O ye Makers of Images, how doth the Anger of God in the in- 
ward Ground of your owne Nature, threaten you with the ſeaven bar- 
ren Kine and Fares : Joſeph 13 o#t of Priſon, and declareth the Councel! 
of God to Pharaoh. 

28. Thetime is even at hand, wherein the figure of Pharaoh ſhall be 
brought to Effect, your Images of falſe and wicked Magick ſhall be ma- 
nifeſted to the whole world by Joſephs Expoſition of the Viſion ; break 
off from the Images, and pray to God, that he wauld give you the «x. 
derſtanding of Pharaohs viſions, and then you may be partakers of the 
ſeaven good Kine and Eares within you. 

29. If not, then muſt all your Images of fatſe and wicked Magick 
be turned into ſuch Barren Kine and Eares, as they are indeed for the 
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moſt part already in the inward ground, and out wardly at preſert.are 
devouring, and alwayes devoure the Good times and ycares for they 


havealmoſlt quite devoured and ſwallowed up intothe Abyſe,all Love, 


Faith, Truth, Righteouſneſle, Humility,/and feareof God ; and at pre- 
ſent alſo they deyoureall outward food and ſuſtenance ; they haye de. 
veured the Silver, and there is nothing lctt but meager 'and baſe Cop.. * 
per, and yct they are {0 hungry and greedy, that they lye np. ja the 
Ccpper,as a Dog at a hard Bone, and would fatne have more to evour, 
and yet there 15no morefor them, : 

20. Therefore they are ſo hungry, that they themſelves worry and 
devour one another tor hunger, and bring their Land and Country into 
dearth and famine ; But heereby they are made Bondſlaves to the Anger 
of God in the ſeaven properties of Nature, as the whole Land of Zgypt 
was made King Pharaobs owne in the Deare rime of Joſeph, 

31. This Anger of God will heereafter give you ſeede, that you muſt 
ſow Images and Idolls and devour them againe your ſe]ves,as you have 
clecrly done for a long time, and muſt be its boneſſave ſervants,as Zgypt 
was tO Pharaoh, 

32. Letthis be told thee, O Xgypt of Chriſtendome , b Toſephs in» 
terpretation in the Spirit of Wonder of the {7x1 Number of the Seales : 
it concernes thee, awake and behold,the great famine of body and ſoule 
is at hand, or elſe thou mult be famiſhed. 

33. Thou ſtandeſt at preſent in no other *figure 1n the ſight of God, 
but that of the ſeayen I11-fayoured, hungry, withered, leane Kine and 
Eares: the Bleſſing of God in Body and Soule is departed from thee, 
that now thou hrrteſt after Good things and temporall ſuſtenance, and 
yet art not ſatisfied with it : and the more that thou doſt hunger and 
ſuck upon bones, thou wilt be (ti]] the more hunpry , till thou haſt de- 
voured all thy good Kine 1n Conſcience, both in Body and Soule, as alſo 
L and and People, and thy forme and feature 1s ſo 1ll-fayoured, that the 
Princes of the inward and the outward Heaven cannot endure to behold 
thee, but helpeto judge thee to the damnation of Death,ſayth the Spi- 
rit of Wonders in Jo/cphs interpretation. | 

34. Behold thy -ſelte now aright, art thou not thx 11]l- favoured and 
hungry, conſider all thy || faculties, thou art raving blinde with great 
hunger, for thou haſt ſwallowed that up into the Abyſle which ſhould 
bleſie theeand make thee happy, and ſet up the Hypocriſie of thy Idol 
Miniſters in (tead thereof; Righteouſneſs, Truth, Love, Faith, Humility, 
Chaltity , & the feare of God ere thy Bleſling by which thou wouldeſt 
become fatt againe, but thou haſt ſwa)lowed up all theſe properties,and 
ſett thine Tdolls in their ſtead, and covered them with Chriſts purple 
Mantle, and now the Evill hungry forme frature and properties of 
a Deyourer are awakened 1n thee. : 

35. The firſt devonring Property Covered with Chriſts Mantle 1s 
Prjde, viz. a Deſire af Selfe- Might, under thc lowly humble Mantle of 
Chriſt, reſolving to he potent and ſplendid, as Lucifer under his black 
Hood, who yet alwayes ſuppoſeth he is the moſt potent, when yet 1n 
the preſence of Ged heis but a Lord in Phantaſee. 

' 326, Theſecond property of thy hunger Covered with Chriſts Man- 
tle. is Lovetouſneſſe,” viz, the Deyourer , who devoureth himſelfe, and 
getteth

getteth from others their ſweate and fleſh from their bones and deyou- 
reth ir, and yet bath nothing, but alwayes lyeth like Poylon ſucking ont 
it ſclfe : this hath devoured all Truth, Righteouſneſle, Patience, Love, 
Hope, Faith, and the feare of God, and yet is bura meere huoger: at 
preſent it hath eaten all Silver from the Copper, and yer looketh as if 
it had devoured nothing, for nothing is to be ſcene in 1; but that it is 
hungryert}:en before; 1t hath devoured all good timesinto it ſelfe, and 
ſtill al wayes devoureth all proviſsons, which God of his Grace beſtoweth, 
and yet 1s every day por * with deyouring, and though he could. 
deyoure Heaven, he would deyoure Hel alſo,and yet remainetha meere 
hunger ſtill. . | 

37. The Third property of this Hunger Covered with Chriſts Man- 
tle, is Envy, viz. the ſonne of Covetouſneſle, and Pride is his Grand-fa- 
ther, this ſtingeth and pricketh and rageth in the hunger, as poyſon in 
the fleth, it ſt;ingeth 1n words and works, and poy nd all , It heth and 
cheateth, and 1s zever quiet : the more greedy Covetouſnels is to de- 
youre, the greater 1s this its ſonne Foy, it will poſleſfle all alone to it 
ſelfe, and yet hath no place of reſt, either in Heaven, this world, or Hell ; 
It can remaine neither 1a Heaven, nor in Hell , it ſtandeth onely in the 
hunger of Coverouſneſle, and is the /ife of Covetouſnefle, 

338. The Fourth property of Hunger Covered under Chriſts Mantle, 
is Anger, which is the ſonne of Envy, and Covetouſneſs is its Grand- 
father, what Envy cannot ſting to death, that will Anger ſtrike and fel 
to death: It 1s ſo evill and wicked that 1t breaks and ſhatters the Bones 
to pieces: It alwayes thiriteth after Murther , onely thatits Father and 
Grand- father, viz. Covetouſneſſe, Envy and Pride may have roome 
enough,it deſtroyeth body and ſoule in their kinde of fettnes,and waſt- 
eth Country and Cite, and 1s further ſo wicked that it would deſtroy 
Heaven and Hell, and yer hath no where any reſt. 

39. Theſe are the foure Elements of Hunger which deyoure and (wal. 
low up the ſeaven fatt Kine and Eares of Pharaoh, and yer are as they 
were before, and at preſent Joſeph hath ſeene and ranijeſted them in 
Pharashs Dreame, ſo that they are hecome manifeſt in che World, and 
are fer before the Eyes of the Watchmen who fit in Councell > 
ment, what is to be done more with theſe dry ill. favoured Kine,for God 
hath given them the ſeaven fatt Kine of the Manifeſtation of his Grace, * 
but they devoure all, and yet are fo very hungry , that Hell dwelleth 
intheir foure Elements, and the Kingdome of the Devill * ſtandeth in 
their figure. 114%; 

46. O Xgypt of Chriſtendome, thou hopeſt for Good , and yet de- 
ireſt onely to worke wickednefſe; No Good ſhall come to thee; ex- 
cept thou dyeft from this Hunger, thou wilt burſt thy felfe aſunder in 
this Hunger : whence ſhall good be interpreted to thee by Joſeph, when 
thou thus hungereſt the more ? Nature generateth inthee ſxch « thing 
as thy hunger and defire 1s, thou oughtelt to hope fornothing, except 
thou converteſt and putteſt on Joſephs New Garment,and then the Lord 
will give thee his Spirir,ſo that thou wilt ſee and zxder/tand thy Images, 
and put them away, and ſtand with Joſeph before the-Face of God, as Jo- 
ſeph before the Face of Pharaoh, and wilt beable to. (ce and interpret. the 
Wonders of God.

43- This whole Hiſtorie of the Dreames of Pharaoh are an Image, 
whereby the Spirit under an outward Aion, pourtrayeth and Typifi- 
eth the hxwane Ground, how Good, God Created him, an4 fet him in 
his fattnes, and how he 1s thus deſtroyed by Satharns Envy and Poyſon 
and changed into fo 111-favoured an Image. 

44. Burt in Joſeph the Spizit repreſenteth a figure , ſhewing, how a 
Man muſt apaine prin up through the New Birth out of this Poyſon, 
and how he ſhould be ſer before God againe, and how God giveth him 
his Spirit, and maketh him Aw/cr 1n his Houſe, how he ſhall gather in 
heavenly fruits in Faith and 4 good Conſcience againſt the time of Temp- 
tation, when the Dearth -or Famine, vzz.Gods Anger lifteth the ſoule. 

45.- In which fifting then, that fruit which is for foode, which ſtands 
by the ſoule in Repentance, and in which its little Pearle-Plant with 
its branches groweth, it takes alozgzand beareth good fruit. 

46. Thoſe fruits are then;Joſephs interpretation; as he declared Gods 
Counſcll and taught it to Pharaoh; ſo the New Birth bringeth forth ſuch * 
good fruit and dottrine, which makes knowne the way of God to Mar. 
kinde, and ſtandeth hefore him with wiſdome, as Zofeph before Pharaoh; 
And this.we ſeeinjo(epbs Councill,after he had interpreted his Dreame, 
he ſayd-to Pharaoh, * Let the King looke out for a wiſe and prudent Man, 
who may build Granaries for Pharaob,whore proviſion may be layd up that Men

For, Gods Love cometh oxely to help the weake, lowly, humble, 
deſtitute,forJorne, and forſaken,and not thoſe that goe on in the might 
and ſtrength of the Fire, not the Mjght of ſelfe, but the Impotency and 
that which is forſaken 3 whatſoever 1s lowly, diſregarded, humble and 
deſtitnte, in that, Love worketh and dwelleth therenn. | 

20, For Love in its owne property 1s nothing <lfe, but the Divize by. 
mility out of the profundity or ground of the Eternall One; Love ſeek. 
eth nor deſireth any thing but the One, for it ſelfe is the 0-e ; vis. the 
Eternall Nothing,and yet 15 through All,and in All, but the appropria- 
tion of ſelfe-will, 15 a Nothing to it. 

21, Therefore all 1s fooliſhand eſteemed evi/and baſe, in the ſight 
of Gods Love, whatſoever willeth1n its owne ſelfe Ability : though it 
may wel be profitable,as whereby the willing of nothing manifeſteth it 
ſelfe, yet it is in the ſight of the willing of Nothing, onely a Phantaſey, 
viz. a Sport of its owne driving on, and tormenting it ſelfe. 

22. For that which willeth nothing, but onely that out of which it 
is proceeded, that hath o torment in it ſelfe; for that, to it ſelfe, is No- 
thing. but is, onely to that,out of which it is proceeded. it ſtandeth ſub- 
ten to its Maker that made it, he may cauſe it to be Something or 
Nothing: and thus it is one and the ſame thing with the Eternal One : 

for it tormenteth not it ſelfe, it loveth not it ſelte, it feeleth not it ſelfe 

in its owne will : for it hath no will of its owne, but is given up to the 
Totall or wniverſall, - | 

23. As wee lee,that the foure Elements ſtand in ſuch a will ; they are 
fonre, and yet but one; for the foure ſtand in one Ground, & the Ground 

15nether hot nor cold, neither moiſt nor drie : it is that One Element, 
an unperceptible Life: but thus it would not be manifeſted to it ſelfe; 
Therefore God hath ſtirred it up, and exhaled and unfolded it out of 
himſelfe, that there might be oppoſp#70n to it ſelfe, and might perpe- 
tually ſtand in ſtrife, that the One might be manifeſted in Multiplicity. 

24. But heerin neither of them deſtroyeth the other that it ſhould 
_ ceaſe to be, and benothing , but that which is overpowered ſtandeth ſ#i/ 

to that which hath oveſſpowered it, the heate to the cold, or the cold to 
the heate,and there 1s 20 ſelfe poſlcfſion or willing, but one Element wil- - 
leth the other, that the other may be manifeſt, and when it it manifeſt, 
then it giveth 1t ſelfe to the ſtrongeſt inthe Stirring, and: fo there is a 
ſtrife, and yet the greateſt Love between them : for, in regard of the 
Love ſirnggling, \t is, that the ſtrife and willing or ſtirring ariſeth. 

25. Therefore Man in reſ] pect of his own willing,is an Ezemy to him- 
ſelfe ; if hedid give his will to God, and did yeeld to him, then God 
would will through bim, and with him, and his willing were Gods wil- 
ling: But ſeeing he loyeth his owne willing, and not that which hath 
given him the willing; it is a twofold Injury.

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"26. Onein reſpe&ofthe owne willing, thathe will not hold ſtill to 
the Originall and Ground of his willing, and be one and the ſame thing 
with it, as the foure Elements doe all pd up their willing into the 
Ground, out of which they proceed g and move, and will according to 
the ſame. 

27. Adſecond is, that he breakgth off his Love from the Love of the 
Abyſſe, and loyeth himſelfe,and forſaketh the Love that hath given him 
his Love; and himſelfe willeth, goeth, runneth,careth, and looketh af- 
ter many things,and breaketh himſelfe off from the UVrzty : therefore he 
runneth on 1n his own will in the formes or qualities of Nature and the 
foure Elements; as alſo in the Multjplicity of the Eſſences of the*Con- 
ſtellations in meere w:quietnes, 

28. And the unquietnes bringeth into Anxiety, and the Anxiety 
ſtandeth in the deſire of his will, and'the deſire includeth and over-ſha- 
doweth it ſelfe, ſo that it is dark in it ſelfe,and cannot ſee it ſelfe : there- 
fore the ſelfe-will runneth on in meere dark Anxiety, and vexeth it (elfe 
in the deſire, and ſeeketh the Love in the Deſire, and yet findeth no- 
thing thereto, but the | Image of the foure Elements which the defire it 
ſelfe maketh ; thus the will ſerveth its 7--4ges, and loveth the Image in 
it ſelfe, and that 1s the greateſt folly which Nature hath brought forth, 
—_ by it is the Inſtrument, whereby the higheſt Wiſdome is made Ma- 
nifeſt. 

29 . OyeMen, who count your ſelves wiſe, and receive honour one 
from another, 1n reſpect of your ſelfe-Loye and your owne will ; how 
Mad are ye in the fight of Heaven ! your own honour which your ſelves 
ſecke, is a ſtinke in the preſence of the onely Love of God ;z But he that 
ſceketh another and honoureth and loveth him, he isonething with 
the TotaZ : For when he ſeeketh and loveth his Brother, then he 1ntro- 
duceth his love into the Members of his Body, and 15 Loved,fought,and 
found of him , who made the firſt Man out of his Word, and 1s but one 
Man with all Men, viz.with the firſt 4dam, but one 10 all bis Members ; 
as alſo with the ſecond Adam, Chriſt, but one. 

30. For, God gave Man but one will, that he ſhonld will onely what 
God would ; God would have the World and the Creatures to be, and 
that he would by and out of his Word, this ſhould Man alfo will 
through that ſame Word, as that Word woxld have it , fo alſo ſhould 
Man alſo will to have it be; God Created all things 1n jts own fimili- 
tude or Image, by the Word and out of the Word; that one ſhould love 
another ; ſo ſhould Man alſo love his likenes and ſimilitude. 

31,” Fos All Menare but the One Man Adam, God Created onely him, 
and the other || creating, he left to Man, that he ſhould leave his will to 
God, and with God, generate the other Men out of himlelfe in that like- 
zes; but when that was not done, God curſed the power that was given 
to Man, ſo that the will of the Creatures is oppoſite to him , _— he 
would have them, to miſuſe them , and would no more be a Lord of the 
Creatures, but »::ng/ecth his Love alſo with them , whereupon. the foure 
Elements captivated him, and madehim allo a Beaſt as to the Body: and 
thus now herunneth on in the will of the Curſe.

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Creation : he ſuppreſſerh the right true will of God,and ſetteth his own 
willin the place ; he is with his will, an Enemy to all Creatures, and all

33- And therefore muſt thedivine will in Man be now borneagaine 
in ſuch anguiſh in the Oppoſite will, and the right divine will of the 
New Birth muſt ſuffer it ſelfe to have the Enmity of all Creatures ; and 
therefore, becauſe Man beareth in his Body a Beaſtiall will , whereia the 
beaſtiall Oppoſite will, together with the Curſe, 1s manifeſted : and fo 
now the Life in the Curſe, 1s at Enmity with: the Life in the Peace ,and 

will not ſuffer it 1n 1t ſelfe. | | 

34+. But if the Beaſtiall will in the fleſh could be wholly broken and 
killed, then the Curſe would ceaſe,and ſo no Creature could be at Enmi- 
tie more. , | £7 ba 

35- But ſeeing this cannot be, thercfore muft Man ſtand in Strife, 
and endure much evill to will in him from without, and to will much 
evill out from himſelfe, in and towards that which is without him, and 
ſo ſtandeth 1n firif between evill and good, and in evill and good, and 
liveth in the Strite of the Elements,and alſo 1n the (trite of bis own wil- 
ling that God gave him. ; 

36. For he complaineth alwayes, that wrong is done him, and yet 
bimſelfe is a wrong will, and the right will which he obtaineth in the 
Regeneration, Is ot his owne naturall willing, but it is the willing of 
the Grace of God, which is manifeſted in his willing, which willing day- 
ly killeth his naturall willing, and blameth Man by Gods inſtrument 
with the children of the Anger openly. 

7. Moſes ſpeaketh further and ſayth; * They anſwered him, and ſayd 
Wherefore : open my Lord ſuch words & It is far from thy ſervants to doe ſuch | 
« thing : Behold, the Money which we found aloft in the Sack wee have brought 
to thee againe ont of the Land of Canaan, how ſhould wee then have ſtolen out of 
thy Lords houſe either Silver or Gold © Hee with whom it is found among ws thy 

ervants, let hims be put to Death';, and moreover, wee will be the ſervants of my 
Lord : Hee ſayd,Jet it be as ye have ſpoken; He with whom it js found ſhall be my 
ſervant > but ye ſhall be quitt. 

38. This Figurenow ſheweth, how the Conſcience defireth to Jui7;- 
fie1t ſelfe, when itis apprehended by the wrath of Gods Anger, that ei- 
ther, when God with his plagues In Nature, alſo many times in the bj. 
ding of his Graces, or through the evill World, blameth it, and repre- 
ſenteth it wnrighteows, then it will alwayes Juſtifie it ſelfe , that wrong is 
done It. 

39. Forifit have once turned toward Grace, and broken it ſelfe off 
from «ngodly Conrſes,then it thinketh no Evill at all ſhall happen, God is 
bound to proteFit,and the world dothit _—_ when it reproacheth it 
as wicked, it ought no more to be ſubjeft to plagues and puniſhments, 
and it accounteth that honeſty and Righteouſnes, whereby it ſtealeth 
Grace from God,and reckoneth it for its owne.as if it were no wore Guil- 
tie of Sinnes. 

40. Alſo it excuſeth it ſelfe towards the world, when the world will 
Impute Sinnes and Blaſphemies to it, as if it wereguilty , then it will 
needs dye, or be put to death, or the like, as Joſephs brethren did who 
knew nothing of the Theft, and did not underſtand neither, that all their 

unrigh- 
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unrighteouſnes, and their ſtealing, of Joſeph, when they ſtole him trom - 


their Father and ſold him, ſtood 1n the Sacks of Joſephs gifts , viz. were 
manifeſt before the Eyes of Jo/eph, ſo that Joſeph knew and underſtood 
their Theft, and therefore cauſed them to be held for Theeves, and cau- 
ſed them to be purſued as Theeves, and fetched them back againe, and 
ſet them before the Judgewent. | 

41. But in ſtead of their Theevery of their committed Sinnes, where- 
by they had forfeited their Lives, Joſeph cauſed his Sulver Cup to be layd 
ro the Gift in their Sack, and cauſed them to be blamed for the Cup : 
which they would not confeſle. 


The Figure {tandeth thus, 


. 42. When a Man, as1s above-mentioned , becometh a true Chriſt;ex, 
ſo that God giveth him his Grace,then he lay&h his Grace hiddenly in 
the Sack of hs Body in the Eſſences of Life 3,and moreover layeth there. 
in the Cup of the Croſſe, and blameth it no morein Conſcience in reſpe&t 


of its manifold committed finnes, for he hath utterly deſtroyed them - 


with the Grace of forgiveneſle, and filled the Sack of his ſfinnes with 
Grace for the hunger of the poore ſoule ; but it layeth now the Cup of 
Chrift to its Charge, that it is Guilty of that, viz, of Chriſts being ſcor- 
ned, alſo of his Suffering and Death, that he hath brought Chriſt to the 
Croſle with his finnes, that 1t is verily Guilty of the Cup of Chriſts 
Croſle, and n-t wholly righteous. 

43. For when God by his Grace forgiveth him the * ſianes unto 
Death, then he cauſeth this Cup of Chriſt to be layd aloft ia the Sack ; 
ſeeing Chriſt himſelfe hath the Guilt of theſe ſinnes layd upon him.and 
hath taken them upon him, therefore now this Man is guilty of the Cup 
of Chrilts Croſſe, (in which Chriit muſttaſt anddrink out the Anger 
of God 1n Man ) and Gods righteoutnetle, requires of him, to enter iato 
the ſuffering, ſcorne,8& Death of Chriſt, that he ſhould dyze with Chriſt, 
and give himſelfe up to his ſcorne, and ſuffer with Chriſt. 

44. Bur ſeeing he cannot doe that, and zs too weake tO enter into ſuch 
ſufferings in the Anger of God, therefore hath Grace put this Cupalſo 
into him,that he might drink of Chriſts viFory,and Propheſie or Divine 
of Chriſts ſuffering and Death, and make them kwowne. 

45- But Gods righteouſneſſe, which now requireth Man to bein the 
proceſlc of Chriſt, viz. in Chriſts Sufferings and Death, and yet findeth 
bim not alwayes,in his Converſation, and #i/.therein ; acculeth him for 
a Theefe. who carrieth the Cup of Chriſts Crofle but as a Theete in the 
Sack of his Lifes Ellences, and chargeth him of Theft, if he walke other- 
wiſe then in the Procetiſe and Imitation of Chritt. 

46. For Chriſt hath received Man into his Suttcrings and Death,and 
turned away the righteouſnefle of Gods Arger,andintroduced him with 
his Guilt of Eternall Death, into his 3zzrocer! Deaths and is dead from 
the finnes and wickedneſle in himſelfe, and 1n this dying of Chriſt, 
Gods righteouſneſle in the Anger, requireth a Chriſtian Man tobe, 

47. But if he walke qut of this path and notin it, then ſayth righte- 
ouinefle; thon art a Theefe, and haſt wrozg fully gat this Cup of Chriſt 
in thy Sack, I will ſett thee before ha > 6 en and Sentence, as Joſeph 
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® Nowite. 


did to his brethren, when he cauſed them to be fetched back to theſen- 
tence of his Judgement. 
48. Therefore hath a Chriſtian who walketh under the Banner of 


| Chriſts Croſſe, 20 Excuſe, when God by his Steward, viz.by the Children 


of this world cauſeth him to be layd hold on in the righteouſneſle of his 
Anger, and chargeth him for a Theefe, and an unrighteous perſon ; 
alſo for a Stranger, Innovator, * Novelliſt, Enthuſiaſt, Foole, and the 
like, when Men loade him with all his faults, and the i»firmities of natu- 
rall ſinfull fleſh, and without ceafing blame him as wicked and wnrighte. 
044, and condemne him to the damnation ofthe temporall and Eternall 
Death; and though he is not 1n the ſight of the world, nor as to the 
world,Guilty, yet he 1 {yable to beare the ſcorne, ſuffering, and death of 
Chriſt after him, as a Chriſtian, & is lyable to take upon him the whole 
proceſſe in the footſteps of Chriſt, and to fo//ow Chrii? therein, and to 
ſuffer all,*in Chriſt, and wholly to put on Chriſt in His derifion, con- 
tempt,ſuffering,and death, and to beare his Croſſe and ſcome after him, 
that he may enter into' Chriſts Kingdome, as a Member of the body of 
Chriſt, that hath ſuffered with him, and-hath dayly dyed to the Anger of 
God in the Death of Chriſt, from his aCtuall finnes.,  - | 
49. For, All Sinnes, Blaſphemies, and wtruths,which are imputed to 
him wrongfully from the world, which he is not outwardly Guilty of 
in the fad, that, he ſuffereth in the proce/e of Chriſt, as a Chriſtian, and 
therein drinketh out of the Cup of Chriſts Croſſe, who hath innocently 
ſuffered for his ſinnes, . 
50. For if he be not guilty of them in his Lite, yet he is guilty of them 
in the inherited finne, and hath inherited them alſo in the ſeede out of 
which he is proceeded, they lye in his *Ground;he cannot excuſe him- 


ſelfe before God, in the proceſle of Chriſt, he is guilty of a/ Adamicall 


linnes. 
51. But this is his Comfort that God —_ them by the children 


of his Anger in this world, and fo, as a Curſe, by the Children of Anger, 


faſtneth them to the Croſle of Chriſt, and in this Manifeſtation drowneth 


them in him in the Bloud and Death of Chriſt, 1n that he (till cleaveth 
to God, as Chriſt to his Father, and ſuffered himſelfe to be accuſed of 
ſinnes which he had not committed, but had onely inherited them, and 
ſo they were taken from him, and given to the Anger of God in his 
Judgement that he might cordexrne them. 

52. For thus alſo Joſcph 1n this figure appeaſed his juſt Anger, to- 
wards his Brethren ; they were all Guilty towards h/#z, but he charged 
them not with their Guilt, but charged them onely with his Cup, for he 
had cleerly forgivex them all theirTreſpaſles : but onely concerning the 
Cup he would #0 hold them Guiltlefle, and yer of right they were not 
Carly of it; but he had layd it in, as his bounty , and made them guilty 
of it. ; 

53. Thusalſo hath God given us his Grace of meere Love, after that 
wee were cleerly guilty of Eternall Judgement,and hath layd ChriiFand 
Grace in the Sack of our Life, with his Suffering & Death, with his Cup 
of the Croſſe, concerning which he doth not hold us Griltleſe, wee are 
all Guilty thereof, and have not this by a Naturall right, bur it is layd 
into us #i#hout our knowledge ; therefore wee cannot releaſe our ſelyes 

of 
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of it, except wee caſt Chriſt wholly from us, and give our ſclyes apgaine 
tothe Anger of God, and then Death, Hell, and the Anger of God make 
us Guilty, avd hold us captive 1n them ; but at preſent Man may lay 
hold on which he will. | 

54- But that Joſeph cauſed the Cup to be thruſt into his Brother Bcn- 
jamins Sack, it hath this figure;that Chriſt dwelleth in the zyward Man,

viz, in his Paradiſicall brother, and hath this Cup of the Crofle in his 


Hand, out of which the guilty ſoule and the Body muſt drink, hethruſt- 
eth it into his brothers ſack, for that inward ground is his Brother, but 
the other brethren muſt drink of it, this brother of Chriſt holdeth it in 
hum, for he 1s Chriifs Member and habitation. 

55. Therefore ſayth Joſephs Steward, by whomſoever the Cup is 
found, he ſhall be my ſervant, but ye ſhall be quitt; viz. the inward 
ground , the true Joſephs, viz. Chriſts brother, hee is Chrifts ſervant, 
who ſerveth bis Lord and brother, and muſt hold the Cup in his Sack : 
the other * formes of Lite of Nature are free, and: cannot hold the Cup 
for Chriſt. 

56. For they are not the right Sack to put itin,but the Ground of the 
Heavenly Worlds Subſtance is the Sack to which the Holy Cup of Chrilt 
doth belong, which powreth the Ground of Nature out of it : therefore 
muſt Joſephs Brother be made guilty of the Cup, becauſe he ſtood in the 
figure of the inward Man, whercin Chriſt would manifeſt himſelfe with 


1s Cup of the Croſle, and ſo the other brethren, viz. the poore ſoule 


together with the body be quirt and releaſed from the Guilt. 

57. T herefore ſayth Joſephs Steward, he 1s my ſervant who hath the 
Cup, he ſhall ſerve mee, but ye ſhall be quitt ; that is, Chriſt is in this 
inward Benjamin Joſephs Brother, and ſeryeth God with overcoming of 
Death, and the Anger of God in Man, and ſo all the other brethren, vzz. 
the Naturall Life , ſhall be quitt from Guilt and Paine : and it ftandeth 
excellently in the Figure. wo 

53. Moſes ſayth further;* «Ard they baſtened, andlayd every one bis ſack 
o on to the Earth, and every one tooke his Sack off, and ſearched, and began at 
the Eldeſt and ſo to the youngeit ; and there they ſonnd'the Cup in Benjamins 
Sack. and then they rent their Cloaths, and loaded every one bis Afſe, and went 
againe into the Citte, RE | | 

59. When Adam was fallen into ſinne, then the Lawand Command 
fetched him back againe, & charged him with the finne and Theft, that 
he bad eaten of the wrong fruit with a wicked mouth,therefore muſt he 
retucne 2gaine into the Cite, v:z, Into the Earth; out of which the body 
was proceeded, and there lay downe his Sack into the Earth, and there 
Gods righteouſnes ſearcheth into a//the naturall Properties, viz. Truth 
and righteouſnes, which avalleth before God, viz, the Imrage of Heaven ; 
and began from the firſt forme of Nature,and fo on to the youngeſt and 
laſt, viz. to the incorporated Ground of Grace after the Fall, and cannot 
finde this Cup of Salvation 1n any natural property, although the Body 
goes quite to powder in the Searching, all but the youngeſt brother in 
the inſpoken or inſpired Word of Grace; 1n that lyeth the Cup of Joſeph 
and of Chrilt ; this the Spirit prefigureth powerfully in this figure. 

60. Moſes ſayth further; * «And Judab went with bis brethren into Jo- 
ſephs houſe, for he was there ſtill, and they fell downe before him on the earth : 
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But Joſeph ſayd to them : How have ye dared to doe this thing , know ye not that 
ſuch a man a5 I am can finde it out 5 Judah ſpake and ſayd, what ſhall wee ſay unto 
my Lord? How ſhall wee ſpeakt ? and wherein can wee juſtifie our ſelves ? God 
hath found out the Miſdeede of thy ſervants: behold heere, wee and he with whom 
the Cup is ſound, are the ſervants of my Lord : but he ſayd:; that be far from we 


| to doe ſuch a thing, the Man with whom the Cup is found, he ſhall be my (ervant, 
but goe ye up in peace to your Father. 


The inward Figure ſtandeth thus. 


61. When God blamed and charged Man with Guilt by reaſon of 
finne , and preſentcd this to him Jo his Anger by the Deluge or floud, 

alſo by Sodom and Gomorrhs, before their Eyes, that they had robbed in 
the houſe of Joſeph, that is, in the Covenewr of Grace, and tranſprefied the 
Covenant,then went Judeb with his Brethren, that is, Moſes, with the 
Children of J#da and 7/+ae!lin the Manifeſtation of the Law, when their 
ſinnes were manifeſted, and that God required the Cup back againe in- 
to Joſep: houſe, that is, the Law went back into Joſephs houſe ; then Ju- 
dab and 1ſraell could not keepe it, and ſo1t went into the Grace, and there 
the Covenant of Grace, v7. the right Joſeph, preſented it ſelfe before 
their Eyes and ſlayd; while you are robbers and evill, doe you ſuppoſe 
I cannot finde you out ? But they could not anſwer him, but muſt yeeld 
themſelves to bis ſentence. 

62. For 1/raell could neither keepe the (ovenent nor the Law, and 
therefore muſt now fall downe before him and yeeld themſelves to his 
Mercy and Compaſiton ; 7/raell would now give up himſelfe to be Gods 
owne ſervant, but he would not have them Miniſter to him with their 
Law, but would have that to be his ſervant 5 wherein the Cup lay : Hee 
would not have onely an oxtward worſhip and ſervice of God, in the fi. 
gure of Chriſt, with the Law, but he would have Benjamin, viz. the in- 
ward Ground of the heavenly worlds Subſtance, for a ſervant ; but the 
Miniſter or ſervant of the Law, »iz.the Naturall Man, ſhould goe home 
againein peace into his fathers Country, andtake the beſtowed Grace a. 
long with him 1n his Life fer foode ; this the Spirit of God ſets thus in a 
figure under theſe AQts, pointing at the futzre. 

63. Under this figure now the Spirtt intimates , by F#4z, who was 
ſurety for Benjamin , very ſecretly and myſtically, that the poore ſoule 
could not thus with the Grace goe home againe ro its fathers Country, 
unlefle it had Bezjamin,that is,Chriſt 10 ſubſtance in it : For Juda pleaded 
exceeding hard, that he durſt not goe home, unleſſe he brought Benje- 
zin along with bijm,or elſe he would himſelfe remaine there a ſeryant. 

64. Thus the poore ſoule giveth it ſelfe up to God, when Gods righ- 
teouſneſle calleth it to goe back agame home with the Covenant, then it 
will by no meanes goe back, except it have Benjemir,that is,Chriſt.Sub- 
ſtantially with it,elſe it cannot ſee God as heere Jud« in this Image and 
Type excuſeth | himſelfe,and ſayth, If he came back and brought not Benja- 
min with hins, then he fhould bring his Fathers grey Haires under the earth, ſee- 
ing his ſowle clave to Benjamins ſonle. 

65. That is, if the Adamicall Man ſhould goe mto Paradiſe againe, 
without Chriſts Life and Swbſtance, then would he bring his father, the 
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Lifes Naiyre into the Eternall Divine* forgetfullneſſe, for the Life of * or, bidden- 
the humane Nature would not be Manifeſt according to the diyine pro- 
ty ; that 1s, it could no# live in the Kingdome of Heaven. 
66. Indeed God calleth the ſoule to goe home with the Law into 
Paradiſe, but that cannot be, unleſle it have Chriſt in Life and Subſtance 
jo it, Fo then it dares goe home againe. into its firſt Native Country of 
its Father.

M > al thoſe that ſtood roar. axd he ny + Let every one Wa be, gx -g : 
mee, and none were with him, when Joſeph made himſelfe knowne to his 
brethren,and he wept aloud : ſo that the Zgyptians and P haraohs people heard ; 
and be ſayd to his brethren, I am Joſeph, doth my father yet live And his Bre. 
thren could not. anſwer him, they were ſo terrified in his preſence. 


- The inward Figure Randeth thus. 


2. God gave 1/rael! the Law , and commanded them thereby to goe 
home againeinto Paradiſe, even as the figure of the Promiſed, Land, 
(into which they were to goe, but could not for along time, till Joſhua 
led them io.) was asa Type and prefiguration, of the true Leading in by 
Teſws 5 and under the Law they had alſo the Paradiſicall Covenant of 
Grace, as alſo the Prophets, who lead them to Gods Mercy and Com- 

fon. | 
Fr . But they could hot by any of theſe come againe into their firſt Ada- 4 
micall Paradiſicall Country of their Father, to reſt : Gods righteouſneſs 
blamed them without ceaſing, and required the power and ability ; 
that they ſhould give f#ll obedience tothe Law and Covenant. 

4. But ſeeing that could not be, and that, neither the Law nor the 
Covenant could bring them in, back againe, then the Heavenly Joſeph 
manifeſted himſelfe out of the Covenant , for he could zo longer with- 
hold, in regard of Mans miſery, and bringeth his great Mercy and Com- 
paſſion, through the Covenant,into the Law 3 which Compaſſzonis ſigai- 
fed by Joſephs great weeping, when he could no more withhold from his 
Brethren,and he wept fo that even the Z#gyptians and the people of Pha- 
raohs houſe heard, which ſignifieth, that this weeping, viz. the Mercy 
and Compaſſion of God rhrough Chriſt, the Zgyptians alſo, that is , «ll 
Heathen and People, ſhould heare and receive-it, even as it came topaſlle, 
when Chriſts weeping and Compaſſion ſounded among all Nations, ſo 
that they «ll received it into their hearts, and turned themſelves to this 
Joſeph, who received them all, and fnlfilled the Law, together with the . 


Covenant. 5. But: 
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5. But that Joſeph cryed, let every one goe forth from nite; when he 
made-himſelte knowne to his brethren, that #oze ſhould ſy with him'; 
it ſignifieth this; when Jeſus Chriſt , viz. the higheſt Mercy and Com- 
paſſion of God, manifeſted it ſelfe out of the Covenant , then muſt the 
Law with all Ceremonies together with the Covenant , ceaſe and be gone, 
alſo all Mans ability and power, as alſoall willing, going , and runnin g. 
muſt goe forth and depart. | 
6. For. that, preſented it ſelfe out of the Covenant & the Law,whbich,

13. When Chriſt with his revelation or Manifeſtation thus terrifieth 

the ſoule, that the ſoules owne will is terrified into the death of its wil- 
ling and ability, then he ſpeaketh in or inſpireth his word of Grace in- 
to 1t, and giveth it power and vertue, and ſayth in the Souliſh Eſſence, 
Draw neere to mee, and raiſe up thy countenance from the terrour of 
Death, goe in my power to mee and into my will, I am no more angry 
with thee, that [ have been /o/d into thy death, God hath ſeat mee hi- 
ther before thee, that I might nouriſh thee in thy hunger of Miſery,vis.

is #0t of God, but from the Tower of Babe/; thou wilt teach Gods word

24. And Moſes ſayth furthers * And the report came into Pharaohs 
houſe, that Joſephs Brethren were come, and it pleaſed Pharaoh well and all h;s 
Servants ; and Pharaoh 't inlg Joſeph, ſay to thy Brethren doe thus , load your 
Beaſts and gor up, and when ye come into the Land of Canaan , then take your

26. * And the Children of Iſracll did ſo, and Joſeph gave them Chariots, ac- 
cording to the command of Pharaoh, and proviſion to ſpend by the way , and 
gave each of them all, ſumptuoxs apparel! but to Benjamin he gave three hun 
dred peeces of ſilver, and five ſuits of ſumptuous apparell, and to his Father he 
ſent beſides, Ten Aſſes laden with the choice Good things of the Land of Egypt, 
and ter ſhee Aſſes with Corne and Bread, and food for his father upon the Way ; 
thus he ſent his brethren away and they departed, and he ſayd to them, contend 


n9t upon the way.

27. Chriſt taketh the proviſion , as alſo the Chariots, viz. the Holy 


Ghoſt from the father, which he ſexdeth to his children , 4S Joſeph tooke 


the Chariots and Preſent, from Pharaoh, and giveth them proviſion to 
ſpend upon the way of their Pilgrimage,viz.his Fody andBloxnd for meate 
and drinke. 

23. The ſumptuous apparell which Joſeph gave to every one of his 
brethren, ſigoifie the Texzple of Chriſt , where1n the Soule feaſteth and 


reſteth ; and Joſephs five ſuits of ſumptuous apparell which he gave to 
Ecece2 his 
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his brother Benjamin, are the five wounds of Chriſt , wherein the inward 
Man feaſteth 1n Gods Love 3 but the Three hundred peeces of ſilver 
which he gave tO Benjamin, are the Gifts of the Word out of this great 
Love, wherewith this Benjamin ſhould trade and get increaſe, and gaine 
much for his Lord and Brother, the Heavenly Jo/eph, for, with Money 
Men trade: ſo alſo ſhould the inward Benjamin trade with his Gifts of 
the three hundred peeces of filver; viz. with the Gifts of Chriſt, that js, 
teachand make knowne Gods wonders, for he is Chriſts ſervant and al. 
ſiſtant, yea his true Brother. 

29. But theTen Aſſes laden with the choice Good things of the Land 
of Feypt, which Joſeph ſent to his Father, ſignificth 1a the figure , the Tex 
Commandements 1n the Law of Nature,which Joſeph had laden with Good 
things, that is, Chriſt hath Jaden them with his Grace, and ſent them to 
Gods righteouſneſle in the Conſcience, whereof poore Nature hath to 
make Fxpences. 

30. But the Ten ſhee Aſſes with Corne, fignifie the Ter formes of the 
Souliſh and Naturall fire- Life, upon which Chriſt loadeth the Soules 
foode, when they goein his proceſle in the imitation of him;The Bread 
and the foode upon the way,ſignifie the Word of God, of which the poore 
old 4dam mult eate that he may live. 

31. Theſe Chriſt giveth his children and brethren on the way of 
their Pilgrimage, when they goe home againe in the proceſle of Chrilt, 
that they may have proyiſion to ſpend ; and thereon , Nature, viz. the 
Old Father, eateth, and commandeth them that they ſhould not contend 
one with another upon this way, but in Love and Peace goe home 1nto 
Paradiſe. 

32. O I1ſraell! where is now thy Peace? It ſeemeth as it thou haddeſt 
conſumed all the proviſeor: of Joſeph, and mult at preſent, want, ſeeing 
thou ſo very much contendeſt about this foode,and haſt raiſed ſuch mur- 
dering about it. Truly thou haſt murdered thy brother Benjamin by the 
way, and therefore thou art in Strife and wilt not goe home, thou art 
afraid, but the famine will drive thee forth, or cle thou wilt be hungry 
and ſtarved. 

33. *Thws they went up from Egypt and came into the Land of Canaan to their 
father Jacob, and made it knonne to him and ſayd , Jofeph is alive antl is Lord 
of the whole Landof Egypt, but his heart thought much otherwiſe , for he belee- 
ved them not : then they told him all the words of Joſeph, which he had ſaid to 
them, and when he ſaw the Chariotts, which Joſeph had ſent to bring him , the 
ſpirit of Jacob their father revived, and I(raell ſayd, T have enough , that my 
ſonne on yet liveth, Iwill goe downe and ſee him, ere 1 die.

34. When Chriſts Apoſtles were loaden with this Preſent,they went 
therewith into their fathers houſe, viz. among the Brethren in the

2. Jacob muſt goe into Egypt in the great fazzine and ſtraite hunger 
with all the CHOPOE he had, and he went up, when he heard of Jo- 
ſeph, when Joſeph cauſed him to be fetched by his fonnes, when he ſaw the 
Preſent 
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Ge-46. How Jacob & al bis Went into Egypr. C73, 
Prefent andthe Chariotts of Joſeph, then his ſpirit was revived, and he 
went up ; thus it is alſo in the figure ofthe New Birth, when the Ada- 
micall Man heareth thE voice of the heavenly Joſeph , ſounding in kim; 
and ſeeth the Chariots of the Holy Ghoſt in him, then he goeth up with 
all his powers, and goeth into the Fgypt of Repentance. 

3. And when he cometh to Ferſbeba, that is, into the ſoundrng noiſe of 
his heart and ſoule, then he ſacnficeth his body and ſoule, with all thac 
he hath, tothe God of his father, that is, he grocth himſelfe wp with his 
Life arid all whatſoever he 13, into the Word, which created jt, in Adanr 
and madeit, out of it ſelfe; which is the God of his father : then thac 
divine Word fpeaketh or inſpireth into him, that 1s, it ſpeaketh aFuathy 
operatively and powerfully io him: that Night in a viſion, which is as 
mutch as to ſay here, in the ſecret hiddennefle of Man, where God hideth 
himſelfe from Reaſon and the Creature, and out of his principle ſpeak- 
eth or inſpireth Comfort and power or vertue into the Life ; and cal- 
leth him by his Name, as he did Jacob, that 18, he compriſeth his Name 
in the word of his ſpeaking, which is * the Looke of Life, wherein the Names 
of the C hildren of God are Compriſed or written. 

And when Man perceiveth him in the power, then he ſpeaketh 
againe into the Word, and ſayth : Heere am I Lord, make mee what thou 
wilt, I (tand before thee; and that ſame inward Word of God fſayth in 
power, Iam God, the God of thy Father, that is, it giveth to Man in this 
Speaking power, Divi krowledge, ſo that Man learneth to underſtand, 
that God worketh in him, and what God 1s. | 

5. But ſeeing the Body is a dark valley, and moreover an unrighte- 
ous inclination, therefore the Word ſpeaketh into the poore ſoule thus, 
and ſayth;Be #ot affrayd when thou cntreſt into Egypr,viz.into Repen- 
tance, and goeſt forth out of the Land of Canaan, viz. from the pleaſare 
and yoluptuouſneſle of the world, falſhood, wickedneſle, and unrighte- 
ouſneſle; although key they become thy Exemies,and perſecute thee, 
yet feare not, I will goealong with thee, 1nto Egyprthat is,into thy con-

people in Egypt, and will bring thee out from thence againe ; that is, thou ſhalt 
not remaine as one dead or departed from this world ; although indeed 
thou goeſt into Repentance, and forſakeſt the world in thy orinde, 
yet I will bring thee out of Anxiety, and trouble againe, and leave thee 
in thy ſtate znd condition, if it be right and 'hoxef# , which is done 
thus. . |

tell, ana have brought with them their ſm.1ll and great Cattle, and all that they 
have : and now when Pharaoh ſhall call yee to him, and ſay : What js your ems 
ployment and bufineſe* then ſhall ye ſay, thy ſervants are people that are conver. 

ſant about Cattle, from our youth up unto this time , both wee and our Father, 
that you may dwell in the Land of Goſhen , for thoſe which are heardſmen and 
keepers of Cattle are an a90mination to the Fgyptians.

10. This figure 1s very powerfull and conteineth great and deepe un- 
derſtanding, although theBeaſtiall Man full of Covetouſneſle and ex- 
zortion imagineth to himſelfe,as it this made for him, yet the true figure 
is quite againſt him, as alſo is the parable or ſimilitude jn the Goſpel, of 
the unjuſt Steward, which ſayth ; ||1he Lord commended him that be þad 
done ſo prudently. 

11. This Famine in Egypt and Canaan, when all the Land was fami- 
ſhed, prefigureth the poore fallez Man 1n Body and Soule, which the an- 
ger of God hath dried up and cauſed to wither, ſo that it is famiſhed.

Yer it being my pc 0b to be born an Engliſh- 
man, and my Birth-right to be judgd by my Lay- 
Peers , | ſhall try the danger of a Relation of the 
wonderfull Providences wherein this man was conver- 
ſant; and though perhaps he may be accounted no 
Saint, yet it'may leſſen his eſteem of beiijg a peſti- 
lent Heretick. 

I do notwithſtanding with much ſubmiſſion crave 
pardon of my noble friends of that reverend cloth, 
in this my appeal to all Chriſtians for their judge- 
ments in the Canonization of him, and would have: 
them believe that I am not ſo 1ll read in the Fathers 
and Conncills, asnot to think the power of admiſſi-

and preſent him a Candidate to the Tribunes and

As for many who in theſe laſt Ages have termed 
themſelves Saints, and the redeemed ones , what 
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{ſhift God may make with them in Heaven, I know 
not ( he can do much; ) but it | may ſpeak unfeign- 
edly.they are ſo unmortified,and untrue of word and 
deed, that they are found untoward members tor a 
true Common-Wealth and civil Society here on 
Earth. | 

But that I may give ſome account of my underta- 
king this buſinels. 

Truly having found many things obſcure in this 
man's Writings,others highly honeſt, pious, juſt,and 
of much improvement to that equal, humane, ſocta- 
ble principle ( to which [| have devoted all what I 
have, a ſervant ull the true Bridegroom appear to 
take me up toa better ſociety ) I thought, that an 
inquiry into, and a ſhort Relation of his Life, would 
be no little advantage to ſtir up the more ſearching 
Spirits to a thorough weighing of all char he hath 
publiſhed; and' being herein furniſhed with ſome 
helps by the ingenuous Publiſher of his W orks, Mr. 
Blunden, | laid aſide a few dates to fit the Maternals 
that were ſent me 1n an order accommodate for a 
gentle and willing Reader. 

It may very well be obſerved, that who-ever ap- 
peared to'the World in a true Godlike form, and 
ſolely in that pure ſpiritual miniſtration, 1t hath the 
greateſt Antipathy, and Diſtalte towards them 
that can posſibly be imagined ; nay in the whole 
Creation there are not two Frames of beings ſo per- 
tealy contrary, and engaged to each others deſtru- 
&tion,as are theſe two. 

It 1s very true, that Moſes, Foſhua, Samuel, Da- 
vid, and others , came forth in this life, in much 
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applauſe, but had therewithall a delegation to the 
temporal Magiſtracy, wherein by God's good pow- 
er they led the people through many ſtraits , made 
them victorious , gave them houſes, Lands, 'men

And indeed would it not grieve any Soul to have 
the fair aflurance to ſo brave a Country, that it hath 
under ſeal received from the indulgent hands of its 
Ghoſtly Father, taken from it, and put upon the ne- 
ceſlary paſſage of ſuch a diretull Wildernels ? I ap- 
peal to the World, whether theſe Meſſengers of e- 


vill. 
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vill ydings do not wel deſerve to be crucified, and 
the oats of Merit and Impuration reſtored to 
their antient dignity, - 

But 1 hope the mercifull God hath. (at leaſt in 
this Nation) muzzel'd the devourer and: perſecuter; 
and that it ſhall be lawfull for each one modeſtly to 
proclame an orderly -Furnament for his Miſtris Opi- 
nion or Reputation of his wronged Friend, the Gi 
vil Power ſitting as Judges of the Field, that not 
thing be attempted againſt the Publique Peace and 
choſen Laws of the. Nation ; and under that conft- 
dence, and to thoſe judges 00; | venture upon, and 
fabmit this enſuing Relation. 

There is a little Market town in the upper Lada: 
214, nam'd Old S eidenburg, diſtant from Gorlitts about 
a mile and an half, in'which lived a man called Fa- 
cob, who had to wilh one Urſula , people they were 
of the pooreſt ſort, yet of ſober md honeſt demea- - 
nour.

ir ades, He fell ſick in Silefea of a Hot burning Ague, 
contracted 
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contracted by too much drinking of Water, but was 
at his defire brought to Gorlitts, and there dyed in 
1624. being neer fifty years old, and was buried in 
the Church-yard: Over his Grave was erected this 
following Device, ſent from a friend out of Sileſia. 
A. black. wooden - Croſs ( the ' particular form of

written theſe following words, Torn of God, died 
in F HS V H, ſealed with the Holy Ghoſt , doth "on 
here lacob Behmen of Old Seidenburgh , who, the 
ſeventeenth of November , about fix of the clock in 
the forenoon, fif ty years þ age, bleſſedly departed. 

At the Right hand from the-South ſide,was pain- 
ted a black Eagle on a high Rock , who trod with 
his Left foot on the head ofa great Serpent wound 
' together;in the Right foot he held a branch of Palm, 

and in his. Beak the branch of a Lilly , which was 
reacht to him out of the Sun , beſides which was 
written this word } I D I. 

On the Left ſide of the Croſs from the North, 
ſtood a Lion, having on his head a Croſs and.a 
Crown, placed with his Right hin-foot on a Cube, 
with the Left on a Globe,in his Right fore-Paw, he 
held a flaming Sword, in his Left, a burning Heart, 
by him was written this word V ICT. 


In the midſt under the Ovall Field,upon the _ 
| "a | O 
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of the Croſs ſtood a Lamb with a Biſhops Infule 
under. a Palm-tree by a water-ſpring ina green pa- 
ſure, feeding among the Flowers ; where ſtood 
 FAML. | 

At laſt there ſtood beneath, near the Earth , up- 
wardsthe Crofles tree. his laſt words, Now go hence 
into Paradiſe. 

This Hieroglyphical Monument had remained 
but a while, but been razed and imbezled by the 
rude hands of the envious, who would have laviſh- 
ed their impotent wrath againſt the bleſſed Author 
on this painted wood, and diſcovered their hate to 
the memory of his goodneſs whom they would long 
before have crucityed, had not heand it bee prote- 
Red under the indulgenthands of a wiſe Magiſtracy: 

For certainly ſuch and fo inſociable are the Reli- 
910us.of the World, that each would in high appe- 
tite devour other, and miſpend the pretious Race 
of mankind in mutual. Slaughters, did not the good 
God enter into the noble Reaſon of Man, and ſet up 
in power the meek and the neighbourly dictates 
thereof, to curb the bold claims of tyrannous. fan- 
cy, which doth by its impoſtorous Opinion 'unman 
the Creature, and countenance him to act over all 
his immoral and untutord Luſts under pretence 
of Conſcience and religious Zeal. Th | 

As to the outward perſonage of the man: whoſe 
life I now write, I may truly ſay it was not ſuch as. 
was amiable among the Children of men:; Yet ſo 
hath God in his Providence frequently difpoſed his 
vifts, and made Stewards thereof , ſuch, as''1n. mans 
eye could not.by the Symmetry of face,and —_ 
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ſure of behaviour, take upon truſt the meaneſt of- 


fice. 

 'One would have thought that the Wiſdome and 
Honeſty of AZ/op and Socrates had deſerved better 
Caſes; yet in ſuch heaps of Limbs hath God had 
his Treaſure, that nothing might be ſtoln from his 
Glory, and attributed to the decent and accommo- 


date proportion of a well-timber'd Body. 


His Stature was exceeding little , he had a low 
Forehead, his Iemples prominent, his Noſe large 
and Gibbous, his Eyes grey and ſomewhat gliſtering, 
his Beard thin and ſhort, and his Voice low. 

T his 1s what I have learnt of the natural Relations 
and Imployment of this Inſtrumenc , by whom it 
leaſed God in this laſt time to bring ſo much Know- 
edge into the World.Concerning his ſecond Birth, 
and Shape, and what was 1n order thereunto remar- 
kable , 1 ſhall crave a leaf or two more 1n the relat-

As inall men that have appear d tothe World in 
accompliſhments beyond Acquiſition and Keaſon , 
it hathpleas'd God to uſher them on with ſome mi- 
raculous and extraordinary duſpenſations:, and to 


lace a Hand or Star over againſt them, to lead the 
WW orlds eye thitherward-to obſreve his work ; fo 
was 
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was it with Facob Behmen;for while he was a Herd- 
boy,in the heat of mid-day retiring from his playfel- 
lows to a little ſtony Crag hard by, call'd the Lands 
Crown , where the natural ſituation of the Rock 
had made a ſeeming incloſure of ſome part of the 
Mountain, finding an entrance into it, he went in, 
and ſaw there a great wooden veſlell full of mony, 
at which ſight, being in a ſuddain aſtoniſhment, he 
did in haſt retire, not moving his hand thereinto, 
and came and related his Fortune to the reſt of 
the Boyes, who coming up along with him,ſoughe 
often, and with much diligence, an Entrance, but 
never found any; though ſome years after, a Fo- 
rein Artiſt, as Facob himſelf related , skill'd in the 
finding out ſuch Magick Treaſures, took away the 
ſame,and thereby much enricht himſelf, yet periſh- 
ed by an infamous death, that treaſure being lodg- 
ed there, and it ſeems laid coyerd with a Curſe to 
the finder and taker away. | | 


Truly when I conſider of Solomon's Viſion , and 


the firſt offer that God made him , which was 
to chooſe his Riches, I cannot but think there 
was a debauching Conduct of this tender Youth 
into this Cave of Pluto ; Our Saviour had ten- 
dered him the World and the Glory thereof, 
which was afair offer had the condition been any 
thing tolerable, though I aſluredly believe few ob- 
tain it at lefle rate. E BET of 
Certainly Mahomet was at firſt, in his great re- 


tirements and Devotions, of ſome realty, and had 


not forecaſt that filthy Religion , with which he 
hath now infected a great part of the Warld:; but 
falling ſhort in his trial and temptation, he yielded 
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himſelf tothe Prince of this World, and had 
by him a Worſhip fram'd ſuitable to its Domi- 
nion. © 

Nor was, I believe, Ignatius Loyola ( that offence 
of Chriſtendome ) ( when he firſt had ſight of his 
ill-ſpent life, and wander'd about the World, prea- 
ching Repentance to all people, in a poor and vile 
K ayment, and was in his firſt Miniſtration , ap- 
prehended in Spain , and impriſon'd, becauſe he 
preacht © without Order , and Misſfion from the 
Prince -of the worlds Religion ) ſuch as after he 
prov'd 10/be, fainting under the Temptation , and 
diſtruſting the Providence of God that had ſent 
him: for from: that time he retired to the Schools , 
and ſought helps to an Evangelick Miniſtration 
from thence , Shaking that open Fountain, in 
whoſe Will and Obedience: if he had waited in 
patience, and not grown vveary of urging over 
and over that plain Meſſage Repent and amend, 
which was put in his mouth , he had without all 
doubt.proved an Inſtrument of great uſe, and not 
( as now Himſelf and his Followers are become ) 
meer State tools , and movers of the ſecret Engins 
of Sedition, Murder, and Bloodihed throughout 
all Europe. * Es, 
' Bythe way, I may not pals the natural part of 
this unuſual paſſage of our young Prophet into the 
Entrailes of the Farth , which without doubrt 
would not have been; werenot thoſe places 1n- 
habited; and the Creatures-that dwell therein com- 
manded”'to be miniſtring Spirits in the preſent 
temptation.

ute.) are the dwellings of other Creatures , ſome 
Laie'd there by confinement, or their own choice 
others born and bred in the Earth, who delight in 
places abounding with ſtrong Metalline and Mi- 
neral-Vapours, both as ſuitable to their natures, and 
where the caſual lying of the Rocky Ore makes 
handſome Caverns and Chambers for theſe dark- 
ſom Gueſts. + Ys 
The Mountain Hecla in Iſland ( if Hiſtory may 
be credited ) 1s the place of ſome greater reſidence 
than ordinary for theſe ſubterraneal- Spirits; for to 
Paſſengers that come thither, are frequent appea- 
rances of their friends that have died violent deaths, 
by W ater, Fire; or the Sword, coming unto: them 
in their familiar Garb; Inſomuch as .they that are 
not accuſtomed to it, ſaluting them as alive , defire 
their companies home, to which they. anſwer with 
a deep ſigh, they muſt return to Hecla, and imme-

Nor is the Aery Region disfurniſht of its Inha- 
bitant Spirits; Some of the Fewiſh Rabbins ſay, that

forfaking their thirſt after the Kingdome of Hea-

on equal tearms with them.) ſit talking with my 
Wife, and play at put-pin-with my Children, than 
adventure upon ſuch unwarrantable converſe. 
Thoſe familiar Spirits conſulted with by ſome 
Fewiſh women under the old Teſtament , tis not 
certain they were Devills , yet 1s their Society, as 
unworthy the noble Race of Mankind, forbidden 
under a Ges penalty;Some think, becauſe though 
long-liv'd, yet wanting an immortal Soul, or atleaſt 
the life of immortality, the Image of God , and fo 
more likely to debauch Mankind into their itnper- 
fetions, than.contribute any thing to his improy- 
ment, there being nothing of worth ; he may nor 
be better taught by God , his own induſtrious 
ſearch, or inſtruction of his fellow Creatures: of his 
own kind, than by thoſe inferior Pedagogues - be- 
ſides, thoſe other Helliſh Spirits ( the ſworn ene- 
mies of 'God and man ) too oft intruding themſelves 
into theſe familiarities, and marr being in danger of 
being drawn into Idolatry by thole diſcoveries of 
 fecrers and other wonders, wherewith they uſually 
delude the beſotted multitude, into an opinion of.

And deſiring to know their intention towards 
goodneſs, if occaſion offerd it ſelf, whether they 
would turn good men,they ſaid T hey knew not: 
Aﬀeer which replies, He told them that God was 
the higheſt good, that his Works were as Himlſelf 
Man eſpecially he had created to be a Fellow-work- 
er with him in Goodneſs , and that if they would 
come forth in the Will, and deſire, to be Inſtru-

the higheſt contemplation and kingdom. of joies ; and 
this happend to him-while he was with his Maſter 
in the Country about the affairs of his vocation. 
When the Viſion and Revelation was pals d by 
him; he grew-more and more/ acuratly attentive to
